The  Author,  who  was  the  fourth  Earl,  is  perhaps 
better  known  as  Willoughby  Bertie.  Wilkes,  whose  friend  he  was,  describes  him 
as  “  one  of  the  most  steady  and  intrepid  assertors  of  liberty  in  this  age  ”  and  he 
certainly  was  one  of  the  strongest  champions  of  American  rights  and  liberties. 
Little  can  be  judged  of  the  force  of  his  argument  from  the  modest  title  of  this 
pamphlet.  In  it  he  rallies  Burke  soundly  for  not  following  up  with  sufficient 
energy  and  persistency  his  first  great  speeches  against  the  American  War. 
He  sums  up  his  own  views  in  a  most  vehement  peroration  as  follows,  showing 
that  he  had  at  least  the  courage  of  his  convictions.  “  If  the  liberties  of  our  fellow 
subjects  in  America  are  to  be  taken  from  them,  it  is  for  the  idiot  only  to  suppose 
that  we  can  preserve  our  own.  The  dagger  uplifted  against  the  breast  of  America 
is  meant  for  the  heart  of  Old  England  ...  In  fine,  these  are  my  Sentiments  and 
these  my  Principles.  They  are  the  Principles  of  the  Constitution  ;  and  under 
this  persuasion  whilst  I  have  signed  them  with  my  Name,  I  will,  if  necessary, 
as  readily  seal  them  with  my  Blood.” 

This  pamphlet  attracted  enormous  attention  for  no  less  than  seven  English 
editions  appeared  besides  others  in  Ireland  and  America.  For  the  Second 
Edition  see  infra  and  for  Burke’s  Letter  and  Speeches  Nos.  29-40.

PRIVATELY  ENGRAVED  FOR  COLONEL  CROSBIE  SHORTLY  AFTER  HIS  RETURN  FROM 
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America.  Probably  very  few  copies  were  struck  off  the  plate,  and  those  were 
only  for  distribution  amongst  the  Colonel's  friends.  In  the  present  instance  the 
Earl  of  Lincoln  was  the  recipient,  the  following  inscription  being  written  on  the 
back  of  the  print:  “  The  Earl  of  Lincoln  with  Col.  Crosbie’s  Compts." 

Accompanying  the  print  is  a  long  and  very  interesting  holograph  letter, 
written  by  Peter  Russell,  dated  New  York,  25th  October,  1780,  to  His  Excellency 
General  Vaughan,  giving  a  detailed  account  of  Andre’s  capture  and  execution. 
The  letter  opens  with  some  general  remarks  and  continues  : 

“  An  adventure  has  happened  here,  which,  as  being  the  only  one  of  the 
kind  I  recollect  in  History  may  be  worth  your  attention.  The  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  has  long  held  a  Correspondence  with  the  Rebel  Major 
General  Arnold  who  having  obtained  the  command  of  West  Point 
and  other  Forts  in  the  Highlands  agreed  to  deliver  them  to  the  British 
Troops.  Major  Andre,  the  Adjut.  General,  was  sent  to  meet  that 
Officer  and  settle  the  Terms  and  means  of  carrying  this  important  matter 
into  execution.  He  was  carried  on  shore  from  the  Vulture  by  a  boat 
sent  thither  with  General  Arnold’s  Flag  for  him  under  the  name  of  John 
Anderson,  he  met  the  General  and  everything  was  adjusted,  but 
something  having  intervened  to  prevent  his  being  sent  back  in  the  same 
Boat,  General  Arnold  persuaded  him  to  change  his  dress  and  return 
by  Land  under  the  sanction  of  his  Passport  by  the  name  of  John  Ander¬ 
son,  which  he  reluctantly  complied  with,  as  the  Commander  in  Chief  had 
strictly  ordered  him  not  to  change  his  name  or  part  with  his  Uniform. 

In  this  Disguise  he  passed  all  the  Enemy  Posts,  but  was  at  last  stopped 
near  Tarrytown  by  three  Militia  Men  who  carried  him  to  the  next 
Post,  but  unfortunately  having  offered  them  his  watch  and  a  large 
sum  of  money  to  let  him  go,  he  was  suspected  and  searched,  and 
Papers  of  considerable  moment  were  found  concealed  in  his  Stocking 
Feet.  As  soon  as  this  event  was  communicated  to  General  Arnold  he 
instantly  fled  and  arrived  in  his  Boat  on  Board  the  Vulture,  but  poor 
Andre  was  carried  to  the  Rebel  Army  where  a  Board  of  their  Generals 
declared  him  a  Spy,  and  as  such  he  was  executed  the  2nd  Instant, 
notwithstanding  the  strongest  Remonstrances  and  Intercessions  of  Sir 
Henry  Clinton.  Arnold  is  now  a  Brigadier  General  of  Provincials  in  our 
Service  and  is  to  form  a  corps  of  2,000  Cavalry  and  Infantry  expected 
to  desert  from  the  Rebels.” 

The  letter  finishes  with  other  items  of  military  news  and  the  information 
that  the  writer  had  been  appointed,  by  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  Judge  of 
the  Admiralty  for  Charlestown  and  Judge  of  Appeals,  “  upon  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  which  being  a  post  of  some  Emolument 
sets  me  down  easy  for  life.”

Joseph  Galloway,  a  lawyer  of  great  ability  in  Pennsylvania,  and  Speaker 
ol  the  House  of  Assembly  of  that  Province,  was  elected  to  the  first  Congress 
in  1774.  At  first  a  most  resolute  patriot,  he  later  committed  himself  to  extreme 
loyalty,  and  admitted  m  his  evidence,  before  the  House  of  Commons  ( see 
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pamphlet  No.  i),  that  he  went  into  Congress  “  with  a  heart  full  of  Loyalty  to 
my  Sovereign  ”  for  the  purpose  of  proposing  a  Plan  of  amicable  accomodation 
of  the  differences  between  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies,  and  of  a  perpetual 
union.  This  plan  is  printed  in  full  on  pages  50-52  of  the  first  pamphlet  in  the 
above  collection.  In  1776  he  finally  deserted  the  American  cause  and  joined 
the  British  Army,  continuing  with  it  till  the  evacuation  of  Philadelphia  in  June, 
1778.  Shortly  after  he  embarked  for  England,  where  he  gave,  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  his  evidence  on  the  cause  of  the  Rebellion  and  the  designs  of  Congress. 
Although  a  man  of  wealth  and  of  high  social  position  he  was  disliked  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic,  one  contemporary  writer  in  England  going  so  far  as  to 
accuse  him  of  being  an  apostate  and  a  traitor  who  had  yielded  to  temptation 
and  been  induced  to  quit  one  injured  country  but  to  injure  another  ;  and  further 
that  he  was  only  convinced  of  the  horrors  of  rebellion  when  he  found  treachery 
more  profitable. 

The  pamphlets  comprising  the  above  collection  are  all  in  fine  state  complete 
with  Half  Titles,  where  such  were  issued,  and  moreover  are  all  first  editions.

***  James  Hill,  Hind,  or  Actzen,  otherwise  known  as  John  the  Painter  was  a 
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native  of  Scotland.  He  emigrated  to  Virginia  and  during  the  Revolutionary 
War  espoused  the  cause  of  the  Colonists.  With  the  privity  of  Silas  Deane, 
whom,  he  met  and  conferred  with  at  Paris,  an  attempt  to  destroy  the  government 
property,  stores,  and  shipping  at  Portsmouth  Dockyard,  was  determined  upon, 
and  not  withstanding  the  apparently  desperate  and  impracticable  nature  of  the 
enterprise,  it  partially  succeeded.  From  Deane,  who  supplied  him  with  a  Royal 
passport,  and  a  sum  of  money  in  advance,  he  had  assurances  of  a  reward  pro¬ 
portionate  to  the  services  he  should  render  to  the  American  cause.  Apprehended, 
he  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  executed  at  the  Dock  Gate,  Portsmouth,  on  the 
loth  of  March,  1777.

General 
Washington’s  absence  on  a  conference  at  Rhode  Island  was  to  have  favoured  the 
design.  However,  before  he  reached  Rhode  Island  he  received  an  express 
informing  him  of  the  affair ;  he  instantly  returned  and  sent  an  aid-de-camp  to

Arnold  informing  him  that  he  should  breakfast  with  him  the  next  morning. 
Arnold  took  the  alarm  and  immediately  ordered  his  barge,  telling  his  officers 
that  he  was  going  to  our  advance  Frigate  on  a  particular  Flag.  The  boat  had 
not  left  the  Fort  five  minutes  when  Washington’s  Dragoons  appeared.  The 
matter  was  immediately  known  and  the  Batteries  opened  on  Arnold’s  Barge  ; 
his  presence  of  mind  on  this  occasion  was  very  great,  the  people  were  alarmed, 
he  told  them  he  had  ordered  the  guns  to  be  scaled  and  that  the  fellows  had  forgot 
to  draw  the  balls.  By  this  time  he  reached  the  Frigate  and  delivered  himself  up 
to  the  Captain.  The  melancholy  part  is  now  to  follow  which  is  poor  Andre,  who, 
having  Arnold’s  pass  was  returning  by  land  to  New  York,  having  ventured  on 
shore  by  Genl.  Arnold’s  advice,  was  taken  up  and  executed  as  a  Spy,”  etc.,  etc. 

The  numerous  letters  (28)  of  Sir  George  Brydges  Rodney  are  of  great  interest. 
Writing  from  Martinique  in  a  letter  describing  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  he 
says  : — 

"  The  times  are  critical — the  junction  of  the  Spaniards  with  the  French  fleet 
has  given  them  such  a  superiority  in  ships,  both  in  numbers  and  force,  that  it 
behoves  me  to  be  extremely  cautious,  and  not  run  too  great  a  risque  with  the 
Fleet  entrusted  to  my  command,  so  as  in  the  least  to  endanger  His  Majesty’s 
Sovereignty  in  these  seas.  My  maxim  has  always  been  and  ever  will  be,  to  act 
offensively,  but,  if  the  circumstances  of  the  times  render  it  absolutely  necessary 
for  His  Majesty’s  service  to  be  on  the  defensive,  I  trust  I  shall  do  my  duty  in  that 
disagreeable  situation  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  publick  enemy  gaining 
any  reputation  notwithstanding  their  superior  force.”

The  work  consists  of  a  chron¬ 
ological  arrangement  of  important  events  from  1598  to  1604,  divided  into  7 
Books  or  Parts  of  about  140  pages  each.  In  Book  6,  for  the  year  1603,  occupy¬ 
ing  folios  415-444,  is  a  long  detailed  account  of  the  French  Expedition  to  Canada 
organized  by  Amyar  de  Chastres,  Governor  of  Dieppe,  and  commanded  by  the 
Sieurs  Du  Pont  Grave,  and  Prevert,  accompanied  by  Samuel  de  Champlain. 
The  Expedition  left  Honfleur  on  March  15th  1603,  and  after  a  tempestuous 
voyage  of  40  days  reached  Tadoussac.  From  this  point  Champlain  explored 
the  Saguenay  for  about  30  or  40  miles,  and  then  the  St.  Lawrence  as  far  as  the 
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Falls  above  the  present  site  of  Montreal.  Returning  to  Tadoussac  he  explored 
the  shores  of  the  Gulf,  secured  a  valuable  cargo  of  furs,  and  returned  to  France, 
which  he  reached  on  September  20th,  1603. 

This  is  one  of  the  earliest  accounts  of  Champlain’s  first  Voyage 
to  Nouvelle  France,  being  a  succinct  abridgement  in  the  third  person  of 
Champlain’s  “  Des  Sauvages  ou  Voyage  de  Samvel  Champlain  de  Brovage, 
fait  en  la  France  Nouvelle,  l’an  mille  six  cent  trois  ”  which  was  published  in 
Paris  with  Privilege  dated  November  15,  1603,  immediately  after  the  return  of 
the  expedition. 

The  Account  as  here  given  was  translated  into  English  but  somewhat,  further 
abridged,  and  is  to  be  found  in  “  De  Serres.  General  Inventorie  of  the  History 
of  France.”  published  in  London  in  1607,  in  which  form  it  is  the  earliest  account 
in  the  English  language  of  any  of  the  Voyages  of  Samuel  de  Champlain.  (See 
No.  314). 

Book  7,  for  the  year  1604,  contains  a  long  account  of  the  foundation  of  the 
Jesuit  College  in  Paris  and  of  the  activities  of  the  Order  in  Europe,  Peru,  New 
Grenada,  the  Philippine  Islands,  China,  and  Japan,  in  addition  to  a  further 
account  of  the  French  in  Canada.

This  extended  from  Cape  Canso  at  the  eastern  extremity  of  Nova 
Scotia,  to  Cape  Rozier  at  the  mouth  of  Penobscot  Bay.  The  country  having 
been  surveyed  and  explored  by  the  Governor  himself,  his  book  is  amongst  the 
best  and  most  authentic  extant  relating  to  that  portion  of  North  America.

***  In  February  1792,  a  Proclamation  was  issued  by  Lord  Dorchester,in  both 
the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  by  which,  under  the  authority  of 
His  Majesty’s  Royal  Instructions,  the  waste  lands  of  the  Crown  were  proffered 
to  all  persons  capable  of  Cultivating  the  same  on  their  becoming  British  subjects 
in  either  Provinces.

The  present  volume  was  issued,  by  William  Berczy,  with  the  idea  of  dispelling 
all  doubts  in  the  matter,  and  of  clearing  the  British  Government  from  the 
charge  of  deception  ;  also  of  assuring  the  settlers  that  their  grievances  would 
be  redressed  with  justice  and  liberality.

*  *  Geraldinus  was  born  at  Amerini  about  1455,  and  as  a  young  man  found 
his  way  to  Spain.  At  first  he  became  a  soldier  in  the  wars  against  Portugal, 
and  was  next  employed  at  Court  in  the  service  of  Isabella,  then  as  Priest,  Private 
Secretary  and  Tutor  and  Companion  in  the  household  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella. 
Soon  after,  as  confidential  agent,  he  was  sent  to  Pope  Alexander  VI.  and  to  the 
various  Princes  of  Europe,  with  whom  he  concluded  many  bargains  or  treaties. 
He  was  still  holding  the  same  position  at  the  Court  when,  in  1485,  Columbus 
arrived  there  with  his  grand  idea.  He  readily  rendered  the  great  Discoverer 
many  essential  services,  and  aided  Columbus,  it  is  claimed,  on  many  occasions. 
Being  a  good  mathematician  he  was  able  to  explain  to  the  Grand  Cardinal  and 
the  Bishops  to  whom  Columbus’s  conundrum  was  referred,  how  it  was  possible 
to  go  to  the  East  by  the  West,  and  that  there  were  really  Antipodes,  in  spite  of 
the  statements  of  some  of  the  Fathers.  When  Charles  came  to  Spain,  Geraldinus 
was  made  Bishop  of  St.  Domingo,  and  after  some  five  years  residence  in  that 
city  died  there  in  1525.

This  Paris  edition  was  edited  by  Richard  Hakluyt  during  the 
time  (1383-88)  of  his  connection  with  the  British  Embassy  in  that  city.  He 
addressed  his  long  Dedicatory  Epistle  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  inserted  in 
the  book  the  celebrated  copper  plate  map  of  the  New  World  executed  for,  and 
dedicated  to  him,  by  F.  G.  which  depicted  the  latest  English  discoveries  down 
to  about  1584.  This  map,  which  is  of  the  greatest  rarity  and  seldom  found  in 
the  book,  is  far  superior  to  any  map  issued  up  to  that  time,  and  is  a  remarkable 
example  of  the  advance  made  in  cartography  and  geographical  knowledge. 
It  is  the  earliest  map  upon  which  the  name  of  Virginia  appears,  as  well  as  that 
of  '  •  Nova  Albion  ”  the  name  given  by  Drake  to  the  territory  on  the  North  Pacific 
coast  now  known  as  Oregon  and  Northern  California.  It  is  also  very  interesting 
for  the  inscription  Baccalaos  ab  Anglis,  1496.”  which  appears  on  the  land 
north  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  and  which  date  of  Sebastian  Cabot’s  discovery 
must  have  been  supplied  to  the  cartographer  by  Hakluyt  himself,  who.  in  his 
Discourse  on  Westerne  Planting,  insisted  on  that  year  as  being  the  true  one 
of  the  discovery.  The  Hoe  copy,  with  the  map  in  original  state,  realised  81310 
as  far  back  as  April,  1911.

John  Reeves  (author  of  the  History  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Newfoundland  ”)  was  Chairman  of  the  Society  and  according  to  the 
Preface  of  the  above  volume  its  efforts  met  with  every  success  and  by  its  help 
a  project  which,  had  it  been  successful,  would  have  ruined  the  country,  was 
fortunately  averted  before  it  could  fully  fructify. 

No.  12  of  Part  II.  includes  Benjamin  Franklin’s  Way  to  Wealth  with 
some  extra  matter  and  interpolations  added  to  it  to  make  it  applicable 
to  the  times  and  a  lesson  to  those  who  were  inclined  to  listen  to  the  doctrines 
of  sedition.

Printed 
on  a  broadsheet,  to  be  hung  up  in  Halls,  Compting  Houses,  Warehouses,  Work¬ 
shops,  Kitchens,  and  on  Country  Church  Doors,  &c.  the  Way  to  Wealth,  or 
Poor  Richard’s  Precepts,  recommending  Industry,  Frugality  and  an  Attention 
to  one’s  own  affairs.  Printed  for  J.  Johnson  No.  72  St.  Paul’s  Church  Yard.” 

Ford  (Franklin  Bibliography  No.  119)  ascribes  the  date  of  issue  of  the  broad¬ 
side  to  1779.  but  seeing  that  the  “  Free  Address  ”  is  dated  at  the  end  “  June 
1780,”  and  the  above  advertisement  reads  “  This  day  is  published  ”  it  stands  to 
reason  the  broadside  could  not  have  appeared  before  that  date,  and  must  have 
seen  the  light  some  time  during  the  latter  half  of  1780.

***  Franklin  positively  denied  the  authorship  of  this  valuable  work,  but  the 
late  Mr.  Paul  L.  Ford  in  his  Bibliography  of  Franklin  says  “  In  spite  of  this 
denial,  I  think  this  work  must  still  be  treated  as  from  Franklin’s  pen  (though 
it  is  clear  that  he  deemed  himself  free  to  deny  it)  for  he  was  at  that  time  the  only 
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person  in  London  who  had  the  knowledge  and  material  for  such  a  book  ;  he 
was  the  only  person  interested  in  the  writing  of  it,  and  was  indeed  virtually 
sent  to  London  for  just  such  work  ;  and  he  was  the  person  who  paid  the  cost 
of  publication,  and  distributed  the  copies.”  But  what  is  most  conclusive  is 
the  statement  of  his  son  William  (then  in  London)  that  “  My  Father  has  been 
much  occupied  of  late  with  putting  together  the  materials  for  the  work  against 
the  p[roprietor]s,  but  Mr.  Ralph  is  engaged  to  see  it  through  the  Press,  as  he 
does  not  wish  to  appear  in  the  affair.”

He  is  seen  on  the  right  of  the  picture, 
standing  with  his  right  arm  resting  across  the  back  of  a  chair,  his  face  in  profile. 

Although  the  title  states  “  Traduit  de  l’Anglois  ”  we  are  unable  to  find  any 
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trace  of  the  English  original  and  very  much  doubt  if  it  ever  existed.  Certainly 
the  London  imprint  is  a  spurious  one,  the  book  bearing  every  evidence  of  having 
been  printed  in  France.

***  The  original  edition  of  this  work  was  written  by  George  Whately,  and 
published  in  1765  under  the  title  of  “  The  Laws  and  Policy  of  England,  relating 
to  Trade.”  This  Second  Edition  was  much  enlarged  by  The  addition  of  long 
foot  notes,  many  of  which  were  contributed  by  Benjamin  Franklin.  The 
publishers  in  their  preface  state  that  "  Some  very  respectable  Friends  have 
indulged  us  with  their  Ideas  and  Opinions.  It  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  we 
in  this  Second  Edition  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  Favor  ;  and  must  ad, 
that  shou  d  the  Public  hold  this  Performance  in  any  Estimation,  no  smal  share 
belongs  to  those  Friends.”  There  can  be  no  doubt  one  of  the  Friends  was 
Franklin,  and  we  can  imagine  the  following  to  have  been  included  in  his  contri¬ 
bution  :

***  This  rare  pamphlet,  which  we  have  not  met  with  before,  and  which  was 
apparently  unknown  to  Ford,  was  written  by  Frances  Wollaston  who  signs 
himself  at  the  end  "  A  Minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.”  It  suggests  certain 
amendments  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  somewhat  on  the  lines  made  in 
hrankhn’s  “  Abridgement  ”  issued  in  the  previous  year,  and  printed  by  the  same 
printer  as  the  above  pamphlet. 

The  following  references  to  Franklin’s  Prayer  Book  and  his  alterations  to 
tne  Psalms  occur  on  page  13.

“  disturbance  of  the  order  as  may  be.  How  far  that  may  be  allowable 
“  must  be  submitted  to  better  judgments.  But  that  these  portions

"  method,  can  admit  of  no  dispute,  &c.,  &c.” 

So  little  is  known  of  the  reception  given  by  the  Church  and  the  public  generally 
to  the  alterations  made  by  Franklin  in  his  “  Abridgement  ”  that  any  contem¬ 
porary  reference  to  it,  especially  in  an  appreciative  tone  by  a  Church  of  England 
Minister,  must  necessarily  be  of  great  interest  to  any  student  of  Franklin  or 
collector  of  Frankliniana.

*  Extremely  rare.  These  two  letters  are  signed  T.  W.,  and  are  dated  from 
Boston  Aug  25th  and  Sept.  29th  1755.  Their  authorship  is  usually  ascribed 
to  Charles  Chauncy.  In  the  first  the  writer  gives  a  short  account  of  the  Ohio 
defeat,  when  General  Braddock  was  killed  on  July  qth,  1755.  He  then  attempts 
to  show  that  the  catastrophe  may,  after  all,  be  powerfully  adapted  to  advance 
£ebest  interests  of  the  Colonies  by  arousing  the  Southern  Provinces  “  out  of 
that  deep  security  they  were  unhappily  sunk  into,”  and  awakening  them  fullv 
to  a  sense  of  their  danger  from  French  encroachments.  The  author  demon¬ 
strates  the  futility  and  peril  of  entrusting  such  expeditions  to  regular  troops 
commanded  by  British  Officers  unaccustomed  to  backwoods  warfare. 

In  the  second  Letter  a  very  lengthy  and  detailed  account  is  given  of  the  three 
engagements  near  Lake  George,  on  the  8th  Sept.  1755,  when  the  tables  were

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turned  on  the  French,  and  General  Dieskau  captured  by  the  New  England 
forces  under  General  Sir  William  Johnson.  The  author  further  represents  the 
vast  importance  of  this  victory  to  the  American  Colonies. 

The  historical  importance  of  this  interesting  pamphlet  is  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  eight  large  contemporary  Plans  which  accompany  it,  and  which  are  of 
the  greatest  rarity.  The  first  six  represent  the  different  dispositions  of  the 
English  Army  under  General  Braddock  in  his  ill-fated  expedition  against  Fort 
du  Quesne.  These  Plans  are  stated  to  have  been  drawn  by  an  Aide  de  Camp 
to  the  General,  and  were  published  in  London  by  Thomas  Jefferys  (who  also 
published  the  pamphlet)  probably  the  same  year.  None  of  these  six  plates  bears 
any  imprint,  but  they  are  included  in  one  of  Jeffery's  printed  lists  of  a  few  years 
later.  Each  plate  measures  at  the  plhte-mark  about  8f  ins.  wide  by  13J  tall, 
with  broad  margins,  the  paper  measuring  14^  ins.  by  22.  The  following  are 
the  titles,  with  brief  descriptions  of  the  contents  of  each  plate. 

No.  1.  A  Plan  of  the  Line  of  March  with  the  whole  Baggage.  The  position 
of  each  Company  is  clearly  marked,  and  in  many  cases  the  officers'  names  are  given. 
At  the  bottom  are  12  numbered  references  to  the  positions  of  stores,  artillery,  8zc. 

2.  A  Plan  of  the  disposition  of  the  Advanced  Party,  consisting  of  400  men 
to  defend  the  workers  in  making  the  Road.  On  a  scale  of  about  70  yards  to  the 
inch. 

3.  A  plan  of  the  Line  of  March  of  the  Detachment  from  the  little  Meadows. 
On  a  scale  of  about  go  yards  to  the  inch. 

4.  A  Plan  of  the  encampment  of  the  Detachment  from  the  little  Meadows. 
On  a  scale  of  about  go  yards  to  the  inch.  Besides  the  numerous  letterings  on  the 
Plan  there  are  eleven  lettered  references  below  the  bottom  border  line  indicating 
various  positions. 

5.  A  Plan  of  the  Field  of  Battle  and  disposition  of  the  Troops  as  they  were  on 
the  March  at  the  time  of  the  Attack,  on  the  gth  July,  1755.  In  the  lower  left 
corner  are  21  lettered  references  to  various  positions  on  the  Plan. 

6.  A  Map  of  the  Country  between  Wills  Creek  and  Monongahela  River, 
showing  the  route  and  encampments  of  the  English  Army  in  1755. "  In  the  lower 
right  corner  are  ig  numbered  references  to  the  Encampments . 

The  Seventh  Plate,  although  not  of  the  same  series  as  the  foregoing,  is  import¬ 
ant  as  being  a  contemporary  Plan  of  the  Fort  against  which  the  ill-fated  expedi¬ 
tion  was  launched.  It  is  entitled  : 

7.  "  Plan  of  Fort  le  Quesne,  built  by  the  French  at  the  fork  of  the  Ohio 

and  Monongahela.” 

At  the  bottom  is  the  undated  imprint.  Printed  for  Robt.  Sayer  ....  and  Thos. 
Jeffreys  .  .  .  The  size  is  about  12  inches  wide  by  13  tall,  with  good  margins 
the  paper  measuring  14  J  by  22.  The  title  is  in  the  top  left  corner,  and  in  the 
lower  left  corner  are  some  seventeen  lettered  references  by  way  of  Explanation 
of  the  construction  and  arrangement  of  the  Fort.  A  Note  engraved  below  the 
references  states  :  “  This  Plan  was  sent  from  America,  as  it  had  been  taken 
by  some  curious  French  Deserters.”  Judging  from  the  title  and  this  note,  the 
Plan  must  have  been  published  before  the  fort  was  destroyed  in  1758,  or  that 
event  would  doubtless  have  been  recorded  upon  it.  This  interesting  and  valuable 
plan  is  presumably  the  first  to  represent  a  building  on  the  present  site  of  the  vast 
and  flourishing  City  of  Pittsburg 

The  eighth  Plan  serves  admirably  to  illustrate  the  second  letter  in  the  pamphlet. 
It  is  an  entirely  separate  publication  from  the  previous  seven  and  is  entitled  :

This  most  quaint 
f'ncL!nterestlnS  Platl  was  originally  drawn  by  Samuel  Blodget  and  engraved 
by  Thomas  Johnston  and  printed  at  Boston.  This  London  impression,  almost  as 
rare  as  the  original,  is  not  an  exact  copy,  but  differs  somewhat  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment,  although  the  main  features  are  the  same.  The  title  is  in  two  lines  along 
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the  top,  outside  the  border  line.  The  plan  itself  is  divided  into  three  unequal 
panels  side  by  side.  On  the  extreme  left  is  a  map  of  Hudson’s  River,  2f  ins. 
wide.  Next  to  this  is  a  Plan  of  the  First  Engagement,  4§  ins.  wide,  and  further 
to  the  right  the  Plan  of  the  Second  Engagement,  12J  ins.  wide.  The  whole  is 
drawn  in  a  remarkable  quaint  manner,  showing  the  different  methods  of  fighting 
adopted  by  the  Indians  and  the  regular  troops.  Hundreds  of  men  are  drawn  in 
various  positions,  some  marching  in  close  order,  some  kneeling  and  firing,  some 
lying  prone  and  firing  from  cover,  while  the  Indians  are  depicted  with  toma¬ 
hawks,  creeping  along  in  open  order  in  stalking  fashion  or  taking  cover  in  the 
woods.  The  artillery,  tents,  waggons  and  boats,  are  actually  drawn  in  their 
various  positions.  In  vacant  places  are  small  Plans  of  "  Lymans  now  called 
Fort  Edward,”  and  "  Fort  William  Henry.”  In  one  of  Jeffery’s  printed  lists 
this  Plan  is  described  as  "  the  only  piece  that  exhibits  the  American  method  of 
bush  fighting.”

The  combination  was 
so  strong  that  its  position  in  Parliament  seemed  almost  impregnable,  but  never¬ 
theless  the  King  determined  to  attack  it,  for  he  wished  to  break  up  Party,  and 
govern  by  men.

This  important  pamphlet  excited  great  attention,  and  was  generally  attributed 
to  William  Pulteney,  Earl  of  Bath,  and  is  so  attributed  in  Lord  Stanhope’s 
History  of  England,' but  according  to  Chalmer’s  Biographical  Dictionary  it  was 
really  written  by  John  Douglas  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Salisbury  ( Confer  Halkett  &

T  have  the  Honor  to  acquaint  you  with  the  Succcfs 
A  of  His  Majefty’s  Arms,  on  the  13th  Inftant,  fn  an 
A&ion  with  the  French,  on  the  Heights  to  the  Weft- 
ward  of  this  Town. 

It  beings  determined  to  carry  the  Operations  above 
theTowh,  the  Pofts  at  Point  Levi,  and  rifle  d’Or- 
leans  being  fccured,  the  General  -marched,  with  the 
Remainder  of  the  Force,  from  Point  Levi,  the  5th 
and  6th,  and  embarked  them  in  Tranfports,  which 
had  pafled  the  Town  for  that  Purpofe.  On  the  7th* 
8th,  and  9th,  a  Movement  of  the  Ships  was  made  up, 
by  Admiral  Holmes,  in  order  to  amufe  the  Enemy 
now  pofted  along  the  North  Shore;  but  the  Tran¬ 
fports  being  extremely  crowded,  and  the  Weather 
very  bad,,  the  General  thought  proper  to  caritoon  half 
his.TroOpd  on  the  South  Shore;  where  they  were^re- 
frefhed,  and  reimbarked  upon  die  12th  at  One  irrthe 
Morning.  The  Light  Infantry,  commanded  by  Co¬ 
lonel  Howe,  the  Regiments  of  Bragg,  Kennedy,  Laf- 
celles,  and  Anftruther,  with  a  Detachment  of  High- 
Janders,  and  the  American  Grenadiers,  the  Whole 
being  under  the  Command  of  Brigadiers  Monckton 
and  Murray,  were. put  into  the  Flat-bottomed  Boats, 
and  after -fame  Movement  of  the  Ships,  made  by  Ad¬ 
miral  Holmes,  to  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Enemy 
above,  the  Boats  fell  down  with  the  Tide,  and  landed 
bn  the  North  Shore,  within,  a  League  of  Cape  Dia¬ 
mond,  an  Hour  before  Day-break  :  The  Rapidity  of 
the  Tide  of  Ebb  carried  them  a  Itttk  below  the  in¬ 
tended  Place  of  Attack,  which,  obliged  the  Light  In-

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fantry  to  fcramble  up  a  woody  Precipice,  in  OrJer  to 
fecure  the  Landing  the  Troops  by  diflodging  a  Cap¬ 
tain's  Poft,  which  defended  the  fmall  intrenched  Path 
the  Troops  word  to.  a  foetid.  After  a  little  firing,  the 
Light  Infantry  gained  the  Top  of  the  Precipice,  and 
dilperfed  the  Captain's  Poft  ;  by  which  Means,  the 
Troops,  with  a  very  little  Lois  from  a  few  Canadfans 
and  Indians  in  the  Wood,  got  up,  and  were  immedi¬ 
ately  formed.  The  Boats,  as  they  emptied,  were  fent 
back  for  the  fecond  Embarkation,  which  I  immediate¬ 
ly  made.  Brigadier  Murray,  who  had  been  detached 
with  Anftruther’s  Battalion  to  attack  the  Four  Gun 
Battery  upon  the  Left,  was  recalled  by  the  General, 
who  now  faw  the  French  Army  crofling  the  River 
St.  Charles.  General  Wolfe  thereupon  begur>.  to 
form  his  Line,  having  his  Right  covered  by  the  Lou- 
isbourg  Grenadiers  ;  on  the  Right  of  thcle  again  he 
afterwards  brought  Otway’s  ;  to-  the  Left  of  the 
Grenadiers  were  Bragg’s,  Kennedy’s,  Lafcclles’s, 
Highlanders,  and  Anftruther’s  ;  the  Right  of 
this  Body  was  commanded  by  Brigadier  Monck¬ 
ton,  ^nd  the  Left  by  Brigadier  Murray  ;  his  Rear 
and  Left  were  protedtpd  by  Col.  Howe’s  Light 
Infantry,  who  was  returned  from  the  Four  Gun  Bat¬ 
tery  before-mentioned,  which  was  foon  abandoned  to 
him.  General  Montcalm  having collofted  the  Whole 
of  his  Force  from  the  Beauport  Side,  and  advancing, 
fhewed-  his  Intention  to  flank  our  Left,  where  I  was 
immediately  6rdered  with  General  Amherft’s  Battal- 
lion,  which  I  formed  en  Potence.  My  Numbers  were 
foon  after  incrcafed  by  the  Arrival  of  the  two  Batta¬ 
lions  of  Royal  Americans;  and  Webb’s  was  drawn 
up  by  the  General,  as  a  Refcrve,  in  eight  Subdivi- 
fions  with  large  Intervals.  The  Enemy  lined  the 
Bufhcs  in  their  Front  .with  1500  Indians  and  Cana¬ 
dians,  and  I  dare  fay  had  placed  moft  of  their  beft 
Maxkfmen  there,  who  kept  up  a  very  galling,  though 
irregular,  Fire  upon  our  whole  Line,  who  bore  it 
with  the  greateft  Patience,  and  good  Order,  referv- 
ing  their  Fire  for  the  main  Body,  now  advancing. 
This  Fire  of  the  Enemy  was  however  checked  by  pur 
Pofts  in  our  Front,  which  protected  the  Forming  our 
own  Line.  The  Right  of  the-  Enemy  was-  com- 
pofed  of  Half  of  the  Troops  of  the  Colony,  the 
Battalions  of  La  Sarre,  Languedoc,  and  the 
Remainder  of  their  Canadians  and" Indians.  Their 
Center  was  a  Column,  and  formed  by  the  Battalions 
of  Bearn  and  Guienne.  Their  Left  was  compofed  of 
the  Remainder  of  the  Troops  of  the  Colony,  and  the 
Battalion  of  Royal  Roufillon.  This  was,  as  near  as 
I  can  guefs,  their  Line  of  Battle.  They  brought  up 
two  Pieces  of  finall  Artillery  againft  us,  and  Wc  had 
been  able  to  bring  up  but  one  Gun ;  which  being  ad¬ 
mirably  well  ferved,  galled  their  Column  exceedingly. 
My  attention  to  the  Left  will  not  permit  me  to  be  very 
exatft  with  regard  to  every  Circumftance  which  pafled 
irr  the  Center,  much  lels  to  the  Right ;  but  it  is  moft 
certain,  that  the  Enemy  formed  in  good  Order,  and 
that  their  Attack  was  very  brifk  and  animated  on  that 
Side.

%*  Major  Robert  Rogers  was  a  native  of  Dunbarton,  New  Hampshire.  His 
life,  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  France,  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  the 
active  part  he  was  destined  to  play  in  the  contest.  He  first  commanded  a 
company,  of  New  Hampshire  troops,  and  served  under  General  Sir  William 
Johnson  in  the  operations  against  the  French  and  Indians  on  the  Northern  and 
Western  frontiers  of  New  York,  and  was  afterwards  at  the  engagement  and 
defeat  of  General  Dieskau  at  the  South  end  of  Lake  George.  '  His  Journal 
begins  Sept.  24,  1755,  at  the  time  of  his  proceeding  to  Crown  Point,  by  command 
of  General  Johnson,  to  reconnoitre  the  strength  of  the  enemy,  and  if  possible 
to  obtain  a  prisoner.

He  was 
sent  to  New  Hampshire  where  he  openly  came  out  and  joined  the  Royal  party, 
raised  the  famous  Regiment  known  as  the  Queen’s  Rangers,  in  the  command  of’ 
which  he  was,  on  his  return  to  England,  succeeded  by  Colonel  Simcoe.

*„*  In  the  Spring  of  1753  the  Marquis  Duquesne,  Governor  of  Canada,  des¬ 
patched  an  expedition  to  take  possession  of  the  Ohio  Valley.  The  party  ap¬ 
proached  it  by  a  new  route.  They  landed  at  Presqu  Isle,  built  a  fort,  crossed 
to  French  Creek,  and  there  built  another  which  they  named  Le  Boeuf.  This 
manoeuvre  put  them  in  easy  communication  by  boat  with  the  Alleghany  River. 
They  conciliated  the  Indians,  and  would  have  pushed  on,  founding  new  forts 
as  they  went,  but  sickness  prevailed  amongst  the  men,  and  Marin,  the  Com¬ 
mander,  himself  dying,  saw  it  was  all  he  could  do  to  hold  the  two  positions 
taken  up.

The  guide  of  the  party  was  Christopher  Gist,' 
the  messenger  no  less  a  person  than  George  Washington,  then  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Virginia  Militia.  Their  business  was  to  inform  the  French  Commander 
that  he  was  building  forts  on  British  Territory,  and  that  it  would  be  well  were 
he  and  his  men  to  depart  peaceably  the  way  they  had  come.  At  Le  Boeuf 
Washington  tarried  four  days,  during  which  time  Saint  Pierre  framed  his  reply 
which Js  dated  “  From  the  Fort  sur  La  Riviere  au  Beuf,  the  15th  December, 
I753-”  It  contained  the  answer  that  he  must  hold  his  post  while  Dinwiddie’s 
letter  was  forwarded  to  headquarters  at  Quebec.  It  was  the  middle  of  February, 
I754,  when  Washington  reported  himself  at  Williamsburg  and  laid  his  Journal 
before  Dinwiddie. So  important  was  it  considered  that  it  was  almost  immediately 
sent  to  press  in  Williamsburg  where  it  was  printed  by  John  Hunter.  Upon  a 
copy  being  forwarded  to  London  it  was  at  once  reprinted  as  above.  So  rare 
is  the  original  Williamsburg  edition  that  for  many  years  its  existence  was 
doubted,  and  even  at  the  present  time  only  some  half  dozen  copies  are  known. 

Washington  in  his  Advertisement  to  the  Reader  apologizes  for  the  imperfec¬ 
tions  in  this  Journal,  caused,  as  he  states,  by  the  very  short  time  he  had  had 
to  prepare  it  for  the  Governor’s  perusal,  and  his  having  no  idea  that  it  was 
intended  for  the  press. 

This  Journal  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  important  documents  in  the 
whole  range  of  the  record  of  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and 
France  in  North  America.

Williamson  at  eight 
years  of  age,  was  kidnapped  in  Aberdeen,  shipped  to  America,  and  sold  as  a 
slave  in  Pennsylvania.  He  afterwards  married  and  settled  there  as  a  Planter, 
but  during  an  Indian  raid  his  home  was  burnt  and  he  was  carried  off  into 
captivity.  Making  his  escape  he  served  in  many  expeditions  against  the  savages. 
The  work  is  of  the  greatest  interest  for  the  French  and  Indian  war  giving  as  it 
does  an  accurate  detail  of  the  operations  of  the  French  and  English  forces  at  the 
siege  of  Oswego  (where  Williamson  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner)  and  a 
description  of  the  most  convenient  Roads  for  the  British  forces  to  invade  Canada.

*  *  Peter  Bienevitz,  better  known  by  his  Latinized  name  of  “  Petrus  Apianus,” 
was  for  more  than  30  years  a  Professor  of  Astronomy  at  the  University  of 
Ingolstadt.  He  was  an  inventor  of  astronomical  instruments  and  designed 
one  of  the  earliest  maps  to  contain  the  name  *  America  which  is  found  in  the 
“  Polyhistor  ”  of  Solinus  published  at  Vienna  in  1520  ( see  No.  613).  His 
mathematical  and  astronomical  works,  notwithstanding  his  geographical 
crudeness,  must  always  rank  prominently  amongst  those  relating  to  the  dis¬ 
coveries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere. 

Folio  32  contains  a  revolving  diagram  of  the  World  on  which  the  Western 
Hemisphere  is  named  ‘  America.’  On  folio  xxxiiii.  recto  and  verso,  is  the 
description  ‘  De  America,’  and  on  folio  li.  verso,  and  folio  lii.  recto,  is  found 
”  Insulae  Americae  adjacentes.” 

This  edition  of  Apianus  is  quite  complete  without  the  cordiform  Map  of  the 
World,  usually  associated  with  the  work,  which  map  first  appeared  in  the  edition 
in  French  published  at  Antwerp  in  1544. 

Although  the  work  ran  into  a  very  large  number  of  editions,  it  is  nevertheless 
rarely  found  complete  in  any  edition  on  account  of  the  numerous  moving 
diagrams  and  volvels,  which,  from  their  very  nature,  are  so  apt  to- 
become  detached  and  lost.  Naturally  the  earlier  the  edition  the  rarer  and  more 
desirable  it  is.

to  have  been  issued  after  the  edition  of  1545.  When  this  Instrument  is  lacking 
there  is  always  a  distinct  impression  on  the  leaf  and  the  remains  of  the  gum 
or  paste  with  which  it  was  attached  is  also  visible.  There  is  no  trace  in  the 
present  copy,  nor  in  2  imperfect  copies  of  the  same  edition  which  we  possess, 
that  the  “  Manubrium  ”  had  ever  been  included.  Van  Ortroy  in  his  “  Biblio¬ 
graphic  de  l’Oeuvre  de  Pierre  Appian,”  Paris  1901,  makes  no  mention  of  this 
Instrument  in  his  exhaustive  collation.

Map  of  the  World  occurs  between  folios  30  and  31,  and  the  section  "  Insulae 
Americae  ”  occupies  the  recto  of  folio  48. 

lhe  Horologium  of  the  famous  Orontius  Finaeus,  which  forms  the  second 
piece  in  the  volume,  has  its  title  within  an  ornamental  border.  Between  pages 
204/5  is  a  large  folding  plate.

We  only  know  of  2  copies  of  this  very  rare  work  in  America,  i.  e.,  Congress 
and  John  Carter  Brown  Libraries. 

De  Brahm  who  was  Surveyor  General  of  the  Southern  District  of  North 
America,  1765-1771,  states  in  his  Dedication  to  the  Earl  of  Hillsborough, 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  American  Department,  that  having,  in 
1764,  been  honoured  by  his  Lordship  with  orders  to  make  discoveries  in  the 
New  Bahama  Channel  and  mouth  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  to  carry  out  a 
regular  survey  of  the  Countries  to  which  they  set  bounds,  he  had,  from  the 
materials  afforded  by  the  expedition,  compiled  this  Treatise  called  the  Atlantic 
Pilot,  as  being  calculated  for  the  safer  conduct  of  ships  in  their  navigation 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  along  Cuba  and  the  Martieres,  through  the  New  Bahama 
Canal,  to  the  Northern  part  of  His  Majesty’s  Dominions  upon  the  Continent 
of  North  America  and  from  thence  to  Europe.

The  edition  was  probably 
a  very  limited  one  necessitating,  1 5  years  later,  its  re-issue  in  this  corrected  and 
improved  form,  in  which  all  six  Books  are  the  same  size,  namely,  atlas  folio. 

The  Author,  Sir  Robert  Dudley,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  was  well  qualified 
by  education,  travel  and  the  gathering  together  of  new  material,  to  produce 
such  a  work  of  importance  and  lasting  value.  His  knowledge,  gained  through 
his  experience  as  a  seaman,  together  with  that  of  his  brother-in-law,  Henry 
Cavindish  the  Navigator,  is  amply  set  forth  and  is  accompanied  by  additional 
information  supplied  by  Abraham  Kendall  and  John  Davis.  Abraham  Kendall 
was  the  Master  of  Dudley’s  Flagship  in  the  expedition  of  1594-95  to  explore 
the  "  Eldorador,”  and  his  notes  and  plans  are  embodies  by  Dudley  in  Book  II. 

The  Atlas  is  the  first  Marine  Atlas  in  which  the  maps  were  drawn  on  the 
Mercator  projection.  The  portolanos  and  charts  are  of  very  great  interest 
and  importance,  many  of  those  relating  to  America  being  on  a  larger  scale 
than  even  those  of  the  Dutch  '  pascaerts  ’  of  later  years.  It  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  rarity  of  the  work  that  the  Maps  of  America  have  been  so  overlooked. 
The  maps  are  by  English  and  other  pilots  and  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
work  is  both  scientific  and  accurate.  There  are  33  maps  relating  to  the  whole 
continent  of  America  of  which  20  are  on  large  double  sheets  measuring  over  the 
plate  mark  in.  x  19  in.,  the  remaining  13  being  on  single  sheets,  measuring 
15  in.  <  igi  in.  These  Maps  are  of  the  highest  importance,  especially  Nos. 
I.-V.  depicting  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  North  America  ;  VII.,  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  ;  and  XXIII-XXXIII.  which  embarce  the  whole  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
from  Tierra  del  Fuego  to  what  is  now  British  Columbia. 

There  is  practically  no  difference  between  the  first  edition  of  1646-7  and  this 
Second  Impression  of  1661,  the  text  and  maps  being  the  same  in  each  instance 
except  for  a  few  minor  corrections  in  the  later  edition.  In  the  1646-7  issue  the 
maps  and  plates  of  Books  I.-V.  are  mostly  folded  up  so  as  to  get  them  in  to  the 
small  folio  size  of  the  text  (14  in.  x  in.)  whereas  Books  I.-V.  of  this  Second

An  immense  amount  of  detailed  information  is  worked  into  this  Chart  in  the 
form  of  Explanatory  Notes  on  the  Tracks,  Routes  and  Discoveries  of  various 
Explorers,  and  on  the  errors  in  outline  on  earlier  Charts,  particularly  as  regards 
the  North  West  Coast  of  America.  In  most  instances  these  Explanatory  Notes 
are  engraved  direct  on  the  Map,  but  in  a  few  cases  they  take  the  form  of  separ¬ 
ately  printed  slips  pasted  on.  In  the  blank  portions  of  the  Chart  are  numerous 
Tables  of  Positions  of  important  places  as  laid  down  by  various  Explorers, 
in  many  cases  these  are  corrected  and  compared  with  the  positions  given  on 
the  Charts  of  Beilin,  D’Anville  and  others. 

In  the  “  Remarks  ”  the  author  quotes  his  authorities  and  gives  his  reasons 
for  departing  from  hitherto  accepted  traditions  or  records.  Immediately 
following  the  title  are  two  leaves  paged  (i)-(iv)  headed  “  Advertisement”  which 
were  printed  after  the  book  was  ready  for  sale,  but  added  to  the  work  before 
it  was  issued  to  the  Public.  In  this  Advertisement  the  author  states  that 
before  he  wrote  the  Postscript  to  the  "  Remarks  ”  he  did  not  have  the  good 
fortune  to  receive  the  work  “  Explication  de  la  Carte  des  Nouvelles  Decouvertes 
au  Nord  de  la  Mer  du  Sud  par  M.  de  l'lsle,’  Paris  1792  ”  ( See  No.  553)  and  points 
out  at  some  length  and  greater  force  than  he  does  in  the  body  of  the  work, 
the  errors  made  by  Beilin,  De  l’lsle  and  Buache  in  laying  down  the  supposed 
discoveries  of  Admiral  de  Fonte  on  the  North  West  Coast  in  1640. 

Altogether  this  Chart  and  the  accompanying  "  Remarks  ”  form  the  most 
authentic  Geographical  work  we  have  up  to  this  date  (1753)  on  the  extremely 
important  and  vexed  question  of  the  early  discoveries  made  by  the  various, 
nations  on  the  North  West  Coast  of  America.

%*  There  are  two  issues  of  this  edition  identical  except  for  the  printer’s  device 
and  imprint  on  the  title,  (a)  With  the  Galliot  du  Prey  device  and  imprint, 
(b)  with  Jehan  Petit’s.  This  copy  is  of  the  second  variety.  It  is  by  far  the 
rarest  of  all  the  editions  of  Grynaeus  and  the  present  example  contains  the  very 
rare  map  by  Orontius  Finaeus  proper  to  the  edition,  which  map  is  described 
by  Nordenskiold  on  page  106,  Section  21  of  his  Facsimile  Atlas,  and  is  repro¬ 
duced  by  him  as  Plate  XLI. 

These  are  no  additions  or  alterations  in  the  text  of  this  Paris  edition  to  that 
of  the  first  edition  published  at  Basle  in  the  same  year,  but  from  a  geographical 
point  of  view,  the  map  which  it  contains,  far  surpasses  that  found  in 
the  original  edition.  Nordenskiold  referring  to  the  Fineaus  Map  says, 
that  due  attention  is  here  paid  to  the  latest  geographical  discovery.  The  Islands, 
in  the  Polar  Basin  are  copied  from  Ruysch,  Greenland  is  a  large  island,  and 
North  America,  in  accordance  with  the  conception  of  Columbus,  is  a  mere  con¬ 
tinuation  of  Asia.  No  name  is  placed  at  the  Straits  of  Megallan  but  the  sea 
to  the  west  of  it  is  called  “  Mare  Megallanicum  ”  which  is  believed  to  be  the 
first  time  that  the  name  of  this  discoverer  occurs  on  a  printed  map  of  unques¬ 
tioned  date.  See  also  No.  559.

It  contains  all 
the  pieces  of  that  edition  except  Munster’s  “  Introductio  in  tabulam  geograph  ” 
to  which  the  map  in  that  edition  belongs  and  which  would  therefore  have  been 
superfluous  here.  Although  issued  without  the  map  it  has  on  the  other  hand  the 
merit  of  being  augmented  in  the  text.  It  contains  a  full  translation  of  Peter 
Martyr's  “  Decades  ”  occupying  folios  174-229,  and  also  his  “  De  legatione 
Babylonica,”  folios  235-248,  both  of  which  are  absent  in  the  Latin  editions.

***  extremely  rare  book  of  which  there  is  no  copy  in  the  British  Museum, 
although  they  have  the  four  Maps,  which  would  seem  to  point  to  their  having 
been  published  separately  and  the  book  issued  to  accompany  them.  The  only 
copy  of  this  work  which  we  have  been  able  to  trace  is  that  in  the  E.E.  Ayer 
Collection  m  the  Newberry  Library,  supplied,  by  us,  to  Mr.  Ayer  in  1902 
Curiously  enough  that  copy  also  lacked  the  Map  of  Europe. 

This  book,  but  for  its  title,  is  exactly  the  same  and  from  the  same  sheets 
as  a  work  published  by  Thomas  Jenner  in  1668  under  the  title  of  “  A  Map  of 
the  Whole  World  or  the  Orb  Terrestrial  in  Four  Parts,  (viz.  Asia,  Affrica, 
Europe  America,  &c.,  &c.”),  the  only  known  copy  of  which,  complete  with 
the  4  Maps,  is  now  in  the  Huntington  Library.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
Garrett  secured  the  sheets  of  the  Jenner  book  and  re-issued  it  as  his  own  eight 
years  after  it  was  originally  published,  furnishing  it  with  a  new  title  page.  It 
is  quite  possible  that,  at  that  time,  the  Map  of  Europe  would  be  the  most  popular, 
and  that  when  Garrett  acquired  the  sheets,  this  map  had  been  sold  out  and 
that  the  book  was  issued  at  least  in  some  copies  with  3  maps  only,  for  it  is  indeed 
strange  that  the  only  2  known  copies  should  each  be  imperfect  in  the  same  map. 

The  book  is  divided  into  4  Parts.  Asia,  Europe,  Africa  and  America,  each 
part  being  illustrated  with  its  own  separate  Map.  The  portion  devoted  to 
America  is  divided  into  2  Parts,  the  first  being  descriptive  whilst  the  second  is 
a  Gazetteer  under  the  heading  “  The  Names  of  all  the  known  and  most  remark¬ 
able  Capes,  Ports,  Beys  (sic)  Towns  and  Cities  in  America  with  their  Latitude 
and  Longitude.”  This  occupies  pages  181-193. 

The  "  Description  of  America  ”  (pages  171-180)  is  very  quaint  and  interesting, 
commencing  as  follows,  "  America  bounded  S.  by  the  Magellane  Streights,  and 
the  unknown  World,  W.  (by)  Mare  del  Zur  and  Asia,  E.  (by)  Atlantique,  Europe 
and  Affrica,  a  question  whether  an  Island  or  a  Continent ;  the  known  parts 
of  it  ...  .  peopled  with  a  race  of  Tartars,  stored  with  gold,  fruits  and  spices, 
exchanged  for  hammers,  knives,  axes,  &c.,  the  defect  of  which  formerly  they 
supplied  with  fire,  are,”  (here  follow  descriptions  of  the  various  parts  divided 
into  23  sections). 

The  4  Maps  of  Asia,  Europe,  Africa  and  America  are  very  beautifull  examples 
of  the  Map  Engravers  art,  and  were  executed  by  the  famous  W.  Hollar.  In 
Jenner’s  original  work,  published  in  1668,  each  of  these  maps  was  dated  1666, 
but  in  this  re-publication  of  Garrett’s  the  date  has  been  erased,  very  distinct 
traces  of  it  being  left  in  each  case.  Each  of  the  4  maps  has  been  mounted  on 
the  finest  muslin  to  preserve  them,  and  the  Map  of  America  is  very  slightly 
defective  in  some  of  its  old  folds,  which  defects  have  been  skilfully  restored.

The  title  is  in  an  engraved  cartouche  in  the  extreme  bottom  left 
corner  and  to  the  right  of  the  cartouche  is  the  inscription  “  W.  Hollar, 
fecit  ”  followed  by  traces  of  the  date  1666  which  appeared  on  the 
Jenner  issue. 

This  map  of  the  whole  continent  of  America  is  decorated  with 
various  animals  on  the  mainland  and  whales  and  ships  in  the  sea. 
Engraved  on  the  Map  are  numerous  descriptive  notices  of  considerable 
interest,  amongst  which  Hudson’s  Bay  is  referred  to  as  follows,  “  In 
this  Hudson’s  Bay  hath  been  observed  by  diuers  that  at  high  water 
did  not  arise  above  2  feet.”  The  Great  Lakes  have  the  following 
legend,  “  This  Lake  as  the  people  thereabouts  doe  report  it  reached 
in  length  above  500  miles,  that  is  to  say  leagues.”  California  is 
referred  to  thus,  “  This  California  was  in  times  past  thought  to  beene 
a  part  of  ye  continent  and  so  made  in  all  maps  but  by  further  dis¬ 
coveries  to  be  an  Hand  long  1700  leagues.”  California  is  shewn 
as  an  Island  separated  from  the  mainland  by  the  “  Vermain  Sea.” 
It  extends  from  the  Tropic  of  Cancer  to  N.  Lat.  350,  and  from  W.  Long. 
260°  westward  to  W.  Long.  238°.  It  is  lettered  "  Hand  of  California  ” 
and  on  it  are  some  30  or  40  place  names  amongst  which  are  C.  Blanco,

Although  no  direct  reference  is  made  to  America  in  this  most  important 
geographical  work,  it  should  find  a  place  in  all  libraries  of  early  Americana. 
Published  in  the  year  of  the  announcement  of  the  discovery  it  is  one  of  those 
books  showing  the  condition  of  geographical  knowledge  at  the  period  of  Colum¬ 
bus’  first  voyage,  and  there  can  be  small  doubt  that  it  was  from  such  works 
that  the  great  Navigator  derived  the  notion  of  the  existence,  not  of  a  new  Conti¬ 
nent,  but  of  a  way  to  the  East  by  going  West.  Lilius  here  makes  particular 
reference  to  the  works  of  Seneca,  Strabo,  Ptolemy,  Pliny,  Solinus,  Pomponius, 
Dionysius,  and  other  ancient  geographers  some  of  whom  were  mentioned  by 
Columbus  in  his  Third  Letter.  This  work  would  have  been  available  to  Colum¬ 
bus  immediately  prior  to  his  setting  out  on  his  second  voyage  on  the  25th 
September,  1493.  It  must  not  be  confused  with  Lilius’  other  work,  issued  in 
1496)  in  which  he  makes  direct  allusion  to  the  Spanish  discoveries  in  America.

There  are  also  in  this  copy  two  states  of  pages  197-200,  in  one  of  which  the  let¬ 
terpress  is  in  the  same  small  type  as  the  rest  of  the  volume,  with  a  copperplate 
engraving  at  the  head  of  page  200,  and  in  the  other  the  type  is  very  much  larger 
and  more  spread  out  and  the  engraving  is  omitted.  In  the  large  type  state  a 
paragraph  of  5  lines  has  been  omitted  from  page  198  and  two  sentences  of  5  and  2 
lines  respectively  have  been  omitted  from  page  200  in  addition  to  the  engraving. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  large  type  state  is  the  later  owing  to  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  type  from  the  rest  of  the  volume,  and  that  omissions  have  been  made. 
Our  opinion  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  an  imperfect  copy  which  we  possess 
has  written  in  a  contemporary  hand  across  the  top  of  the  engraving  on  page 
200,  "  The  Virginian  Indians  had  no  such  temple  or  worship  must  be  by  Mistake 
Inserted  Here.”  Possibly  this  was  pointed  out  to  the  publisher  and  later 
copies  had  the  reprint  leaves  substituted.  These  leaves  must  be  of  extraordinary 
rarity  as  we  have,  in  all  our  long  experience,  only  met  with  but  two  examples.  We 
incline  to  the  belief  that  copies  containing  the  “  Arx  Carolina  ”  plate  are  earlier 
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than  those  containing  the  Carolina  Map,  as  the  impressions  of  the  engravings 
are  so  much  stronger  in  the  former  case.  See  Plate  No.  IV. 

Amongst  the  numerous  maps  and  plates  there  is  found  at  page  168  a  Map  of 
"  Novi  Belgii  quod  nunc  Novi  Jorck  vocatur  ”  and  on  page  171  a  copperplate 
engraving  entitled  "  Novum  Amsterodamum  ”  (New  York).

***  The  License  which  is  dated  February  7,  1578,  and  signed  by  Martin 
Lopez  de  Gaona  on  behalf  of  his  Excellency  Don  Alvaro  Manrique  de  Cuniga, 
Marques  de  Villa  Manrrique  Virrey,  Captain  General  of  New  Spain,  states 
that  this  excessively  rare  and  important  work  on  Navigation  had  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  and  approved  by  General  Francisco  de  Noboa  and  Diego  de  la  Madriz, 
Chief  Pilot  of  the  Fleet  in  the  port  of  San  Juan  de  Ulua.  On  the  verso  of  folio

heard  of  his  projection,  for  he  complains  of  the  incorrectness  of  the  Sailing 
Charts  and  shows  how  they  are  to  be  corrected  by  lines  at  right  angles,  and 
how  to  construct  a  scale  for  graduating  the  same. 

“  The  Sailing  Chart  is  only  of  use  to  show  the  distances  from  place  to  place 
and  by  the  current  wind  the  direction  the  vessel  must  take.  These 
Charts  are  imperfect  because  they  do  not  show  the  Parallel  and  Meridian 
Lines,  according  to  the  round  of  Earth  and  Sea,  for  the  more  one  goes 
from  the  Equinoctial  line  towards  either  of  the  Poles,  so  the  Lines 
contract  and  narrow,  but  these  Charts  always  represent  them  equal 
and  in  one  form  ;  but  because  the  Pilots  and  Mariners  use  them  in 
plane  form  I  will  discuss  them  and  how  they  are  to  be  made.”  ( translation ) 

He  goes  on  to  show  how  they  are  to  be  corrected  by  expert  Pilots,  the  value 
of  correction,  &c.,  &c.

The  passage  in  which  the  New  World  is 
called  America,  occurs  on  the  recto  of  leaf  (Ff5)  in  the  Epistle  of  Vadianus  to 
Agriocla. 

From  the  fact  that  the  Apianus  Map  of  the  World,  belonging  to  the  ‘  Solinus 
Polyhistor  ’  of  Vienna  1520,  is  found  in  the  British  Museum  copy  of  the  1522 
‘  Pomponius  Mela,’  some  bibliographers  have  claimed  that  the  Map  also  belongs- 
to  that  work.  There  is,  however,  no  allusion  in  the  text  to  such  a  map,  and 
it  is  most  improbable  that  a  work  printed  at  Basle  in  1522  would  have  contained 
a  Map  printed  at  Vienna  in  1520.  (Cf.  Harrisse,  Bib.  Am.  Vet.  No.  112,  and 
Stevens.

parted.  In  his  Return  he  difeover'd  the  Town  and  Countrey  of  U'arraikayock,  and 
the  People  of  Cbickahamania. 

In  his  next  Voyage  for  the  Aifcovery  of  the  Head  of  Cbickamabania  River,  he  was, 
through  negledt  of  his  Sea-men  who  were  lent  to  watch  the  Booty, tasen  Pnfoner ; 
in  which  condition  he  was  kept  a  whole  Monetli  :  chen  being  releaied,  he  got  Pro. 
vifions  for  the  People  in  Jmes.Twn  ;  which  had  they  not  timely  receiv'd,  they  had

While  Affairs  flood  thus  in  a  mean  condition,  Captain  Kcwjmt  arriving  there

Kn fort, 
to  oblige  him,  gave  him  an  Englijh  Youth ,  in  requital  whereof  he  receiv’d  fowha- 
tans  bofom  Friend,  Mamdntek  ;  with  whom  returning,  he  found  a  lac  Accident,

***  Perhaps  the  most  important  of  all  the  editions  of  Ptolemy’s  Geography, 
It  was  commenced  by  the  famous  St.  Die  Geographer,  Martin  Waldseemuller. 
possibly  as  early  as  1505,  and,  after  much  delay,  finally  edited  and  published 
by  Jacobus  Eszler  and  Georgius  Ubelin  at  Strassburg  in  1513.  The  maps  are 
all  from  wood  blocks  re-engraved  in  an  altered  style,  and  in  addition  to  the  old 
27  there  are  20  new  modern  maps  specially  prepared  for  this  edition  and  added 
in  a  Supplement.  These  include  a  modern  Map  of  the  World  “  Orbis  Typus 
universalis  ”  and  the  “  Tabula  Terre  Nove”  the  latter  being  one  of  the  earliest 
printed  maps  devoted  specially  to  the  New  World.

The  last  map,  “  Tabula  Orbis  cum  des¬ 
cription  ventorum  ”  in  its  original  issue  of  1522,  is  remarkable  as  being  the 
first  map  to  bear  the  name  "  America”  which  had  appeared  in  any  edition 
of  Ptolemy.

The  original  48  maps  are  from  the  same  blocks  as  the  editions  of  1540 
and  1542,  but  with  the  descriptive  text  on  them  reset  and  the  ornamental 
borders  in  the  Holbein  style  changed  about.  Three  of  them  relate  to  America,

There  is  no  imprint  on  the  title 
but  it  occurs  in  the  Colophon  on  the  back  of  Map  54.  The  54  woodcut  maps 
are  from  the  same  blocks  as  the  edition  of  1 545  with  some  of  the  letterings 
and  descriptive  text  altered.  They  are  accompanied  by  descriptions  printed 
on  the  first  leaf  of  each  within  ornamental  borders  designed  in  the  style  of 
Holbein.  As  in  the  1545  Edition  three  of  the  Maps  relate  to  America.

It  is 
edited  with  a  long  “  Exposition  ”  by  Girolamo  Ruscelli,  with  the  further  addition 
of  a  discourse  by  Guioseppi  Moleto.  Of  the  64  Maps  36  are  Modern  and  10 
of  these  relate  either  partly  or  wholly  to  America,  viz.  Orbis  Descriptio,  Schon- 
ladia  Nuova,  Tierra  Nova,  Brazil,  Nueva  Hispania,  Tierra  Nueva  (shewing

It  was  designed  on  a 
heart  shaped  projection  by  Petrus  Apianus  after  the  traditions  of  Ptolemy 
and  the  Voyages  of  Americus  Vespuccius.  This  map  is  excessively  rare  and 
usually  lacking,  it  was,  until  the  discovery  of  the  large  Waldseemuller  Map  of 
I5°7’  considered  to  be  the  first  printed  map  on  which  the  representation  of 
the  New  World  actually  bore  the  name  “  America.”  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  projection  and  the  geographical  configurations  of  this  Apianus  Map,  bear 
a  remarkable  similarity  to  those  of  Waldseemuller.  For  a  long  account  of 
this  most  very  rare  work  see  “  Harrisse.

The  second  work  in  the  volume  is  the  important  edition  of  ‘  Pomponius 
Mela,’  with  the  Annotations  of  Joachim  Vadianus  which  contain  several  refer¬ 
ences  to  Vespucius  and  the  discoveries  of  the  Spaniards  and  Portuguese.  On 
folio  128,  in  the  Epistle  of  Vadianus  to  Agricola,  will  be  found  the  passage  in 
which  the  New  World  is  called  ‘  America.’

only  been  able  to  trace  2  copies  on  the  North  American  Continent.  Vol.  I. 
which  consists  of  467  leaves,  is  devoted  to  Africa  and  Asia,  each  section  being 
illustrated  by  a  folding  Map  and  numerous  woodcuts  in  the  text.  Vol.  II., 
containing  folios  469-1025  (903-936  being  repeated)  is  occupied  by  Europe  and 
America  each,  as  in  the  case  of  Vol.  I.,  being  illustrated  by  a  large  folding  Map 
and  numerous  woodcuts  in  the  text. 

The  finely  engraved  copperplate  Map  of  the  New  World  entitled  “  Qvarte 
Partie  du  Monde  ”  depicts  the  whole  continent  of  North  and  South  America 
whilst  south  of  the  latter  is  a  strip  of  land  extending  on  the  West  as  far  as 
Nouvelle  Guinee,  marked  “  Partie  de  la  Terre  Antartique  incogneue.”  This, 
contains  a  large  number  of  imaginary  place  names  and  is  embellished  with 
pictures  of  animals  and  inhabitants.  The  Oceans  on  either  side  of  America 
are  decorated  with  pictures  of  Ships,  Birds,  Dolphins,  Whales  and  Sea  Monsters. 

The  text  descriptive  of  America  occupies  folios  903-1025  of  Vol.  II.,  in  all. 
246  pages,  and  it  is  much  more  profusely  illustrated  than  are  the  descriptions, 
of  Africa,  Asia  and  Europe.  There  are  40  woodcuts,  and  those  which  represent 
the  natives  of  the  country  described  are  well  drawn.  In  the  text  describing 
Florida  is  an  account  of  the  Buffalo,  with  a  picture  of  the  animal,  which  is  one 
of  the  earliest  that  exists,  whilst  under  Canada  will  be  found  a  woodcut  depicting 
the  natives  on  snowshoes  hunting  the  wild  Boar.  Both  volumes  contain  Tables 
of  Contents  and  comprehensive  indices. 

Thevet,  who  was  a  Franciscan  Friar,  accompanied  Villegagnon  in  1555  when 
the  latter  went  out  to  establish  a  French  Colony  on  the  Coast  of  Brazil.  He 
was  there  but  a  few  months,  but  in  that  time  gained  a  considerable  knowledge 
of  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  Natives.  Winsor  asserts  that  Thevet’s 
reputation  for  veracity  was  poor,  especially  amongst  his  contemporaries,  and 
that  it  seems  probable  he  never  made  the  voyage  along  the  American  coast 
of  which  he  gives  an  account.  On  the  contrary  the  late  Henry  Stevens  of 
Vermont  says,  “  Andre  Thevet  was  a  good  honest  credulous  writer  who  knew 
personally  all  the  contemporary  French  navigators  to  Canada  and  Brazil  and 
believed  everything  they  told  him.  His  works  therefore  have  great  value 
as  an  honest  record,  but  must  be  read  with  care  and  caution.”

It  has  been  said  that  Camden  smoothed  down  his  original  draft  to  please  King 
James,  and  that  the  King  himself  made  alterations,  but  a  comparison  with 
the  original  manuscript  in  the  Cottonian  Library  proves  that  no  alteration 
was  made  in  the  main  lines  of  the  work  as  laid  down  by  the  author. 

The  work  first  appeared,  in  1615-25,  in  Latin.  Camden’s  biographers,  from 
Smith  downwards,  tell  us  that  on  account  of  certain  censures  made  upon  Part 
I.  Camden  was  determined  that  the  Second  Part  should  not  see  the  light  during 
his  lifetime,  but  it  appears  from  one  of  his  letters,  written  on  the  submission 
of  his  manuscript  to  the  King,  that  his  feelings  on  the  subject  were  somewhat 
neutral,  but  while  careless  as  to  the  publication  of  the  Latin  version,  he  was 
decidedly  opposed  to  its  appearance  in  English.  He  says  : 

as  I  do  not  dislike  that  they  should  be  published  in  my  lifetime,  so  I  do 
not  desire  that  they  should  be  put  forth  in  English  until  after  my  death, 
knowing  how  unjust  carpers  the  unlearned  readers  are.” 

The  compilation  of  the  Second  Part  was  finished  in  1617,  and  keeping  the 
original  draft  Camden  sent  a  copy  to  his  friend  Pierre  Duputy,  the  historian 
who  undertook  to  publish  it  after  the  Author’s  death.  It  was  accordingly 
issued  at  Leyden  in  1625,  and  in  London  in  1627.  The  First  Part  of  the  work 
was  translated  into  English  by  Abraham  Darcie,  or  Darcy,  in  1625,  and  the 
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Second  Part  by  Thomas  Browne,  in  1629,  and  issued  in  London  as  above. 
Various  editions  followed  at  intervals. 

Abraham  Darcie,  the  translator  of  Part  I.,  was  a  native  of  Geneva,  and  not 
being  a  Latin  scholar  he  used  the  French  edition  by  Paul  de  Bellegent  from 
which  to  make  his  translation.  Thomas  Browne,  the  translator  of  the  Second 
Part,  was  a  Student  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  in  1620  ;  he  took  his  Degree  in 
1627,  and  became  Proctor  of  the  University  in  1636  Later  he  was  appointed 
domestic  Chaplain  to  Archbishop  Laud. 

The  above  is  an  excellent  copy  of  this  most  desirable  book.  It  formerly 
belonged  to  Sir  Daniel  Fleming  (1633-1701)  the  noted  Antiquary  of  Queen’s 
College,  Oxford  and  Gray’s  Inn,  London,  and  bears  his  autograph  signature  on 
the  front  fly  leaf  of  both  volumes.  It  is  absolutely  perfect  with  fine  impressions 
of  the  beautiful  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  the  magnificent  title-page

The  Second  Part  is  complete  with  the  blank  leaf  facing  the  title,  and  moreover 
it  has  the  Appendix,  of  33  unnumbered  leaves,  containing  “  Animadversions 
upon  severall  Passages,  Corrections  of  Sundry  Errours,  and  Additions  of  some 
remarkable  matters  of  history  never  yet  imprinted  ”  which  Browne  added  to 
the  work. 

Apparently  there  are  two  states  of  Part  I.,  both  of  which  are  in  the  Library 
of  the  British  Museum.  One  has  the  verso  of  the  last  leaf  blank,  and  the  other 
has  it  filled  with  a  portrait  of  Darcie.  The  latter  also  has  three  additional  lines 
on  the  title-page  "  Faithfully  translated  out  of  the  French  by  Ab.  Darcie  and 
published  by  the  King’s  Maties.  most  gratious  authority.”  There  are  also 
14  lines  of  verses  on  the  back  of  the  portrait  instead  of  a  single  4  line  verse  with 
ornament  top  and  bottom.  There  are  other  points  of  difference,  but  those 
mentioned  are  amply  sufficient  for  identification.  The  present  copy  is  of  the 
first  variety. 

This  work  should  be  included  in  every  library  of  Americana  on  account  of 
its  many  references  to  America  and  the  Navigations  of  Frobisher,  Drake, 
Oxenham,  Hawkins,  Grenville,  Cavendish,  Rawleigh,  and  other  Elizabethan 
navigators.  On  page  424/5  of  Part  I.  is  an  account  of  Drake’s  arrival  on  the 
Western  Coast  of  North  America  and  of  his  naming  the  country  "  The  New 
Albion.”

*  *  1  am  glad  to  find  you  still  sparing  moments  for  subjects  interesting 
to  the  public  welfare.  The  remarks  on  the  thorny  one  to  which  you  refer 
in  the  "  National  Recorder,”  seem  to  present  the  best  arrangement  for  the 
unfortunate  part  of  our  population  whose  care  has  enlisted  the  anxiety  of 
so  many  benevolent  minds,  next  to  that  which  provides  a  foieign  outlet  and 
location  for  them.  I  have  long  thought  that  our  vacant  territory  was  the 
resource  which,  in  some  mode  or  other,  was  most  applicable  and  adequate 
as  a  gradual  cure  for  the  portentous  evil  ...  I  had  noticed  the  views  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  “  National  Intelligencer”  on  the  culture  of  the  Vine,  and  con¬ 
jectured  the  source  to  which  they  were  to  be  credited.

***  This  most  important  Declaration  sets  forth  the  just  and  most  reasonable 
grounds  and  causes  why  the  Commonwealth  had  declared  war  against  Spain, 
and  had  despatched  the  expedition  Commanded  by  Penn  and  Venables  to 
attack  the  Spanish  Colonies  in  the  West  Indies.  It  narrates  a  long  list  of 
depredations  and  cruelties  inflicted  by  the  Spaniards  upon  the  English  in 
America,  between  the  years  1604  and  1650,  and  scoffs  at  the  absurd  pretensions 
of  the  Spaniards  to  sole  Dominion  in  the  New  World  merely  by  reason  of  their 
having  discovered  some  parts  of  the  West  Indies,  and  having  obtained  the 
Popes  Donation.  It  recapitulates  the  commercial  relations  existing  between 
England  and  Spain  from  the  time  of  the  Spanish  discoveries  in  America  and 
draws  attention  to  the  actions  of  the  Spanish  faction  in  England  fostered  bv 
Kings  James  I  and  II.  and  Charles  I.  It  denies  the  right  of  Spain  to  control 
the  liberties  of  the  Indians,  and  of  that  nation  to  prescribe  the  right  of  the 
English  to  trade  with  them,  and  finally  calls  upon  all  true  hearted  Englishmen 
to  lay  aside  their  private  animosities  by  which  they  were  only  sacrificing  the 
lives  and  estates  of  many  of  their  brethren  in  America  together  with  the  honour 
of  the  Nation. 
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Apart  from  the  importance  of  this  work  as  an  item  of  American  history, 
great  value  and  interest  centres  in  its  authorship,  for  there  is  no  doubt  that  it 
was  the  work  of  John  Milton  while  acting  as  Secretary  to  Cromwell  and  the 
Council  of  State.  The  British  Museum  catalogue  definitely  assigns  the  author¬ 
ship  to  Milton,  and  Sabin  (Vol.  12,  No.  46141)  gives  an  incomplete  title  under 
Milton,  but  from  his  erroneous  collation  it  is  evident  he  never  saw  a  copy. 

The  Declaration  passed  the  Council  on  the  26th  of  October,  1655,  and  was 
according  to  a  printed  notice  on  the  title  and  at  the  foot  of  the  last  page  “  Ordered 
by  His  Highness  the  Lord  Protector  and  the  Council  [to]  be  forthwith  printed 
and  published.”  It  was  also  immediately  translated  into  Latin  and  published 
in  4to  form,  probably  for  the  purpose  of  being  transmitted  to  Spain  and  other 
countries.  According  to  the  MS.  date  on  the  copy  preserved  in  the  Thomason 
collection  of  pamphlets  in  the  British  Museum,  the  Latin  version  was  published 
on  Nov.  9,  1655.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  Latin  translation  was 
the  work  of  Milton  as  all  his  biographies  refer  to  it.  Masson  in  summing  up, 
thinks  that  Milton  undoubtedly  had  a  hand  in  the  preparation  of  this  original 
English  version,  though  the  substance  of  it  may  have  been  drafted  by  the 
Council  and  John  Thurloe,  Secretary  of  State,  and  afterwards  given  to  Milton 
for  re-expression  and  translation.  He  concludes  by  saying  that  the  proofs  are 
all  but  certain  that  Milton’s  hand  was  to  some  extent  employed  in  drawing 
up  the  document.  This  original  English  version  is  exceedingly  rare  and  Masson 
does  not  refer  to  it  as  a  printed  piece.  It  was  reissued  in  Edinburgh  later  in 
the  same  year. 

In  1738  when  further  troubles  arose  between  England  and  Spain,  a  re-trans- 
lation  from  the  Latin  was  published,  in  London,  by  A.  Miller,  under  the  title 
of  “  A  Manifesto  by  the  Lord  Protector  ....  Wherein  is  shewn  the  Reason¬ 
ableness  of  the  Cause  of  this  Republic  against  the  Depredations  of  the  Spaniards, 
Written  in  Latin  by  John  Milton  and  first  printed  in  1655,  now  translated  into 
English.”  (See  infra).  As  this  retranslation  is  quite  different  verbally  from 
the  1655  English  version  offered  above,  it  is  clear  that  the  translator  of  the 
1738  edition  had  no  knowledge  of  the  original  English  edition. 

Again,  in  1741,  there  was  published  by  T.  Cooper,  in  London,  another  edition 
entitled 

“  A  true  copy  of  Oliver  Cromwell’s  Manifesto  against  Spain,  dated  Oct.  26, 
1655  .  .  .  With  a  Preface  and  some  Remarks  by  the  Editor.” 

In  that  Preface  the  Editor  states  that  “  Having  lately  seen  the  original 
English  copy  of  Oliver  Cromwell’s  Manifesto  against  Spain,  I  desired  leave 
of  the  Gentleman  who  had  such  a  valuable  Manuscript  in  his  hands,  to  make 
a  copy  of  it,  and  to  print  and  republish  it.  From  this  Manifesto  (the  Latin 
copy  of  which  the  Reader  may  see  at  the  end  of  the  2nd  Volume  of  Milton’s 
Works  lately  published)  my  Countrymen  will  see  how  dangerous  it  is  for  this 
Nation  to  suffer  any  indignity  from  the  Spaniards”  &c.,  &c.  This  1741 
edition  reprinted  from  the  original  manuscript,  follows  our  original  printed 
folio  of  1655,  word  for  word,  even  to  the  order  to  print  at  the  end.  From  the 
fact  that  the  Preface  definitely  states  that  the  reprint  was  made  from  a  Manu¬ 
script  it  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  original  printed  edition  of  1655  was  not 
known  to  the  editor  at  the  time  he  reissued  the  work  in  1741 .

***  This  important  Manifesto  was  originally  drawn  up,  in  1655,  by  John 
Milton  at  the  order  of  Oliver  Cromwell  on  account  of  the  hostile  behaviour 
of  the  Spaniards  towards  the  commerce  and  subjects  of  Great  Britain  in  the 
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West  Indies  and  other  parts  of  America.  A  similar  situation  having  arisen 
it  was  reissued  as  above.

***  The  Author  was  the  famous  Bishop  of  Puebla  de  los  Angeles,  or  Angelopolis, 
and  Vice  Roy  of  Mexico,  to  which  city  came  all  the  important  news  from  China 
via  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Although  the  title  says  “  First  writ  in  Spanish  ”  the  work  was  never  printed 
in  that  language.  The  original  Spanish  MSS.  was  given  by  Don  Bernado  de 
Palafox,  a  kinsman  of  the  famous  Author,  to  a  French  Gentleman,  who  had  it 
translated  into  French  and  published  in  Paris  in  1670.  We  have  been  unable 
to  trace  the  name  of  the  English  translator,  but  the  publisher,  Moses  Pitt, 
states  in  his  Advertisement,  which  appears  at  the  end  of  the  volume,  that  he 
was  a  person  of  honour,  who  by  reason  of  his  more  weighty  occasions,  had  not 
the  leisure  to  revise  or  correct  any  part  of  it  and  therefor  craves  pardon  for  any 
errors  or  omissions.

***  These  two  extremely  rare  tracts  contain  not  only  the  official  account  of 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh’s  conduct,  with  the  apology  or  reasons  for  his  execution, 
but  the  curious  and  important  statement  of  Sir  Lewis  Stucley,  relative  to  the 
apprehension  of  Sir  Walter,  doubtless  made  with  a  view  of  moderating  the 
public  indignation  at  the  sacrifice  of  so  gallant  and  popular  an  idol.  Following 
King  James’  Declaration  of  his  attitude  towards  Sir  Walter  and  the  latter’s 
voyage  to  Guiana,  is  the  Commission  granted  by  the  King  to  Raleigh  and  his 
Company  to  make  the  voyage  into  the  South  or  other  parts  of  America,  and 
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to  trade  there,  with  the  proposed  division  of  all  gold  and  precious  stones  to 
be  brought  back  by  him  from  his  supposed  Eldorado.

The  story  of  the  eventful  life  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  or  Ralegh  as  the  name 
is  sometimes  spelt,  needs  no  repetition,  so  that  beyond  saying  that  history  has 
recorded  the  lives  of  few  men  more  renowned  in  all  branches  of  their  country's 
service,  we  will  merely  recite,  in  a  brief  way,  the  events  which  led  up  to  the 
appearance  of  the  above  great  literary  treasure,  his  “  History  of  the  World.” 

Upon  the  accession  of  James  I.  to  the  throne  of  England,  Raleigh  found 
his  fortunes  completely  changed.  The  mind  of  the  King  was  prejudiced  against 
him,  and  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  arrested  upon  a  trumped  up  charge  of 
treason  in  conspiring  to  place  Lady  Arabella  Stuart  upon  the  throne.  The 
King  however  did  not  proceed  to  execute  the  sentence  of  death  passed  by  the 
Court,  but  kept  Raleigh,  for  thirteen  years,  a  close  prisoner  in  the  Tower  of 
London.  While  there  he  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of  scientific  subjects, 
the  writing  of  poetry,  and  the  compilation  of  the  above  stupendous  work! 
There  can  be  no  doubt  a  great  wrong  was  done  in  depriving  so  prominent  a 
character  of  his  liberty  for  so  long  a  period,  but  there  is  some  compensation 
insomuch  that  it  resulted  in  the  giving  to  the  world  a  book  that  must  for  all 
time  remain  a  monument  to  his  memory. 

The  work  was  rigidly  suppressed  by  order  of  James  I.  but  nevertheless  passed 
through  several  editions.  There  were  two  issues  of  the  First  Edition,  the  first 
with  Errata  and  the  second  having  the  Errata  corrected.  The  engraved  title 
was  not  issued  with  the  Second  Edition,  which  appeared  in  1617,  a  printed 
title  having  a  portrait  of  Raleigh  engraved  upon  it,  taking  its  place.  A  re-issue 
of  the  Second  Edition  appeared  in  1621,  and  later  editions  in  1624,  1628,  and 
1684. 

Genuine  and  perfect  copies  of  the  First  Issue  are  of  extremely  rare  occurrence. 
Additional  interest  is  added  to  the  copy  offered  above  by  reason  of  its  original 
owner,  Humphrey  J.  Colden,  having  inscribed  the  following  at  the  side  of  his 
autograph  signature  which  appears  at  the  top  of  the  blank  recto  of  the  leaf 
facing  the  title. 

Sr.  Walter  Rawleigh  wrote  these  verses  ye 
night  before  his  execution.

***  A  description  of  the  attack  by  the  Dutch  under  Admiral  Piete  Heyn  upon 
the  Spanish  treasure  ships  in  the  Bay  of  Matanzas,  in  the  Island  of  Cuba,  with 
an  account  of  the  capture  of  the  Spanish  ships  and  a  list  of  the  enormous 
booty  taken.

This  little  tract  must  be  of  the  very  greatest  rarity,  for  we  have  been  quite 
unable  to  trace  the  title  in  any  of  the  numerous  bibliographical  works  we  have 
consulted.  Possibly  the  Amsterdam  edition,  from  which  the  above  was  trans¬ 
lated,  is  quoted  in  “  Bibliotheek  van  Nederlandische  pamphletten  in  de  versame- 
ling  van  Fred.  Muller,  beschr.  door  P.  A.  Tiele.”  Where  Nos.  2254  to  2261 
are  devoted  to  Dutch  pamphlets  relating  to  Heyn’s  victory,  but  unfortunately 
we  have  been  unable  to  consult  a  copy  of  that  useful  work.  An  account  of 
the  battle  can  be  found  in  the  14th  Section  of  Vol.  13  of  De  Bry’s  Grand  Voyages, 
and  in  Part  21  of  Hulsius’  Collection  of  Voyages.

***  The  chief  aim  of  the  war,  to  recover  Spain  and  the  Spanish  Indies  for  the 
House  of  Austria  against  the  usurpations  of  France,  having  been  practically 
accomplished,  secret  negociations  for  peace  were  set  on  foot  between  the  latter 
country  and  England.  The  writer  of  this  very  rare  secretly  printed  pamphlet 
criticises  the  Preliminary  Articles,  voicing  the  opinion  that  they  were  not 
commensurate  with  the  terms  of  England’s  alliances,  and  practically  still  left 
Spain  and  the  Indies  at  the  mercy  of  France.  He  expresses  concern  at  the 
exhorbitant  power  of  the  latter  country,  and  emphasizes  the  importance  of  pre¬ 
venting  her  from  obtaining  possession  of  the  Spanish  possessions  in  America.

In  the  Chapter  on 
Plantations  the  writer  strongly  advocates  the  making  of  Colonies  in  all  places 
advantageous  for  trade,  and  while  lauding  the  advantages  of  Jamaica  and  the 
Southern  Colonies  of  North  America,  disparages  the  Northern  Colonies  of  New 
England  as  affording  only  such  commodities  as  could  be  raised  in  England 
besides  hindering  the  home  trade  with  the  other  Colonies  “  by  supplying  such 
things  as  we  do.”  He  strongly  advocates,  in  a  Chapter  on  Tobacco,  the  raising 
of  that  commodity  in  England  despite  the  prospect  of  such  a  procedure  ruining 
Virginia,  which  colony  he  says  could  be  better  employed  raising  other  and  more 
profitable  things.

Catlin  states  in  his  Preface  that  he  passed  some  fourteen  years  amongst  the 
various  tribes  of  American  Indians  and  of  all  the  numerous  customs  which 
he  had  recorded  there  was  nothing  so  peculiar  and  surprising  as  the  O-Kee-Pa 
of  the  Mandans.  Also  that  his  record  of  it,  made  from  a  sense  of  duty,  was  to 
perpetuate  entire  a  human  custom  of  extraordinary  interest  and  peculiar  to 
a  single  tribe,  now  extinct,  leaving  in  his  hands  alone,  all  that  has  been  pre¬ 
served  of  their  personal  looks  and  modes. 

The  Mandans  were  mostly  to  be  found  on  the  west  side  of  the  headwaters 
of  the  Missouri  River.  Practically  the  whole  tribe  was  destroyed  by  an  out¬ 
break  of  smallpox  in  the  early  months  of  1837.

According  to  the 
Preface  the  editing  was  done  by  an  Officer  who  was  for  many  years  employed 
in  the  Indian  Department  in  North  America,  and  who  had  an  accurate  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Mohawk  Indian  Language.

***  Bressani  was  one  of  the  most  illustrious  of  the  Jesuit  Missionaries  who 
made  Canada  the  field  of  their  labours.

***  The  Title  of  this  rare  book  gives  no  indication  of  its  great  American 
interest.  Mendoca  was  sent  by  Philip  II.  of  Spain  on  an  Embassy  to  the  Emperor 
of  China.  On  his  return  he  published  in  Spanish  this  famous  History  in  which 
he  recounts  not  only  his  own  experiences  and  observations,  but  also  includes 
the  narratives  of  several  Missionary  Friars  who  had  recently  visited  the  country. 
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The  first  edition  was  printed  at  Rome  in  1585,  and  created  so  much  interest  that 
it  was  quickly  reprinted  in  Spain  several  times  at  various  places.  The  work 
was  also  speedily  translated  and  published  in  Italian,  French,  Dutch,  Latin, 
German  and  English.  Of  these  numerous  editions  the  English  is  undoubtedly 
the  rarest  of  all,  so  much  so  that  Sabin  was  only  able  to  give  the  title  from  the 
Hakluyt  Society  s  Reprint  of  1853-4,  remarking  “  It  is  so  rare  that  we  have 
never  seen  it.”  This  English  edition  is  dedicated  by  the  translator  Robert 
Parke  to  Thomas  Candish  (better  known  as  Cavendish)  the  Navigator,  who  he 
says  in  his  late  voyage  hath  first  of  our  nation  in  this  age  discovered  the 
famous  rich  Ilandes  of  the  Luzones  or  Philippines.”  Parke  further  tells  us 
that  the  work  of  translation  was  “  undertaken  at  the  earnest  request  and 
encouragement  of  my  worshipfull  friend  Master  Richard  Hakluit,  late  of  Oxford, 
a  gentleman  ....  of  singular  and  deepe  insight  in  all  histories  of  discoverie 
and  partes  of  Cosmographie.” 


The  work  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  first,  pages  1  to  135,  containing  the 
actual  History  of  China,  and  the  second,  pages  136  to  410,  the  observations 
made  by  several  different  parties  of  Missionaries,  not  only  on  their  visits  to 
China,  but  also  on  the  various  countries  they  passed  through  in  their  voyages 
and  travels,  both  thither  and  on  their  return  to  Spain. 


The  second  part  is  subdivided  into  three  books,  each  of  which  relates  largely 
to  the  Philippine  Islands,  all  the  expeditions  to  China  having  used  Manila  as 
a  base.  A  long  account  is  given  of  a  raid  made  by  the  Chinese  pirate  Limahon 
on  Manila.  The  third  book,  pages  305  to  410,  relates  almost  entirely 
to  America.  In  the  Spanish  editions  this  part  is  entitled  an  “  Itinerary 
of  the  New  World,”  and  is  specially  mentioned  on  the  title-page,  but  all 
reierence  to  the  Itinerary  ”  is  omitted  on  the  English  title-page.  It  is  how¬ 
ever  referred  to  in  the  book  as  “  A  Commentarie  of  the  New  World.”  This 
book- is  said  to  include  the  Narration  of  Friar  Martin  Ignacio  of  the  "  barefoot 
rryers  of  the  Order  of  St.  Francis.”  According  to  the  Hakluyt  Society’s 
reprint  the  version  of  this  third  book  is  in  this  English  edition  taken  from  a 
different  source  from  that  in  the  Spanish  version.  Be  this  as  it  may,  it  relates 
largely  to  Mexico,  and  New  Mexico.  After  touching  at  several  of  the  West 
India  Islands  the  expedition  landed  somewhere  near  Vera  Cruz  and  journeyed 
through  Mexico  to  the  Pacific  coast,  finally  taking  ship  again  at  Acapulco  for 
the  Philippine  Islands.  Ten  chapters,  or  35  pages,  are  devoted  to  the  description 
o  the  places  visited  up  to  the  time  of  the  departure  from  Acapulco.  The  narra- 
lve  includes  a  long  account  of  Antonio  de  Espeio’s  expedition  into  New 
Mexico,  and  his  intercourse  with  the  Indians.  Chapters  xi-xxvii  contain 
an  account  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  descriptions  of  China  and  Japan,  and  the 
vanous  countries  visited  on  the  return  to  Spain  via  India.  The  account

Of  all  the  Spanish  writers  Herrera  furnishes  the  fullest  and  most  accurate 
information  concerning  the  conquest  of  Mexico,  as  well  as  of  the  general  history 
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of  the  New  World,  and  his  Decades  may  be  considered  amongst  the  most  judi¬ 
cious  and  useful  of  historical  collections.

***  This  famous  letter  was  originally  written  in  Latin  by  Bishop  Palafox  at 
Angelopolis  (La  Puebla),  in  Mexico,  and  addressed  to  Pope  Innocent  X.  at 
Rome.  It  is  dated  at  the  end,  D’Angelopolis  le  8  Janvier,  1649.  By  some 
means  it  got  into  the  hands  of  interested  parties  in  Paris  who  secretly  published 
it  in  1658  or  1659,  as  evidence  of  the  wicked  morals  and  macinations  of  the 
Jesuits  generally,  but  particularly  in  Mexico  where  they  had  treated  Palafox 
with  great  violence.  The  Jesuits  were  greatly  incensed  at  its  appearance  and 
went  so  far  as  to  absolutely  deny  its  authenticity.  Confer  the  “  Annales  de 
la  Societe  des  soi-disans  Jesuites.  Paris  1764-69,  Vol.  4,  pages  70-149,  where 
the  Letter  is  reprinted  with  the  Latin  version  in  parallel  columns,  and  a  footnote 
stating  that  at  that  time  the  original  was  preserved  in  the  Archives  of  the 
Barefooted  Carmelites  in  Madrid,  where  it  was  kept  in  a  separate  box,  closed 
with  a  special  lock,  with  other  books  and  papers,  which  his  Excellency  (?  Innocent 
X  )  had  sent  with  this  Letter  to  the  Rev.  Father  Diego  de  la  Presentation 
who  was  then  Chief  of  that  Order,  to  protect  them  in  perpetuity  for  those 
occasions  when  they  could  be  used  for  the  service  of  God  and  the  Church. 

This  tract  is  extremely  rare  it  having  been  bought  up  by  the  Tesuits 
and  destroyed  at  every  opportunity.  Sabin  (Vol.  14,  No.  58296)  gives  the 
title,  but  he  was  unable  to  state  the  whereabouts  of  a  copy  or  give  the  collation 
plain  evidence  that  he  never  saw  the  work.

There  is  no  need  for  us  to  enlarge  upon  the  rarity  and  importance  of  this  very 
early  specimen  of  American  typography  issued  but  half  a  century  after  the 
discovery  For  many  years  it  was  thought  that  it  might  be  the  earliest  emission 
from  the  American  press,  but  it  is  now  known,  from  existing  books,  that  Crom- 
berger  s  press  was  working  in  1540-41,  and  it  may  be  that  Juan  Pablos  printed 
in  Mexico  as  early  as  1535.

**  This  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  which  the 
Moravian  Petition  for  consideration  of  the  interest  of  their  Churches  in  North 
America  had  been  refered  is  extremely  rare,  and  of  the  highest  importance 
for  the  history  of  Moravian  emigration  to  the  American  Colonies  particularly 
Georgia  and  Pennsylvania.  It  was  printed  for  official  use  only  and  read  in 
the  House  of  Commons  by  Lieut. -General  Oglethorpe  who  acted  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  and  who  was  empowered  by  Parliament  to  bring  in  a  Bill 
for  encouraging  the  Brethren  to  settle  in  the  English  Colonies  in  America. 
(See  next  lot ) . 

The  appended  Papers  include  the  Report  from  the  Committee  of  the  Associa¬ 
tes  of  Dr.  Bray  most  of  whom  were  Trustees  for  Georgia  ;  Letter  from  George 
Thomas,  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  ;  Letter  from  Conrad  Weisser,  Interpreter 
to  the  Five  Nations,  to  a  Brother  in  Shecomeko,  a  Settlement  of  the  Brethren 
amongst  the  Indians  ;  Letter  from  General  Ogilthorpe  to  the  Lords  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Trade  and  Plantations  ;  Letter  from  Mr.  Penn  to  the  Duke  of  New¬ 
castle  ;  and  others  of  American  interest. 

The  Act,  which  was  the  outcome  of  the  Bill  brought  into  Parliament  by  General 
Oglethorpe,  came  into  force  on  the  24th  of  June,  1749.  It  sets  forth  the  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  members  of  the  Moravian  Society  might  settle  in  America  ; 
while  the  Candid  Declaration  shows  the  objects  of  the  Society  in  their  work 
of  converting  the  Indians  to  Christianity,  given  in  order  to  controvert  the  many 
evil  reports  which  had  been  circulated  by  malicious  persons  with  the  object 
of  discrediting,  in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  the  work  of  the  Moravian  Missionaries.

***  The  letter  is  dated  at  the  end  Lindsey  House,  Sept.  3,  1788  and  signed 
J.H.i.e.  John  Heckewelder,  who  here  sets  out  the  original  designs  of  the  Society 
and  the  plans  for  its  enlargement. 

Heckewelder  went  to  North  America  in  1771  and  commenced  his  labours 
amongst  the  Indians  there.  Having  acquired  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
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Delaware  language,  he  was  repeatedly  employed  by  Washington  to  accom¬ 
pany  missions  sent  to  the  Indians  for  pacific  purposes.  In  1797  he  went  to 
Ohio  in  order  to  oversee  the  affairs  of  his  Indian  congregation  to  whom 
Congress  had  granted  lands  on  the  Muskingum.  In  1810  he  returned  to  the 
Moravian  town  of  Bethlehem  in  Pennsylvania  where  he  died  in  1823.

“  Whereas  the  Parliament  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  16th  of  November, 
1644,  did  give  liberty  that  all  Merchandizes  and  Goods,  that  should  be 
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exported  out  of  this  Commonwealth  into  New  England,  or  being  of  the 
growth  of  that  Country,  should  be  from  thence  imported  hither,  without 
paying  or  yeelding  any  Custome,  Excise,  or  other  Imposition,  either  in 
wards  or  outwards,  either  in  this  Commonwealth,  or  New  England, 
until  the  Parliament  should  take  further  orders  to  the  contrary." 

Goes  on  to  ordain  that  on  account  of  the  great  quantity  of  Tobacco  imported 
from  New  England,  and  adjacent  parts,  that  all  Tobacco  of  the  growth  of  the 
Colony  “  shall  pay  the  Duties  of  Custom  and  Excise  after  the  same  rate  and 
proportion  that  Tobacco  brought  from  any  other  of  the  English  Plantations 
doth,  and  is  liable  to  pay.”

***  This  is  the  extremely  rare  original  Act  passed  by  the  Commonwealth 
Parliament,  July  27,  1649,  creating  the  Corporation  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  amongst  the  Indians  in  New  England.  It  was  without  doubt  the  outcome 
of  William  Castell’s  Petition  to  Parliament  in  1641  ( see  No.  902)  pointing  out  the 
benefit  to  be  derived  by  the  American  Colonies  from  cultivating  the  friendship 
of  the  Indians,  and  converting  them  to  Christianity.  The  Petition  was  suppor¬ 
ted  by  the  appearance,  in  1643,  of  the  first  of  the  Eliot  tracts  "New  England’s 
First  Fruits  ”  and  so  wide  spread  was  the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Plantations  that  an  Ordinance  was  issued  by  Parliament  on  Nov.  2,  1643,  appoint¬ 
ing  Robert  Earl  of  Warwick.  Governor  in  Chief  of  all  the  Plantations  in  America 
“  With  a  Committee  to  be  assisting  unto  him  for  the  better  governing  of  the 
Plantations,  but  chiefly  for  the  advancement  of  the  Gospell  of  Christ  among 
those  that  remain  in  blindness  and  ignorance.”  This  Ordinance  was  reaffirmed 
21st  March,  1645.  In  1647  appeared  Eliot’s  tract  No.  2  “  The  Day  Breaking 
of  the  Gospel  ”  followed  in  1648  by  No.  3  “  The  Clear  Sunshine  of  the  Gospel,” 
and  in  1649  by  No.  4  "  The  Glorious  Progress  of  the  Gospel.”  The  attention 
of  Parliament  being  by  these  publications  once  more  called  to  the  importance 
of  the  matter,  the  special  Act  was  passed  as  above. 

It  sets  forth  that  “  Whereas  .  .  .  Parliament  have  received  certain  intelligence 
by  the  testimony  of  divers  faithful  and  godly  Ministers  and  others  in  New 
England  ”  of  the  good  work  already  done  by  the  pious  care  and  pains  of  some 
godly  English  who  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  Natives  in  their  own  Indian  language, 
"  it  is  hereby  enacted  that  a  body  corporate  shall  be  formed  by  the  name  of 
the  President  and  Society  for  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  New  England,  &c.,  &c.” 

Just  as  a  copy  of  “  Castell’s  Petition  ”  of  1641  and  the  “  Warwick  Ordinance  ” 
of  1643  form  stepping  stones,  so  to  speak,  to  any  collection  of  the  Eliot  Indian 
tracts,  so  this  Act  must  be  a  necessary  accompaniment  in  order  to  complete  the 
history  of  a  movement  having  so  much  influence  on  the  welfare  and  progress 
of  the  New  England  Colony.

***  William  Aspinwall  went  to  New  England  with  Governor  Winthrop.  He 
was  one  of  the  select  men  in  Boston  in  1636-7,  and  was  chosen  Deputy  to  the 
General  Court  in  the  latter  year  in  place  of  Sir  Henry  Vane,  but  by  reason  of 
his  being  a  supporter  of  Wheelwright  in  the  Antinomian  conspiracy,  he  was 
deposed  on  November  2,  1637,  and  finally  disfranchised  and  banished.  With 
others  of  “  ye  opinionists  ”  thus  ostracized,  he  joined  in  the  movement  to  found 
a  new  Colony  in  Rhode  Island,  and  was  one  of  those  who,  on  the  7th  day  of  the 
first  month  1638,  “  Solemnly  in  the  presence  of  Jehovah  incorporated  themselves 
into  a  bodie  politick.”  The  compact  was  signed  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  and 
Aspinwall  became  first  Secretary  of  the  Infant  Colony.  His  life  in  Rhode  Island 
was  not  however  destined  to  be  a  peaceful  one,  as  the  following  Order  of  Dec. 
7,  1638-9,  shows  :  “  Mr.  Aspinwall  being  a  suspected  person  for  sedition  against 
the  State,  it  was  thought  meet  that  a  stay  of  the  building  of  his  Bote  should  be 
made,  whereupon  ye  workman  was  forbidden  to  proceed  any  further.”  On  the 
28th  of  Feb.  1639,  his  shallop  was  attached  for  debt ;  but  on  Oct.  7,  1641,  by 
an  Order  of  the  General  Court  of  Boston,  he  was  permitted  to  come  to  the  Court, 
and  on  May  20,  1642,  he  was  restored  again  to  his  former  liberty  and  freedom 
and  his  sentence  of  banishment  rescinded,  but  not  before  he  had  made  a  "  full 
acknowledgement  of  his  error  and  seducement.”  He  was  subsequently  appointed 
Clerk  of  the  Writts  for  Boston,  and  a  little  over  a  year  later  chosen  for  the  post 
of  Recorder.  Being  removed  from  office  on  Oct.  14,  1651,  he  returned  to  Eng¬ 
land.  He  was  the  father  of  Peter  Aspinwall,  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Brookline, 
Mass. 

His  works  are  of  the  highest  rarity,  being  almost  unknown  to  bibliographers. 
In  fifty  years  we  have  only  met  with  single  copies  of  three  of  them.  The  above 
was  apparently  unknown  to  Sabin,  and  we  know  of  no  copy  in  America  either 
in  public  or  private  hands.  It  must  have  been  written  by  Aspinwall  in  America, 
and  sent  by  him  to  London  for  publication.  The  work  “Jus  Divinum  Regiminis 
Ecclesiastici  ”  mentioned  on  the  title-page,  was  issued  in  1646.

an  expedition  against  the  French  stronghold  ;  some  small  men-of-war  to  cruise 
off  Newfoundland  and  off  the  North  American  Coast  to  annoy  the  French  while 
securing  the  British  Trade,  “  and  particularly  to  prevent  their  correspondence 
from  Old  France  to  the  Gulph  of  St.  Laurence  and  Quebec,  for  otherwise  they 
will  probably  annoy  our  North  American  Settlements  from  thence,  and  instigate 
the  Indians  on  the  back  of  us  to  disturb  our  people,  and  draw  them  from  the 
designs  against  Cape  Breton.”  Appended  is  a  letter  from  one  of  the  principal 
Engineers  before  Cape  Breton  announcing  the  surrender  of  the  Fortress  to  the 
New  England  Troops  under  Sir  William  Pepperell,  which  the  writer  of  the 
“  Considerations  ”  probably  added  to  show  that  his  suggestions  had  either 
been  adopted  or  forstalled.

***  On  the  25th  January,  1744,  Governor  Shirley,  proposed  to  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts  that  an  expedition  should  be  sent  to  reduce  the  French 
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stronghold  on  Cape  Breton.  The  Court  being  convinced  that  a  fair  opportunity 
of  success  presented  itself,  applied  to  the  Governments  of  New  York,  the  Jerseys, 
Pennsylvania,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  for  assistance. 
The  King's  ships  were  desired  to  convey  the  forces  and  armed  vessels  were 
prepared  to  cruise  off  Louisbourg  to  cut  off  the  French  supplies  and  intelligence. 
Proclamations  were  issued  calling  for  volunteers,  and  stores  prepared.  On  the 
24th  of  March  the  expedition,  consisting  of  3,500  Officers  and  Men  under  the 
Command  of  Sir  William  Pepperell,  sailed  from  Boston.  The  siege  was  carried 
on  with  unwearied  courage  and  resolution  for  seven  weeks  when  the  enemv 
surrendered  Louisbourg  and  the  whole  Island  of  Cape  Breton  to  this  handful 
of  New  England  heroes.  The  expence  of  this  enterprise,  to  Massachusetts, 
from  its  inception  to  May  1746,  when  British  regular  troops  took  over  the  defence 
of  the  Island,  amounted  to  ^261,700,  which  expense  was  covered  by  Bills  of 
Credit  of  a  current  value  of  ^183,649.  The  Bills  very  soon  began  to  depreciate 
until  they  lost  nearly  half  their  value  and  the  question  arose  as  to  whether  the 
Province  should  be  paid  by  the  Home  Government  a  Sterling  sum  equal  in  value 
to  the  sum  in  Bills  of  Credit  expended  upon  the  Expedition,  according  to  the  value 
of  those  Bills  at  the  time  of  issue,  or,  only  a  Sterling  sum  equal  to  the  value  of 
the  Bills  in  their  depreciated  state.  Massachusetts  contended  that,  in  justice  and 
equity  the  holders  were  entitled  to  the  ^183,649  and  ought  not  to  lose  the 
difference  of  ^78,969. 

The  above  piece,  which  was  printed  for  official  use  only,  sets  forth  the  full 
particulars  of  the  whole  affair,  and  gives  nine  reasons  why  the  Bill  holders 
should  be  paid  in  full.

It  was  written  by  Thomas  SheDard 
and  was  dedicated  to  the  Parliament  by  Stephen  Marshal^ Jeremy  Whitaker' 
Edmund  Calamy,  and  others  whose  names  appear,  amongst  the^o  Divine= 
approving  this  Petition  presented  to  Parliament  by  Castell  in  1641,  thus  shewing 
a  Progressive  and  direct  connection  all  along  between  the  Petition  and  the 
Ehot  Tracts.  In  the  Dedication  to  Shepard's  tract  Parliament  is  thanked 
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for  the  results  of  their  encouragement,  and  hope  is  expressed  for  a  continuance 
of  the  same.  In  1649  “  The  Glorious  Progress  ”  was  published,  and  the  attention 
of  Parliament  being  thus  once  more  called  to  the  importance  of  the  matter  a

.  .  .  Parliament  have  received  certain  intelligence  by  the  testimony  of  divers 
faithful  and  godly  Ministers  and  others  in  New  England.”  of  the  good  work 
already  done  by  the  pious  care  and  pains  of  some  godly  English,  who  preach 
the  Gospel  to  the  Natives  in  their  own  Indian  Language,  it  is  hereby  enacted 
that  a  body  corporate  shall  be  formed  by  the  name  of  the  “  President  and 
Society  for  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  New  England  ”  &c.  The  origin  of 
this  Society,  or  Corporation  as  it  is  more  commonly  called,  is  thus  clearly  traced, 
step  by  step,  from  Castell’s  Petition,  and  the  results  of  its  work  are  detailed  in 
the  remainder  of  the  “  Eliot  Tracts  ”  which  were  published  under  its  auspices. 
In  the  tract  “  Strength  out  of  Weakness  ”  (the  first  directly  issued  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  see  No.  1090)  the  Preface  is  again  signed  by  several  of  the  Divines 
who  originally  subscribed  to  Castell’s  Petition. 

William  Castell  whose  name  appears  in  full  at  the  head  of  the  text  of  the 
Petition,  is  better  known  by  his  later  work  “  A  Short  Discoverie  of  the  Coasts 
and  Continent  of  America  ”  published  in  1644.  In  it  are  reprinted  this  Petition 
of  1641  together  with  the  above  mentioned  Ordinance  of  1643,  clearly  showing 
the  latter  to  be  the  result  of  the  former.  The  Brinley  catalogue  (No.  9501 
Addenda)  describes  a  copy  of  this  Petition  in  8  pages,  but  we  think  that  it  must 
have  been  a  fragment  cut  from  a  copy  of  Castell’s  “  Discoverie  where  it  occupies 
pp.  1-8  of  the  text.

This  "  Half-way  Covenant,”  as  it  has  been  usually 
called,  did  not  meet  with  unanimous  approval,  but  it  was  a  sufficiently  good 
compromise  for  the  Massachusetts  General  Court  to  judge  “  it  meete  to  comend 
the  same  unto  the  consideration  of  all  the  Churches  and  People.” 

The  unknown  editor  states,  in  his  long  address  to  the  Reader,  that  “  These 
papers  came  some  months  ago  to  England,  and  it  was  then  in  his  thoughts  to 
have  made  them  publick,  but  for  some  reasons  which  then  prevailed  with  him 
he  forbore,  yet  hath  since  given  way  thereto,  partly  expecting,  according  to 
some  intimation  which  he  had  from  New  England,  that  the  Magistrates  there 
would  have  ordered  the  printing  of  them.  But  not  hearing  since  that  it  is  there 
done,  he  hath  given  way  to  the  desires  of  some  friends  here,  who  were  acquainted 
with  them,  and  with  his  having  of  them,  that  they  should  now  thus  be  made 
publick.” 

This  is  the  first  copy  of  this  extraordinarily  rare  and  important  tract  we 
have  ever  possessed,  and  apparently  there  is  no  example  in  the  British  Museum. 
We  have  been  able  to  trace  only  four  other  copies  in  addition  to  the  above,  viz. 
that  in  the  John  Carter  Brown’ Library  ;  American  Antiquarian  Society  ;  Dr.

The  work  which,  at  the  time  of  issue,  created  a  great  sensation  in  Church 
circles,  relates  very  considerably  to  New  England,  and  the  dissentions  amongst 
the  different  Sects  there.  There  are  also  several  references  to  Hugh  Peters, 
Samuel  Gorton  and  other  Divines  connected  with  the  separatist  movements 
in  that  Colony.  Edwards,  in  his  Preface  to  the  first  part,  states  that  having 
issued  his  “  Antapologia”  on  the  1st  of  July,  1644  ( see  No.  950)  in  answer  to 
the  Apologeticall  Narration”  (see  No.  873)  and  having  waited  and  foreborne 
the  press  ever  since  in  expectation  of  a  reply,  no  reply  being  forthcoming, 
decided  to  wait  no  longer,  but  to  again  appear  in  public  against  the  errors  of 
the  time,  and  to  set  forth  tractates  and  discourses  upon  such  subjects  as  may 
make  most  for  the  peace  of  the  Church.  This  First  Edition  was  answered  by 
John  Goodwin  and  Jeremiah  Burroughs  in  their  treatises  entitled  “  Cretensis  ” 
and  "  A  Vindication  of  Mr.  Burroughs”  ( see  Nos.  967  and  895).

The  author,  who  issued  his  work  anonymously,  was  a  famous  Scottish  Divine 
who,  m  1643,  was  nominated  one  of  the  Scottish  Commissioners  to  the  West¬ 
minster  Assembly.  He  took  his  place  in  the  Assembly  on  the  16th  of  Sept

The  frontispiece  depicts  an  American  Indian  holding  a  bow  in  one  hand 
and  a  human  leg  in  the  other,  Below  the  print  is  the  title  ”  America”  and  a 
verse  in  four  lines.  This  frontispiece  is  usually  missing  from  the  book,  and 
when  present  the  verse  in  generally  cut  into,  or  cut  away  altogether,  by  reason 
of  its  making  the  printed  page  so  much  longer  than  the  printed  pages  of  the  rest 
of  the  book.  In  this  copy  the  contemporary  binder  thoughtfully  turned  up 
the  portion  containing  the  verse,  thus  preserving  it  intact.  The  plate,  which 
faces  page  1,  of  the  last  part,  is  divided  into  four  compartments,  each  depicting 
some  horrible  act  of  Spanish  cruelty  upon  the  Indians.

For  printing  the  “  Appeal”  he  was 
fined  ^5°°  and  imprisoned  for  above  2  years.  In  1686  he  printed  a  book  entitled 
“  English  Liberties,  &c.”  5000  copies  of  it  were  seized  and  taken  from  him, 

and  a  warrant  issued  for  his  arrest.  He,  however,  succeeded  in  evading  the 
law  and  fled  with  his  wife  and  children  to  New  England,  where  he  set  up  his 
press  in  Boston,  in  partnership  with  John  Allen. 

He  issued,  without  permission,  the  first  newspaper  printed  in  America,  under 
the  title  of  "  Public  Occurrences  ”  which  was  promptly  suppressed  by  Declar¬ 
ation.  He  returned  to  England  in  1695,  and  opened  a  new  printing  office  at 
the  “  Maiden-Head-Court  in  Great  East  Cheap.”  For  a  long  account  of  Harris 
and  his  press  in  Boston  see  Ford’s  New  England  Primer,  pp.  12-17,  No.  961.

Charles  Morton  was  born  in  1627.  He  went  to  New  England,  in  1686,  and 
became  Minister  of  the  first  Church  in  Charlestown.  He  was  elected  a 
Member  of  the  First  Corporation  of  Harvard  College  under  the  new  Charter  of 
Incorporation  of  1692,  in  place  of  Nehemiah  Hobart  who  was  nominated  by  the 
Charter,  but  declined  to  accept  office.  Under  the  Charter  of  1696  he  was  nomin¬ 
ated  to  the  Office  of  Vice  President  under  President  Increase  Mather,  and  it 
was  thought  he  would  have  succeeded  to  the  Presidency  on  the  retirement  of 
the  latter,  but  he  died  in  1698,  before  the  Office  fell  vacant.  He  was  amongst 
those  who  approved  the  prosecutions  for  witchcraft  at  Salem.

Hugh  Peters  was  born  in  1598.  About  1629  he  went  to  Holland  and  from 
there  to  New  England  in  1635.  He  became  Minister  at  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
and  took  a  leading  part  in  ecclesiastical  matters  even  proceeding  to  the  length 
of  rebuking  Sir  Henry  Vane,  the  Governor,  for  intervening  m  Church  matters 
He  took  a  warm  interest  in  the  foundation  of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  but 
returned  to  England  in  1641,  and  became  prominent  in  controversy,  politics, 
and  the  Civil  War.  He  was  executed  at  Charing  Cross,  Oct.  16,1660,  as  an 
abettor  of  the  execution  of  King  Charles  I.  This  notorious  character  was  con¬ 
nected  by  marriage  with  Governor  Winthrop.

The  work  was  first  printed  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  by  Samuel  Green, 
in  1649,  reprinted  in  London  as  above,  and  again  reprinted  at  Cambridge, 
Mass,  by  Marmaduke  Johnson  in  1671.  It  was  the  result  of  the  deliberations 
of  the  Synod,  called  in  May,  1646,  and  continued  until  August  1648.  It  is, 
says  Dexter,  "  a  terse,  clear  and  well  balanced  summary  of  the  general  system 
which  had  been  already  outlined  in  the  Treatises  of  the  New  England  Elders, 
enlarged  by  being  carried  to  its  logical  conclusions  on  a  few  points  which  had 
never  been  fully  developed.”  John  Cotton  possibly  had  the  largest  agency 
m  its  preparation,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  original  manuscript  is  in 
the  handwriting  of  Richard  Mather. 

According  to  the  records  no  copy  has  come  up  for  sale  at  auction  in  America 
during  the  last  20  years,  but  we  note  that  a  copy  was  recently  offered  in  Boston 
for  fiooo.

**  *  In  this  rare  tract  the  New  England  interest  lies  in  its  having  been  printed 
by  Gregory  Dexter  “  dear  and  faithful  friend  ”  of  Roger  Williams.  Dexter  was 
born  at  Olney,  Northamptonshire,  in  1610,  and  as  a  young  man  became  a  printer 
in  London.  When,  in  1643,  Roger  Williams  arrived  in  London  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  Charter  for  Rhode  Island  Colony,  he  had  with  him  the  manuscript 
of  his  “  Key  to  the  Language  of  America  ”  which  famous  work  he  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Dexter  who  printed  it  in  that  year.  On  Williams  returning  to  America, 
in  1644,  Dexter  sold  out  his  establishment  and  went  with  his  friend  to  try  his 
fortunes  in  the  New  World.

This  “  Shorter  Catechism  ”  was  framed  by  the  great  Westminster  Assembly 
called  together  by  the  Round  Head  Parliament,  and  composed 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  one  Presbyters.  The  Assembly  met  first  on  July  10, 
1643,  and  dissolved  itself  on  March,  3,  1649,  having  held  during  the  six  years 
of  its  existence  no  less  than  eleven  hundred  and  sixty  three  sessions.  The 
title  “  Shorter  ”  was  given  to  this  Catechism  to  distinguish  it  from  the  larger 
Catechism  put  forth  by  the  Assembly,  but  despite  its  title  it  proved  a  veritable 
nightmare  to  young  children  who  were  expected  to  answer  its  107  Questions 
with  absolute  correctness.  In  Church  and  School  it  was  a  daily  task,  and  as 
if  that  was  not  enough  Cotton  Mather  advised  mothers  to  catechise  their  children 
every  day,  adding  "  you  may  be  continually  dropping  something  of  the  Cate¬ 
chism  upon  them  :  Some  Honey  out  of  the  Rock.”

He,  and  William  Robin¬ 
son  with  Mary  Dyer,  were  arrested  for  preaching  in  Boston,  and  by  an  order  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Court,  dated  Boston,  Sept.  12,  1659,  were  sentenced 
to  banishment  under  pain  of  death.  Returning,  they  were  again  arrested 
tried  before  John  Endicott,  and  by  him  sentenced  to  death.  Stephenson  and 
Robinson  suffered  the  extreme  penalty,  but  Mary  Dyer  was  reprieved  while 
on  the  ladder  with  the  halter  round  her  neck.

***  Sir  Henry  Vane,  the  younger,  was  born  in  1613.  Upon  reaching  manhood 
he  adopted  decided  Puritan  views,  and  for  freedom  of  conscience  decided  to  go 
to  New  England,  where  he  resided  in  Boston,  1635-37.  He  was  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  1636-7,  but  becoming  entangled  in  the  doctrinal  controversies 
of  the  Colonists  he  decided  to  return  to  England,  where  he  became  a  leader  of 
the  war  party  in  Parliament.  Upon  the  restoration  of  the  Monarchy  he  was 
imprisoned  in  the  Tower,  and  was  executed  on  Tower  Hill,  June  14,  1662.  For  an 
account  of  his  trial  see  No.  1075,  and  for  a  "  Speech  intended  to  have  been 
delivered  by  him  upon  the  Scaffold,  No.  1074.  A  warm  friendship  and 
coincidence  of  opinion  on  religious  freedom  existed  between  Sir  Harry  Vane 
and  Roger  Williams,  but  undoubtedly  the  former,  although  an  early  advocate 
of  the  inviolable  rights  of  conscience  and  the  exemption  of  religion  from  all  civil 
authority,  was  subsequent  in  that  belief  to  Williams  whose  “Liberty  of 
Conscience  ”  and  “  Bloody  'Tenet  of  Persecution  had  appeared  in  1643  nnd  1644* 
(For  the  former  see  No.  10954  In  this  “  Healing  Question  Vane  makes  the, 
at  that  time,  bold  statement  that  every  one  might  give  an  account 
of  himself  in  all  matters  of  worship,  unto  God  and  Christ  alone, 
and  were  not  in  these  things  to  be  oppressed,  or  brought  before  the  judgment 
seat  of  men.  “  For  why  shouldst  thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother  in  matters 

of  his  faith  and  conscience  ”  &c.  . 

The  work  first  appeared  in  1656,  and  according  to  The  Stationers  Advertise¬ 
ment  ”  which  in  the  above  edition,  is  printed  on  the  verso  of  the  last  leaf,  this 
edition,  of  1660,  was  issued  by  reason  of  “  the  former  impression  being  all  sold 
off,  and  it  being  desired  after  by  divers.”

I  am  not  only  above  but  averse  to  both.  I  have  had  more  thanks  than 
I  can  tell  what  to  do  with,  and  more  importunity  to  print  it  than  I  have 
or  shall  listen  unto,  for  I  see  the  nakedness  of  it  well  enough,  this  I 
acknowledge  grieves  me  sadly,  that  coming  a  hard  winter  voyage  over  the 
vast  raging  seas  [from  New  England]  to  do  what  service  I  could  to  my 
country  in  preserving  truth,  and  promoting  peace,  I  am  obstructed  so 

far  as  I  am . I  pray  let  none  take  any  copy  of  this  Sermon,  but 

such  as  are  friends  to  me,  and  have  no  itch  to  publish  it.  It  hath  been 
often  told  mee  with  some  confidence  that  it  is  already  in  the  Presse, 
but  where  and  by  whom  I  cannot  learne.” 

Despite  this  request  for  non  publication,  Stephen  Bowtell  thought  fit  to  issue 
it  but  with  the  following  notice  to  the  “  courteous  reader  "  printed  on  the  back 
of  the  title. 

“  This  sermon  by  a  speciall  Providence  came  into  my  hands.  The  ensuing 
Letter  was  written  by  the  author  to  some  friends,  for  whom  this  copy 
was  prepared.

According  to  John  Ward  Dean  in  his  memoir  of  Nathaniel  Ward,  Albany 
1868,  the  only  copy  traceable  at  that  date  was  in  the  New  York  State  Library 
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at  Albany  (?  has  it  survived  the  fire).  For  what  reason  a  sermon  of  this  nature 
should  have  been  reissued  two  years  after  its  first  appearance  there  is,  as  far 
as  we  can  find  out,  no  evidence  to  show.  It  is  not  merely  a  reissue  of  the  old 
sheets,  but  an  entirely  new  setting  throughout.  The  title,  in  addition  to  the 
difference  in  the  imprint,  has  an  ornamental  frame  instead  of  a  plain  two  line 
border.  The  small  ornament  below  the  author’s  name  is  different.  The  Errata 
which  appeared  in  the  1647  edition  at  the  foot  of  the  second  leaf  of  the  “  Letter 
to  some  Friends  ”  preceeding  the  text,  have  been  corrected.  On  page  1 
the  ornamental  headline  is  different  ;  and  a  curious  mistake  is  apparent  in  the 
half  title  heading  where  the  original  date  of  the  sermon  is  given  as  June  30,  1648, 
instead  of  1647.

Nathaniel  Ward  was  born  in  1578  and  was  educated  at  Cambridge,  England. 
He  studied  and  practiced  law,  but  subsequently  went  in  for  divinity,  and 
becoming  a  preacher,  settled  at  Stondon  Massey  in  Hertfordshire.  He  went 
to  New  England  in  1634,  and  was  appointed  Pastor  of  the  Church  at  Agawam, 
now  Ipswich,  Mass.  He  was  the  author  of  “  The  Body  of  Liberties  ”  (the  first 
Code  of  Laws  established  in  New  England)  adopted  in  1641,  returning  to 
England  in  1646,  he  was  chosen  Minister  of  Shenfield,  Essex,  where  he  died  in 
1652.  A  celebrated  wit,  he  wrote  several  important  pieces,  of  which  the 
above  is  the  best  known.

Mr.  Brinley’s  collection  contained  both  Mather’s 
work  and  Williams’  Answer,  and  in  speaking  of  the  latter  he  says,  “  This  First 
Edition  of  Bishop  Williams’  reply  to  Mather  is  very  rare,  and  the  Second  seems 
to  be  unknown  to  Bibliographers.”  He  does  not  seem  to  have  had  knowledge 
of  the  Third  Edition.  ( See  infra). 

It  was  not  until  1712,  when  Williams’  answer  appeared  in  Boston,  that  Increase 
Mathers  again  took  up  his  pen  and  replied  to  Williams  in  "  Some  Remarks 
on  a  pretended  Answer  ”  a  small  8vo.  volume  bearing  a  joint  London  and 
Boston  imprint,  in  which  he  acknowledges  the  authorship  of  the  “  Brief  Dis¬ 
course  ”  and  in  the  Preface  gives  his  reasons  for  not  having  previously  admitted 
it.

Roger  Williams  arrived  in  London  in  1643,  and  no  doubt  wrote  and  issued 
this  work  as  a  fore-runner  to  his  larger  treatise  on  the  same  subject,  issued  in 
1644  entitled  “  The  Bloody  Tenet  of  Persecution  for  Cause  of  Conscience. 
The  late  Col.  Shepley  of  Providence,  R.  I.  was  the  first  to  direct  attention  to 
the  authorship  of  this  tract,  having  found  a  copy  bound  up  with  the  Bloody 
Tenet.”  Roger  Williams  being  in  London  at  the  time  of  its  issue,  the  wording 
of  the  title-page,  the  reference  to  New  England  on  page  37,  the  general  style  of 
writing  and  the  statement  on  the  last  page  that  '/  I  am  no  stranger  to  foreign 
Countries,  but  that  I  can  find  the  way  thither  again  m  addition  to  the  subject 
generally,  all  convinced  Col.  Shepley  that  no  less  a  person  than  Roger  Williams 
was  the  author.  .  . 

The  leaf  with  Signature  mark  small  a  which  forms  the  fifth  leaf  of  the  prelimin¬ 
ary  is  printed  in  much  smaller  type  than  the  rest  of  the  work  and  has  a  9-line 
list  of  Errata  at  the  foot  of  the  verso.  Our  first  impression  of  this  leaf  was 
that  it  had  been  subsequently  printed,  but  a  close  inspection  of  the  paper  and 
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watermark  shows  that  it  originally  formed  the  fourth  leaf  of  Signature  I  which 
is  the  last  signature  of  the  collation  and  consists  of  only  3  leaves.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  that  it  was  printed  in  the  smaller  type  and  the  matter  crowded  into 
the  one  leaf  in  order  to  save  breaking  into  another  sheet  of  paper.  The  printed 
page  is  somewhat  longer  and  wider  in  measure  than  the  other  pages  and  is  there¬ 
fore  liable  to  be  cut  into,  in  the  present  copy  the  bottom  of  the  leaf  has  been 
turned  up  thus  preserving  it  intact.  When  the  copy  came  into  our  possession 
the  leaf  was  at  the  end  as  printed,  but  we  have  placed  it  in  its  correct  position 
so  that  it  rea,ds  on  from  the  catchword  “  And  ”  at  the  foot  of  the  fourth  leaf. 

The  above  is  a  fine  large  copy  not  cut  into  in  any  way,  which,  on  account  of  the 
printing  being  rather  irregular,  is  very  unusual.  The  Robinson  copy,  sold  in 
1918,  had  the  bottom  of  the  title  page  cropped,  the  date  being  described  as  1642, 
doubtless  caused  by  the  long  lower  half  of  the  figure  3  being  cut  off  giving  it 
the  appearance  of  being  a  2.

Although  the  title-page  states  that  it  was  “  originally  published  in  America 
An  1752  ”  we  have  failed  to  discover  any  such  issue  recorded  by  either  Evans 
or  Sabin.  The  first  account  of  the  College  we  find  mentioned  being  that  issued 
at  Woodbridge,  New  Jersey,  in  1764.  see  Evans  No.  9752 

Apparently  the  work  was  issued  simultaneously  in  London  and  Edinburgh, 
in  folio,  in  1754,  and  also  in  octavo,  in  the  latter  city,  in  the  same  year.  The 
imprint  at  the  foot  of  the  title-page  of  both  the  Edinburgh  and  London  folio 
editions  says  “  Reprinted”  so  that  although  we  have  failed  to  find  a  record 
of  the  American  edition  of  1752,  there  must  have  been  an  earlier  issue  common 
to  both,  unless  the  Edinburgh  octavo  edition  was  the  prototype.  All  editions 
are  of  the  greatest  rarity.  We  have  previously  possessed  only  one  example 
of  each  of  the  Edinburgh  editions,  and  the  only  copy  of  the  London  edition 
known  to  us  is  the  one  in  the  British  Museum.  The  New  Jersey  Subject  Cata¬ 
logue  does  not  mention  the  work. 

In  1896  we  sold  to  Mr.  W.  R.  Weeks  of  New  Jersey  our  former  copy  of  the 
Edinburgh  folio  edition.  He  informed  us  that  he  had  never  previously  met 
with  either  that  or  the  London  edition,  and  he  had  us  make  a  facsimile  reprint 
of  the  latter,  in  a  small  impression  of  10  copies,  from  the  example  in  the  British 
Museum.  We  are  unable  to  state  what  became  of  the  Stevens-Weeks  copy, 
but  it  may  now  rest  in  the  Library  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society. 

The  Account  was  drawn  up  by  Gilbert  Tennent  and  Samuel  Davies, 
Agents  for  the  Trustees  who  first  projected  the  scheme  of  a  Collegiate  Education 
in  the  Province  of  New  Jersey.  In  1747  a  Petition  was  presented  to  his  Ex¬ 
cellency,  Jonathan  Belcher,  Governor  of  the  Province,  praying  for  the  grant 
of  a  Charter  for  the  establishment  of  a  public  Seminary  of  Literature  in  New 
Jersey.  His  Excellency,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Council,  was  pleased  to 
comply  with  the  request,  and  ordered  a  Charter  to  pass  the  Seals,  incorporating 
sundry  Gentiemen,  to  the  number  of  twenty  three,  by  the  name  of  The  Trustees 
o)  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  with  himself,  as  representing  the  King,  to  act  as 

L  A  CoIQcIl  L  . 

The  Trustees,  thus  authorized,  at  once  applied  themselves  to  form  Rules  and 
Regulations,  and  Aaron  Burr  was  appointed  first  Head  of  the  Infant  Academy. 
Rapid  progress  was  made,  but  notwithstanding  many  donations  from  people 
in  the  Province  the  expences  outgrew  the  income,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
appeal  for  help  m  the  Mother  Country.  The  above  Account  was  therefore 
drawn  up  and  distributed  amongst  all  those  who  might  be  interested  in  “  A 
design  which  not  only  tends  to  promote  the  weal  of  the  British  Inhabitants 
but  aiso  of  the  German  Emigrants,  and  to  spread  the  Gospel  amongst  the  be- 
nighted  Indian  Tribes  and  attach  them  to  his  Majesty's  Government  ”  while 
acting  as  a  check  upon  the  growth  of  the  French  in  America,  and  furnishing 
various  assistances  in  time  of  war  against  the  common  Enemy.”

***  Like  the  foregoing  we  have  only  met  with  one  other  copy  of  this 
extremely  rare  piece,  and  apparently  it  is  not  mentioned  by  Sabin,  nor  is 
there  a  copy  in  the  British  Museum. 

It  has  no  regular  title  page  or  imprint,  but  the  title,  as  given  above,  runs  in 
six  lines  across  the  top  of  page  I.  The  petition  occupies  the  firss  1^  pages.  It  is 
dated  “  London,  Winchester  Street,  near  Little  Moor-Gate,  Jan.  "19,  1754,  and 
is  followed  by  an  attestation  of  the  Design  of  the  Mission  signed  by  68  prominent 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in  London.  Then  comes  the  recommendation  of  the 
Design  of  the  College  by  the  Society  in  Scotland  for  Propagating  Christian 
Knowledge,  followed  by  a  letter  dated  September,  1752,  signed  by  Joseph  Sewell 
on  behalf  of  the  associated  Pastors  of  Boston,  New  England,  in  which  while 
mentioning  the  great  need  of  their  own  College  in  Cambridge  for  further  bene¬ 
factions,  they  express  their  approval  of  the  College  in  New  Jersey  and  pray  for 
the  beneficence  of  all  those  desirous  for  the  advancement  of  learning  in  the 
British  Colonies  in  America.

*  This  important  correspondence  covers  the  period  of  the  war  between 
England  and  Holland  1663-1667,  and  includes  the  Negociations  which  led  up 
to  the  Treaty  of  Breda,  July  21,  1667,  by  which  New  York  was  finally  ceded 
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to  England.  The  letters  contain  many  references  to  New  York  or  Nouvelle 
Belgique  as  it  was  called  by  the  French.  The  Comte  d’  Estrades  was  one  of  the 
most  eminent  negociators  of  his  period  and  was  in  1661  Ambassador  to  England. 
The  above  transcription  of  his  correspondence  was  made  contemporaneously, 
possibly  for  some  high  official,  and  the  two  volumes  which  are  beautifully  and 
clearly  written  in  one  hand,  extend  to  1610  and  1216  pages.

The  volume  may  therefore  be  considered  as  one  of  the  very  earliest  works 
relating  to  NEW  YORK,  and  although  one  year  later  than  the  original  Dutch 
edition,  is  far  to  be  preferred  through  being  in  the  French  language.

***  Sir  George  Downing  was  a  nephew  of  John  Winthrop,  Governor  of  New 
England,  and  the  second  graduate  of  Harvard  College.  Shortly  after  graduating 
he  returned  to  England,  and  in  1657  was  appointed,  by  Cromwell,  ambassador 
to  The  Hague,  To  him  is  attributed  the  celebrated  “  Navigation  Act  ”  to  which 
England  owed  so  much  of  her  naval  power,  and  no  one  was  more  instrumental 
than  he  in  bringing  the  Dutch  colony  of  New  Netherland  under  English 
Dominion.  He  was  charged  by  the  Dutch  with  instigating  the  war  with 
England  and  became  so  unpopular  as  to  be  compelled  to  leave  Holland.  By

“  This  is  very  far  from  being  a  surprise,  or  anything  of  that  nature,  it  being 
notoriously  known,  that  that  spot  of  Land  lyes  within  the  limits,  and 
is  part  of  the  possession  of  New  England  (as  appears  most  evidently 
by  their  Charter)  and  that  those  few  Dutch  that  have  lived  there  merely 
upon  connivence  and  sufferance,  and  not  as  having  any  right  thereunto  ; 
and  that  this  hath  from  time  to  time,  and  from  year  to  year,  been 
declared  unto  them,  but  yet  so  as  that  the  English  were  contented 
to  suffer  them  to  remain  there,  provided  they  would  demean  themselves 
peaceably  and  quietly  ;  but  that  the  said  Dutch,  not  contenting  them¬ 
selves  therewith,  did  still  endeavour  to  encroach  further  and  further 
upon  the  English,  imposing  their  Laws  and  Customs,  and  endeavouring 
to  raise  contributions  and  Excises  upon  them,  and  in  places  where  no 

Dutch  were  or  had  ever  been . And  as  to  what  is  said  in  the  said 

Paper,  as  if  though  the  English  should  formerly  have  had  any  pretence 
to  the  said  place,  that  yet  the  said  pretence  is  cut  off  by  the  Fifteenth 
Article  of  the  late  Treaty  ”  &c.,  &c.  see  infra.

The  work,  which  was  privately  printed,  relates  principally  to  the  affairs  of 
the  English  and  Dutch  West  India  Companies  and  the  pretensions  of  the  latter, 
with  the  right  of  Great  Britain  to  New  Netherland,  or  New  York,  which  the 
Dutch  claimed  by  reason  of  their  being  in  occupation  there  for  some  forty  or 
fifty  years,  and  which  they  had  occupied  when  it  was  deserted  and  uninhabited  ; 
although  they  acknowledged  that  that  part  of  North  America  was  within  the 
Patents  granted  to  New  England,  and  that  the  English  did  take  possession  of 
and  inhabit  the  Land  long  before  any  Dutch  went  there. 

“  The  settling  of  the  Dutch  in  New  Netherland  (so  called)  was  upon 
permission  granted  them  by  the  English  for  their  shipping,  to  take  in 
wood  and  water  there  when  they  did  come  into  those  parts,  but  the 
English  did  never  grant  them  the  Soveraignty  thereof,  but  that  the 
said  Company  (as  they  doe  elsewhere)  did  upon  precarious  admission 
connivance,  incroach  from  time  to  time  upon  the  English.”  &c.

Lord  Sommers  was  also  charged,  together  with  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  and  Richard 
Earl  of  Bellomont,  Governor  of  New  York  and  New  England,  and  others  in 
high  stations,  with  procuring  a  Commission  to  be  granted  to  William  Kidd,  to 
apprehend  and  take  into  custody  divers  persons  and  all  Pirates  he  could  meet 
with  upon  the  Coasts  or  Seas  of  America.  And  that  afterwards  Lord  Sommers 
did  with  the  assistance  of  the  others  procure  a  Grant  from  His  Majesty  whereby 
all  the  Ships,  Goods,  &c.,  of  certain  persons  who  had  committed  Piracies  upon 
the  Seas  in  America,  but  never  convicted  or  attained  for  the  same,  or  which 
had  been  taken  or  seized  upon  by  William  Kidd,  Commander  of  the  Adventure 
Galley,  were  granted  unto  the  Earl  of  Bellomont  and  others  to  their  sole  use 
and  benefit,  and  that  the  Lord  Sommers  by  procuring  the  said  Grant  was  guilty 
of  a  notorious  breach  of  his  duty.

***  This  collection  consists  principally  of  official  Declarations,  Letters, 
Speeches  to  Parliament  and  Treaties  relating  to  the  war  between  England  and 
the  Dutch  from  the  year  1 664  down  to  the  peace  signed  at  Breda,  July  2 1  /3 1 , 1 667 , 
and  afterwards  from  Charles  II’s  Declaration  of  War  on  March,  17,  167J  down 
to  the  Treaty  of  Peace  concluded  at  Westminster,  February,  9/19,  167!-  .  It 
forms  a  gathering  of  the  highest  importance  for  the  history  of  the  struggle 
between  the  two  Nations  for  the  possession  of  the  Dutch  North  American  Colony 
of  New  Netherland  afterwards  called  by  the  English,  New  York. 

The  early  history  of  the  English  title  to  the  Colony  has  always  been  more  or 
less  involved  in  obscurity  scarcely  any  specific  mention  of  the  place  being  made 
in  the  official  documents  of  the  period.  Almost  from  the  time  when  the  Hollan¬ 
ders  established  a  trading  post  in  the  New  Netherlands  in  1621  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Dutch  West  India  Company  ( see  No.  1145)  there  had  been  continual 
friction  with  the  English  in  the  neighbouring  Colony  of  New  England.  It  is 
said  that  Cromwell  had  the  intention  of  settling  matters  by  conquering  the  Dutch 
Colony,  but  abandoned  the  idea  for  greater  advantages  which  he  obtained  by 
the  Treaty  of  1654.  Under  that  Treaty  the  Dutch  title  to  New  Netherlands 
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was  formally  recognised  by  England.  Notwithstanding  the  Navigation  Act 
of  1660,  the  English  in  New  England,  Virginia,  and  Maryland  continued  to  trade 
with  Dutch  vessels  to  the  great  loss  of  Revenue  to  the  English  farmers  of  the 
Customs,  who  obtained  their  monoply  by  making  large  payments  to  the  King. 
The  loss  of  Revenue  from  this  illicit  trading  was  so  great  that  in  1663,  the  farmers 
of  the  Customs  petitioned  the  King  for  redress.  In  January,  1664,  the  Dutch 
demanded  the  settling  of  a  definite  Boundary  Line  between  the  English  and 
Dutch  possessions  in  North  America.  That  demand  following  close  upon  the 
Petition  of  the  Customs-farmers,  determined  Charles  and  his  Parliament  to  fit 
out  an  expedition  against  the  Dutch  in  America.  A  Patent  was  issued  on 
March  12,  1664,  granting  to  the  King’s  brother  James,  Duke  of  York,  certain 
tracts  of  land  in  America  which  included  all  the  country  held  by  the  Dutch. 
A  secret  expedition  was  fitted  out  and  placed  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Richard  Nicolls.  who  sailed  from  Portsmouth  on  the  15th  of  May,  1664.  On 
the  29th  of  August,  in  the  same  year,  New  Amsterdam  capitulated  and  Nicolls, 
in  the  name  of  the  Duke  of  York,  took  possession  of  the  vast  country  granted 
to  him  by  the  Royal  Patent.  Meanwhile  the  Dutch  at  home  hearing  rumours 
of  the  expedition  against  their  American  Colony  declared  war,  but  although 
the  contest  was  carried  on  by  them  with  vigour  on  the  seas  in  Europe  no  attempt 
was  made  to  recover  New  Netherlands.  The  French,  jealous  of  the  success  of 
the  English  fleets  over  the  Dutch,  on  January  16,  i66£  declared  war  on  England . 
Charles  immediately  replied  by  a  counter  declaration  of  war.  Finally  after 
three  years  of  contest,  peace  was  re-established  at  Breda  on  §*  July,  1667. 
C see  Nos.  1  and  2  above). 

Under  Article  three  of  that  part  of  the  Treaty  made  between  England  and  the 
States  General,  the  former  was  confirmed  in  her  occupation  of  the  New  Nether¬ 
lands,  not  by  specific  mention  but  under  the  general  terms  of  that  Article  which 
reads, 

“  That  both  parties  and  either  of  them  shall  keep  and  possess  hereafter 
with  plenary  Right  of  Sovereignty,  Proprietry  and  Possession,  all  such 
Lands,  Islands,  Cities,  Forts,  Places  and  Colonies  as  during  this  War 
or  in  any  former  times  before  this  war  they  have  by  force  of  Arms,  or  any 
other  way  whatsoever,  gotten  and  detained  from  the  other  Party.” 

Thus  was  England  confirmed  in  her  first  title  to  New  Netherlands,  not  only 
by  her  conquest,  but  by  Treaty  recognition. 

No  sooner  however,  was  the  Treaty  signed  than  the  Dutch  recommenced 
their  vexatious  policy  by  breaching  various  of  its  Articles  till  at  last  Charles, 
finding  it  impossible  to  bring  them  to  reasonable  observance  of  their  obligations, 
felt  himself  compelled  to  again  declare  War,  which  he  did  on  the  17th  of  March, 
167J,  his  reasons  being  fully  set  forth  in  the  Declaration  against  the  States 
General,  March  167^.  ( see  No.  5  above)  Hostilities  were  again  prosecuted  with 
vigour  and  with  varying  success  on  both  sides,  the  New  Netherlands  being  retaken 
by  the  Dutch.  Charles  continually  applied  to  Parliament  for  the  voting  of  the 
necessary  supplies,  but  at  the  same  time  expressed  his  willingness  to  make 
Peace  if  honourable  terms  were  offered.  Finally  in  his  speech  to  both  Houses 
of  Parliament,  January  7,  167!  ( see  No.  6  above),  Charles  asked  for  further 
supplies  saying, 

“  I  desire  you  to  consider  that  as  the  war  cannot  be  well  made  without 
a  supply,  so  neither  can  a  good  Peace  be  had  without  being  in  a  posture 
of  war.  I  am  very  far  from  being  in  love  with  war,  but  if  I  saw  any 
likelyhood  of  Peace  without  dishonour  to  myself  and  damage  to  you, 

I  would  soon  embrace  it.  But  no  proposals  of  Peace  have  yet  been 
offered  which  can  be  imagined  with  content  to  conclude  but  only  to 
amuse.  Therefore  the  way  to  good  Peace  is  to  set  out  a  good  fleet.”  &c. 

Only  seventeen  days  after  this  Charles  again  addressed  Parliament  ( see  No.  7, 
above)  saying  that  in  the  meantime  the  Dutch  had  sent  him  a  letter  by  the 
Spanish  Ambassador  offering  "  some  terms  of  Peace  upon  conditions  formally 
drawn  up  and  in  a  more  decent  stile  than  before.” 

This  letter  from  the  States  General  (appended  to  the  Speech  Nb.7  above)  is 
of  the  greatest  importance  for  it  contained  the  specific  offer  of  the  restitution  of 
“  SO  CONSIDERABLE  AN  ACQUISITION  AS  THE  NEW  NETHERLANDS,  WITHOUT 
HOPING  FOR  ANYTHING  IN  EXCHANGE.” 

Accompanying  the  letter  was  a  definite  draft  of  a  Treaty  (also  appended  to 
No.  7  above)  in  which  Article  IV.  embodies  that  offer.  The  overture  for  Peace 
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was  evidently  accepted  by  Parliament  and  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  days  the 
Treaty  as  drafted  by  the  Dutch  had  been  revised,  amended,  and  agreed  upon 
and  definitely  signed  at  Westminster,  Feb.  j°#  ,  167!.  By  Article  VI.  of  the 
Treaty  (see  Nos  8  and  9  above),  corresponding  to  Article  IV  of  the  original  Dutch 
draft,  the  New  Netherlands  were  finally  ceded  to  Great  Britain  and  became 
the  English  Colony  of  New  York. 

It  is  difficult  to  find  reason  for  the  fact  that  so  little  actual  mention  of  the 
New  Netherlands  is  to  be  found  in  the  printed  pieces  of  the  period  and  why  so 
much  greater  prominence  seems  to  be  given  to  the  less  important  Dutch  Colony  of 
Surinam.  However  the  direct  offer  of  the  restitution  of  New  Netherland  which 
appears  in  the  Letter  of  the  States  General  as  one  of  the  inducements  to  Peace 
and  which  is  embodied  in  Article  IV.  of  their  draft  Treaty  ( Vide  No.  7  above ) 
supplies  the  link  which  always  appeared  to  be  wanting  in  the  corresponding 
Article  VI.  of  the  actual  Treaty  signed  at  Westminster,  which,  although  including 
the  renunciation  of  New  Netherlands  by  the  Dutch,  reads  only  in  general  terms 
of  the  restitution  of  all  Countries,  Islands,  Towns,  Fortresses,  &c.,  taken  by 
either  party  “  since  the  beginning  of  the  late  unhappy  war.” 

The  same  observation  also  applies  to  the  Draft  Articles  which  Charles  II 
submitted  in  October,  1673,  in  answer  to  a  Memorial  from  the  States  General 
presented  through  the  Spanish  Ambassador  (vide  R  of  the  allied  pieces)  although 
specific  mention  is  there  made  of  Surinam. 

These  Papers  like  most  of  the  Official  Documents  of  the  period  were  published 
almost  simultaneously  by  the  King’s  printers  both  in  London  and  Edinburgh. 
The  above  collection  contains  both  London  and  Edinburgh  editions  of  the 
important  Westminster  Treaty.  We  have  inspected  the  printed  Journals  of 
the  Houses  of  Lords  and  Commons  in  the  British  Museum  and  find  both  the 
King’s  Speeches  recorded  in  full  in  both  Journals,  but  the  Letter  from  the  States 
General  and  their  Proposals  for  Peace  are  recorded  only  in  the  Journal  of  the 
House  of  Lords.  The  Articles  of  Peace  as  actually  signed  at  Westminster  do 
not  seem  to  be  entered  in  either  series.  These  Lords  and  Commons  Journals 
were  not  printed  from  the  original  Mss.  till  about  1772,  hence,  from  a  collectors 
point  of  view,  they  have  no  bearing  on  the  value  of  these  original  contemporary 
Printed  Papers. 

Sabin  Vol.  I  No.  2146  mentions  the  London  edition  of  the  Westminster  Treaty, 
but  seems  to  have  had  no  knowledge  of  the  edition  printed  at  Edinburgh.

***  The  scheme  to  form  a  Dutch  West  India  Company  was  first  broached  in 
1592,  by  William  Usselinx,  an  Antwerp  merchant,  and  a  plan  for  its  formation 
was  drawn  up  in  1606,  but  various  reasons,  political  and  commercial,  prevented 
the  consummation  of  the  project.  In  16x8  the  design,  never  quite  relinquished, 
again  came  to  life,  but  still  various  reasons  delayed  the  consent  of  the  States 
(Tengral,  However,  in  1621,  the  matter  was  at  last  settled  and  the  Grdonnan- 
tien  ende  Articulen  ”  which  practically  constitute  the  Charter  of  the  Company, 
were  promulated  at  the  Hague.  In  1623,  the  Company  took  possession  of  that 
part  of  North  America  watered-by  the  Hudson  River  and  called  it  New  Nether¬ 
lands  where  they  founded  the  City  of  New  Amsterdam,  now  known  as  New  York. 

The  above  translation  into  English  of  the  -Ordonnantienende  Articulen,”  which 
must  be  looked  upon  as  the  Genesis  of  the  foundation  of  the  Dutch  Colony,  is 
a  tract  of  the  very  highest  rarity.  According  to  the  Short  Title  Catalogue 
but  three  other  copies  are  known  in  England,  i.e.  British  Museum,  Bodleian  and 
Harmsworth  Libraries,  while  only  one  copy  has  been  located  in  America,  that 
in  the  Huntington  Library.  See  illustration  No.  21.

For  the  Third 
Issue,  see  infra.  Smith  in  his  Bibliotheca  Quakeriana  only  mentions  one  issue, 
in  1670,  after  the  First,  but  as  he  does  not  repeat  the  title  or  note  the  pagination 
we  are  unable  to  determine  which  he  records  of  the  two  issues  offered  here. 

Penn  and  Mead  were  charged  with  unlawfully  and  tumultuously  assembling, 
with  divers  other  persons,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Peace  of  the  King,  by  reason 
whereof  a  great  concourse  and  tumult  of  people,  then  and  there,  a  long  time  did 
remain  and  continue,  in  contempt  of  the  said  Lord  the  King,  and  of  his  Law, 
to  the  great  disturbance  of  its  Peace,  to  the  terror  and  disturbance  of  many  of 
his  Liege  people  and  subjects,  to  the  ill  example  of  all  others,  and  against  the 
Peace  of  the  King,  his  Crown  and  Dignity.  The  two  prisoners  were  found 
«  not  Guilty”  but  the  Bench  being  dissatisfied  with  the  verdict,  the  Recorder 
fined  each  man  of  the  Jury  40  Marks  with  imprisonment  until  paid,  and  finally 
committed  the  two  prisoners  and  the  Jury  to  Newgate  Prison  for  non-payment 
of  their  fines.  Such  was  Justice  in  the  Seventeenth  Century.

The  volume  extends  to  202  leaves  folio  size.  The  title,  which  is  surrounded 
by  an  ornamental  border,  bears  in  the  centre  the  arms  of  Don  Fray  Francisco 
de  Borja,  Archbishop  of  La  Plata,  &  Viceroy  of  the  Province.  The  very  large 
and  fine  water  colour  drawing  of  the  City  of  La  Plata,  inserted  at  folio  40 
depicts  an  extensive  city  lying  immediately  under  two  high  mountains  named 
Chevruguilla  and  Sicasica,  both  of  which  are  surmounted  by  a  cross.  It  has  a 
large  coat  of  arms  in  each  of  the  top  corners,  which  from  the  description  on 
foho  12  of  the  MS  (  it  was  granted  the  rank  of  a  city  in  1559  with  arms  '*) 
are  undoubtedly  those  of  the  City.  In  the  bottom  left  corner  is  depicted  a 
Spaniard  on  a  horse  followed  by  an  Indian  on  foot,  and  in  the  bottom  right 
corner  a  priest,  leading  a  mule,  accompanied  by  a  dog. 

The  water  colour  drawing  of  three  Indians  is  very  interesting  as  showing 
the  costumes  worn  by  the  natives  at  the  period.  The  printed  and  manuscript 
pieces  inserted  by  way  of  ‘  Exhibits  ”  are  of  the  highest  importance  They  a?e 
very  necessary  to  the  illustrating  of  the  narrative  and  were  included  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Royal  Command  that  “  if  there  are  any  histories,  accounts  des¬ 
criptions,  old  or  recent  discoveries,  &c.  either  printed  or  in  MS  they  are  to 
be  forwarded.  The  former  of  are  of  the  highest  rarity,  one  being  apparently

goes  on  to  state  that  “  the  King  gave  orders  accordingly,  but  nothing  has 
been  done  and  there  is  consequently  much  unhappiness  and  misery.” 

We  do  not  find  that  this  rare  and  important  document  is  known  or 
recorded,  but  from  the  fact  that  it  has  no  title  or  imprint  it  is  difficult  to 
trace  with  certainty.

*  These  Ordinances,  for  the  welfare  and  conservation  of  the  Indians 
and  for  remedying  the  excesses  which  the  “  Corregidore  ”  commit  in  treating 
and  contracting  with  them,  had  already  been  issued  in  1594  and  printed  at 
Lima  in  that  year.  (Cf.  Medina.  La  Emprenta  en  Lima).  The  abuses 
coming  again  into  prominence,  the  Ordinances  were  reissued  in  1614.  This 
second  edition  appears  to  be  even  rarer  than  the  first,  for  Medina  (Op.  cit.

From  this  general  description  the  great  historical  value  and  importance  of 
this  work  will  readily  be  realised,  but  in  order  that  it  may  be  fully  appreciated, 
it  is  necessary  to  give  an  account  of  its  inception  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  it  came  to  be  written  and  brought  to  a  successful  completion. 

Sometime  about  the  year  1635,  it  was  designed  and  ordered  by  King  Philip 
IV.  of  Spain,  that  his  Chief  Chronicler  of  the  Indies,  Don  Thomas  Tamayo  de 
Vargas,  should  write  in  full  detail  a  General  and  Ecclesiastical  History 
of  the  Spanish  Provinces  in  the  New  World.  By  a  Royal  Cedula  (the 
original  of  which,  in  the  handwriting  of  Vargas,  is  said  to  be  still  preserved  at 
Madrid),  the  Viceroys  of  the  various  Provinces  were  required  to  furnish  Reports 
on  the  Provinces  under  their  jurisdiction,  to  be  drawn  up  by  duly  qualified 
persons  appointed  by  them.  The  History  of  the  City  of  La  Plata  (now  Chu- 
quisaca  or  Sucre  in  Bolivia),  Province  of  Los  Charcas  and  new  Kingdom  of 
Toledo  in  the  Western  Parts  of  the  great  Empire  of  Peru,  was  entrusted  by  the 
Viceroy  Francisco  de  Borja,  to  the  Licentiate  Father  Ramires  del  Aguila,  Rector 
of  the  Holy  Metropolitan  Church  of  the  City  of  La  Plata. 

Aguila  describes  himself  as  a  person  “  who  for  forty  years  had  resided  in  these 
Provinces  and  served  therein  the  Offices  of  Priest  to  the  Indians  for  29  years 
past,  of  Vicar,  of  Visitor,  of  General  Synodal  and  Royal  Examiner,  or  Provisor 
and  Vicar  General  and  Judge  of  Appeals,  being  thus  enabled  to  acquire  the 
learning  and  expert  knowledge  of  the  matters  related  herein  as  one  who  has  been 
and  still  is  an  eye  witness.” 


The  instructions  sent  out  to  the  Viceroys  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council 
of  the  Indians  under  the  Royal  Cedula  were  very  explicit  as  to  the  nature  cf 
the  information  required  to  be  furnished.  Hence  the  work  is  very  detailed  and 
includes  full  particulars  of  the  settlement  of  the  country,  its  people,  its  mines 
and  minerals,  civil  government,  ecclesiatical  government,  condition  and  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Indians,  their  costumes,  property,  manners,  customs,  &c.,  &c. 
The  author,  holding,  the  Office  of  Priest  to  the  Indians,  had  naturally  a  great 
deal  to  say  about  them,  and  in  describing  their  manners  and  customs  he  mainly 
agrees  with  the  earlier  author,  the  Inca  Garcilasso  de  la  Vega,  and  shows  that 
many  of  their  ancient  ideas  and  practices  were  still  in  vogue  in  1639.  There 
is  also  a  long  account  of  the  mines  of  Potosi  and  the  employment  of  the  Indians 
therein  He  also  has  much  to  say  about  the  government  of  the  Indians  and  the 
Regulations  officially  made  and  published  for  their  good  treatment  and  preser¬ 
vation  but  he  regrets  to  state  that  although  these  Regulations  would  have  been 
adequate  if  they  had  been  obeyed,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  enforce  them  and 
that  consequently  the  Indians  suffered  greatly  in  their  treatment.

The  dispute  between  William  Penn  and  Lord  Baltimore  regarding  the  boundary 
between  Peensylvania  and  Maryland  was  at  its  height  when  the  death  of  Charles 

II.  and  the  accession  of  James  II.  brought  increased  danger  to  the  security  of 
the  latter’s  tenure  of  his  American  possessions.  The  liberal  Charter  of  Maryland 
see  No.  1452)  was  specially  odious  to  the  King,  who  in  April,  1687,  issued  an 
Order  in  Council  directing  the  prosecution  of  a  Writ  of  Quo  Warranto  against 
it,  but  before  judgment  could  be  obtained  the  Revolution  of  1688  had  put  an 
end  to  the  Stuart  dynasty.  Upon  the  accession  of  William  and  Mary,  the  Privy 
Council  directed  Lord  Baltimore  to  cause  their  Majesties  to  be  proclaimed  in 
Maryland,  but  owing  to  the  death  of  the  messenger  the  proclamation  did  not 
take  place,  although  their  Majesties  had  been  proclaimed  in  the  other  American 
Colonies.  Information  of  this  was  sent  to  England  from  Virginia,  and  his

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Lordship  was  summoned  before  the  Board  of  Trade.  After  explaining  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  he  was  requested  to  despatch  duplicate  instructions,  but  before 
they  could  arrive  the  Proprietory  Government  had  ceased  to  exist,  and  J ohn  Coode 
had  formed  an  “  Association  for  asserting  the  rights  of  King  William  and  Queen 
Mary  in  the  Provinces  of  Maryland.”  Those,  in  England,  who  had  benefited 
by  a  Protestant  Revolution  were  naturally  disposed  to  look  with  favor  upon  a 
similar  occurrance  in  America,  and  thus  despite  the  protestations  and  efforts 
of  Lord  Baltimore  to  maintain  his  position,  the  King  in  Council  directed  the 
Attorney  General  to  proceed  against  the  Charter  and  to  draft  a  Commission  for 
a  Royal  Governor.  On  the  12th  of  March,  1691,  the  Queen  wrote  to  the  Grand 
Committee  of  Maryland  that  the  Province  was  taken  under  the  King’s  immediate 
superintendence,  and  that  Sir  Lionel  Copley  would  be  appointed  Governor. 
In  the  following  August  Copley  received  his  Commission,  left  England,  and 
reached  Maryland  early  in  1692,  where  he  immediately  caused  to  be  passed  an 
Act  of  Recognition  wherein  it  was  declared  that  William  and  Mary  were  Sover¬ 
eigns  of  England  and  all  its  Dominions.  He  died  in  Maryland  in  1693,  being 
succeeded  by  Captain  Francis  Nicholson.  See  illustration  No.  26.

We  have  never  before  met  with  a  copy  having  both  of  these  titles, 
nor  can  we  find  the  first  one  recorded  ;  the  second  being  the  one  which 
is  usually  found  in  the  book.  The  first  was  probably  cancelled  owing  to  the 
omission  on  it  of  any  reference  to  the  second  voyage  into  Tartary,  and  the 
Spanish  invasion  of  California.  The  Advertisement  leaf  informs  us  “  that  the 
two  Expeditions  of  the  Emperour  of  China,  were  faithfully  translated  into  French 
from  the  Letters  of  the  Famous  Father  Verbiest,  who  attended  that  Emperour 
in  both  Journeys  ;  and  that  the  Narrative  of  the  Spaniards  late  Descent  on  the 
Island  of  California,  was  likewise  translated  into  French  from  a  Spanish  Relation, 
taken  from  the  Letters  of  the  Admiral  himself,  who  was  the  chief  Commander 
in  that  Enterprize.”  It  does  not  however  inform  us  of  the  name  of  the  person  who 
translated  the  whole  into  English.

Arthur  Dobbs  was  born  in  1689,  became  Surveyor  General  in  Ireland  in  1730, 
later  interested  himself  in  the  discovery  of  a  North  West  Passage  and  in  1744 
published  “  An  Account  of  the  Countries  adjourning  to  Hudson' s  Bay  "  ( see  Nos. 
1682  and  1683).  In  1754  he  was  appointed  Governor  of  North  Carolina  where 
he  persistantly  upheld  the  Royal  Prerogative  until  his  death  in  1765.

***  Excessively  rare  privately  printed  pamphlet,  of  which  we  have  not  seen 
a  copy  for  many  years.  It  is  particularly  important  reciting  as  it  does  the  full 
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mode  of  procedure  in  the  transfer  of  lands  in  Florida  from  their  Spanish  owners 
to  British  subjects,  after  the  cession  of  the  province  to  Great  Britain  by  the 
Treaty  of  Paris  in  1763.  Mr.  Gordon  who  resided  in  South  Carolina, 
immediately  after  the  signing  of  Peace,  conceived  the  idea  of  purchasing 
and  settling  large  tracts  of  land  in  Florida  under  the  provisions  of  Article  XX. 
which  granted  special  permission  to  the  Spanish  inhabitants  to  sell  their  Estates 
provided  it  be  to  His  Britannick  Majesty’s  subjects.  By  October  1763,  Gordon 
had  purchased  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Augustine  to  the  extent  of  several 
hundred  thousand  acres  costing  upwards  of  ten  thousand  pounds.  All  the 
deeds  were  duly  approved  and  registered  before  the  Spanish  Royal  Notary 
according  to  the  then  prevailing  custom  in  Florida.  As  there  was  no  British 
Magistracy  yet  established  in  Florida,  the  deeds  were,  on  December  1st,  1763, 
all  produced  to  Major  Francis  Ogilvie,  Commander-in-Chief  of  East  Florida, 
who  gave  a  certificate  that  proof  had  been  made  before  him  of  their  due  execution. 
Immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  Governor  Grant  at  St.  Augustine  in  August, 
1764,  application  was  made  to  record  the  Deeds  in  the  Register  Office,  but  the 
Governor  imformed  Mr.  Gordon’s  Agent  that  he  had  special  commands  from 
His  Majesty  not  to  admit  any  claims  excepting  such  only  as  had  been  first  presented 
and  had  received  his  royal  approbation  on  a  proper  examination  by  the  Crown 
Lawyers  in  England.  The  Governor  then  proceeded  to  grant  certain  of  the 
land  to  other  parties,  entirely  ignoring  Mr.  Gordon’s  claims.  Mr.  Gordon  then 
petitioned  the  Governor,  who  informed  him  that  his  best  mode  of  procedure  was 
a  Memorial  direct  to  the  King.  A  Memorial  was  duly  prepared,  and  after  long 
delay  permission  was  given,  in  1786,  for  him  to  bring  an  action  for  tresspass  in 
the  Courts  of  Florida.  This  he  was  unable  to  do,  as  the  only  Lawyer  in  the 
Colony  was  the  Attorney  General  who  was  directed  to  take  upon  him  the  defence 
of  the  grantee  of  the  Crown.  After  further  protracted  negotiations  Mr.  Gordon 
left  Florida  for  England,  where  he  personally  presented  a  Memorial  to  the  King 
The  above  Case  recites  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  in  this  most  important  affair, 
The  Papers  included  in  the  Appendix  are  particularly  interesting  as  they  include 
all  the  Deeds  as  far  back  as  1676.  The  Plan  depicts  the  lands  of  the  Estate 
called  Palica,  near  St.  Augustine,  settled  by  Juan  Chrysostomo  in  that  year.

Howgill’s  Deceiver  of  the  Nations  issued  in  the  same  year  (see  No.  1424).  It 
does  not  however  include  the  account  of  the  sufferings  of  Thomas  Thurston  as 
narrated  in  that  tract,  but  it  contains  "  A  Declaration  of  some  part  of  the 
sufferings  of  the  People  of  God  in  scorn  called  Quakers,  from  the  Professors 
in  New  England  ”  as  witnessed  by  John  Rous  and  John  Copland,  which  was 
not  included  by  Howgill.

imprisoned  during  the  period  of  the  Commonwealth  and  during  the  early  days  of 
Charles  II.

%*  In  this  excessively  rare  tract  the  author  follows  his  description  of  the  life 
story  of  Hellier  with  16  pages  of  moral  and  practical  "  Reflections  ”  containing 
an  account  of  Virginia  “  itself  a  very  fertile,  good  and  pleasant  country.” 
Also  observations  on  the  subject  of  colonization  and  the  social  life  of  Virginia 
at  the  period.  Speaking  to  those  contemplating  emigrating  to  that  colony  he 
says  :  “  Anyone  who  is  but  able  to  inure  himself  to  the  axe,  and  the  howe  need 
never  to  repent  his  coming  hither,”  but  he  warns  those  “  persons  nicely  educated, 
or  train’d  to  a  seductarv  life  that  unless  they  come  over  on  their  proper  cost 
they  cannot  expect  equal  success  with  lusty  labouring  men.”  And  as  he 
succinctly  puts  it  “  Wherefor  each  Virginy  Planter  cares  not  how  little  he  or  his 
are  guilty  of  book  leaning,  so  he  can  but  handle  an  axe  or  howe  dexterously  ” 
and  again,  “  Tis  more  for  the  interest  of  Virginia  to  have  their  servants  chop 
Logs  lustily,  than  to  chop  Logick.”  And  doubtless  his  statement  :  “  tis  well 
known  to  this  day,  that  many  having  deserved  the  Gallows  in  England  have 
(after  their  arrival  here)  done  very  well  ;  leading  a  creditably,  comfortable,  and 
for  ought  I  can  understand,  a  plausible  honest  life  ”  might  also  very  well  apply  to 
some  of  the  early  settlers  of  England's  more  recent  colonies.  Virginia  must  not 
be  stigmatised  with  having  had  a  monopoly  of  vagabonds  for  her  settlers  included 
very  many  of  our  bravest  and  best.

***  Hutchins  served  with  considerable  distinction  during  the  period  of  the 
French  and  Indian  War,  and  under  Colonel  Bouquet  at  Fort  Pitt,  the  plan  of 
which  he  laid  out.  He  was  later  engaged  with  Captain  Harry  Gordon  in  a 
survey  of  the  country  bordering  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  from  Pittsburg  to  New 
Orleans,  and  there  is  little  doubt,  that  much  of  the  information  given  in  the 
above  work  was  gleaned  during  that  adventurous  voyage.  ( See  No.  2012). 
He  afterwards  went  to  England  where  he  got  into  serious  trouble  with  the 
British  Government  for  holding  a  supposed  correspondence  with  Benjamin 
Franklin,  who  was  then  acting  as  American  Ambassador  at  the  Court  of  France. 
Returning  to  America,  via  France,  he  joined  the  Southern  army  under  General 
Green,  and  on  the  close  of  the  war  he  was  appointed  Geographer  General  to  the 
United  States,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death  which  took  place  at  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  April  28,  1789. 

Captain  Kennedy,  whose  Journal  is  appended,  started  on  July  23,  1773,  from 
Kaskaskias  in  the  Illinois  Country,  and  journeyed  up  the  Illinois  River 'to  its 
headwaters,  returning  about  the  end  of  August  in  the  same  year.  This  is  the 
first  appearance  of  his  Journal  in  print.

After  a  few 
months  tarry  at  Charleston,  he  started  with  five  white  men  and  four  Indians, 
by  canoe  to  the  Santee,  where  he  turned  inland  afoot,  and  as  he  journeyed 
noted  what  he  saw  and  experienced.  In  North  Carolina  he  was  made 
Surveyor  General,  which  appointment  kept  him  roaming  over  the  country, 
during  which  time  he  came  much  in  contact  with  the  Indians  and  made' 
minute  and  trustworthy  observations  of  their  manners  and  customs.  His 
vocation  of  land  surveyor  was  not  one  calculated  to  endear  him  to  the  natives, 
who  were  cute  enough  to  see  that  the  compass  and  the  chain  usually  heralded 
fresh  claims  upon  their  land.  In  1712,  while  on  a  journey  through  the  wilds, 
he  was  seized  by  a  party  of  Tuscaroras,  and  suffered  martyrdom  at  the  stake’ 
but  his  book  will  remain  a  lasting  monument,  not  only  to  his  memory’ 
but  to  his  discernment  and  penetration.

***  Excessively  rare.  We  know  of  only  two  other  copies.  One  which 
came  into  our  possession  about  sixteen  years  ago,  and  which  now  rests  in  the 
John  Carter  Brown  Library,  and  another  which  turned  up  in  London  a  few 
years  back. 

The  present  copy  is  unique  in  that  it  has  numerous  corrections  and 
interpolations  made  in  a  contemporary  hand,  not  actually  by  Lord  Baltimore 
himself,  but  probably  under  his  supervision  for  the  confirmation  of  the  Charter 
in  1633  or  1638.  Written  on  the  verso  of  the  back  wrapper,  in  another  hand 
of  the  period,  is  “  Charter  of  Maryland  English  coppy  corrected.” 

The  Charter  was  originally  granted  by  King  Charles  I.  to  Cecilius,  second 
Lord  Baltimore,  son  of  George  Calvert,  first  Lord  Baltimore,  the  true  founder 
of  the  Colony  of  Maryland.  It  was  of  course  first  inscribed  in  Latin  on  vellum 
and  then  translated  into  English  and  printed  to  the  order  of  Lord  Baltimore 
for  his  personal  distribution,  but  was  never  issued  for  public  sale.  The  printed 
text  agrees  with  that  of  the  Charter  appended  to  the  Relation  of  Maryland 
published  in  London  in  1635,  also  with  that  in  Almon’s  Charters  of  the  British 
Colonies  in  America,  1775*  and  Lucas’  Charters  of  the  Old  British  Colonies  in 
America,  1850.  We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  text  showing  the  manuscript 
corrections. 

Sabin  in  his  Dictionary  of  Books  relating  to  America,  while  unable  to  state 
the  whereabouts  of  a  copy,  says  :  “  This  is  probably  the  first  publication  of  the 
Charter  of  Maryland.”

See  Nos.  1462 
and  1463. 


The  (juestion  had  arisen  as  to  what  was  the  true  meaning  of  the  words  in  the 
Charter  of  Maryland  ( see  supra)  “  That  part  of  Delaware  Bay  on  the  North  which 
lyeth  under  the  40 th  Degree  of  Northerly  Latitude  from  the  Equinoctial  where  New 
Englands  ends  ”  and  the  words  “  passing  from  the  said  Bay  called  Delaware  Bay 
in  a  right  line,  by  the  Degree  aforesaid  ”  according  to  the  common  acceptation 
of  Geographers  and  Cosmographers. 

Mr.  Desaguliers  here  gives  his  Definitions  and  Opinion  that  the  former 
sentence  signified  That  part  of  Delaware  Bay  which  is  so  situate  as  to  divide 
that  Quarter  of  the  Meridian  on  which  the  Degree  of  Northerly  Latitude  are 
reckond  (and  usually  numbered)  into  two  unequal  parts,  the  one  which  is 
towards  the  Equinoctial  contains  40  complete  degrees,  and  the  other  part  reach¬ 
ing  from  the  named  part  of  the  said  Bay  to  the  North  Pole  containing  so  Degrees 
of  Northerly  Latitude.”

And  that  likewise  the  latter  sentence  signified  :  “  That  the  said  Right  Line 
is  parallel  to  the  Equinoctial  at  the  Distance  of  40  Degrees  from  it,  reckon’d 
from  the  Equinoctial  towards  the  North  Pole,  and  accordingly  that  Line  on  the 
Maps  and  Globes  is  marked  with  the  Number  40.”

Desaguliers  was  born  at  La  Rochelle  and  was  brought  to  England  by  his 
father,  a  Hugenot  refugee.  He  took  his  B.A.  at  Oxford  in  1710,  and  became  a 
lecturei  on  experimental  philosophy.  He  became  M.A.  in  1712,  F.R.S.  1714,  and 
L.L.D.  Oxford  in  1718.  The  opinion  of  so  eminent  a  scholar  would  no  doubt

**  *  Extremely  rare,  the  only  other  copy  we  know  of  being  in  the  John 
Carter  Brown  Library.  The  back  margin  of  each  of  the  four  leaves  has  been 
mended  and  a  few  letters  restored  in  facsimile  where  these  leaves  had  been 
attacked  by  mildew  and  the  four  leaves  have  been  gauzed  to  preserve  them  owing 
to  the  extreme  brittleness  of  the  paper.  Notwithstanding  the  restoration  work 
the  copy  is  nevertheless  in  quite  good  condition.  This  London  edition  seems 
to  be  quite  unknown  but  as  there  is  a  distinct  similarity  between  its  endorsement 
and  the  title  to  the  “  Articles  of  Agreement”  printed  by  Benj.  Franklin  at 
Philadelphia,  in  1733,  one  may  assume  that  the  texts  of  the  two  if  not  identical 
are  the  same  in  context. 

The  copy  had  no  map  when  it  came  into  our  possession,  but  as  the  Philadelphia 

Articles  of  Agreement  ”  has  a  map  we  inserted  one  as  it  has  a  distinct  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  the  text.  If  this  London  edition  ever  had  a  map,  we  think 
it  extremely  probable  that  the  one  we  have  inserted  is  the  correct  one,  it 
having  come  to  us  loose  in  a  bundle  of  other  documents  of  about  the  same  date 
bearing  on  the  Pennsylvania-Maryland  Boundary  Question.

***  This  extremely  rare  piece  was  issued  for  the  purpose  of  informing  the 
public  of  what  measures  the  British  Government  were  taking  to  relieve  the 
distress  of  the  600  German  emigrants  who  were  abandoned  in  London  by  their 
Agent,  a  German  officer,  Stumpell  by  name.  These  German  emigrants  originally 
intended  to  settle  in  Nova  Scotia,  but  were  finally  sent  by  the  British  Government 
to  South  Carolina.  Appended  to  the  main  narrative  is  a  list  of  Subscribers 
to  the  Relief  Fund,  and  a  long  letter  from  Lieut.  Governor  Bull,  dated  Charles¬ 
town,  December  18,  1764,  giving  a  full  account  of  the  arrival  and  establishment 
of  the  German  settlers  in  the  Colony  ;  also  a  lengthy  letter  from  Messrs.  Wod- 
drop  and  Cathcart  dated  Charles  Town,  Jan.  21,  1765,  to  the  Committee  in 
London,  giving  an  account  of  the  arrival  of  the  Emigrants,  and  enclosing  an 
account  of  the  cost  of  their  emigration  and  other  documents  in  connection  with 
their  settlement. 

We  have  not  previously  met  with  a  copy  of  this  important  piece,  which, 
judging  from  its  having  no  publisher’s  name  on  the  title,  was  only  issued  to 
interested  persons.

Prefixed  to  the 
main  work  is  a  long  Address  to  the  British  Nation,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  British 
America,  more  particularly  to  those  favouring  the  Plan  of  Vine  culture  in  South 
Carolina.

Sabin  mentions  St.  Pierre’s  work  on  the  Art  of  cultivating  the  Vine  ( see  supra), 
but  apparently  this  “  Proposal  ”  was  unknown  to  him.  We  have  not  met  with 
it  before  and  know  of  no  other  copy.

***  This  excessively  rare  work  is  divided  into  two  parts.  The  First  was 
written  by  Captain  John  Smith  himself,  and  consists  of  a  description  of  the 
Country  generally  and  of  the  native  Indians.  The  Second  was  compiled  by 
William  Symonds  (author  of  '•  Virginia  Britannia,  a  Sermon  preached  to  the 
adventurers  for  Virginia,”  in  1609)  from  the  relations  of  several  of  the  Virginia 
Colonists.

County,  Carolina.  Becoming  filled  with  religious  enthusiasm  they  raised  a 
prophet  from  amongst  themselves,  and  a  doctrine  contrary  to  the  State  laws. 
Warrants  were  issued  against  them  for  Bastardy  and  other  misdemeanors,  but 
they  made  armed  resistance  against  arrest,  and  shot  dead  the  Justice  and 
wounded  several  of  his  men.  Their  house  being  stormed  and  the  whole  family 
taken  prionsers,  they  were  escorted  to  Charles-Town,  where  at  a  Special  Court 
of  General  Sessions,  held  on  September  29-30,  1724,  they  were  arraigned  and 
tried  for  murder,  found  guilty  and  condemned  to  death.

* **  In  consequence  of  the  persecution  of  the  Protestants  at  Saltzburg  in 
Southern  Germany,  about  twenty-five  thousand  persons  were  forced  to  emigrate. 
A  large  number  of  them  settled  in  the  Prussian  States.  In  England  great 
indignation  was  expressed  at  the  persecution  of  these  people  on  account  of  their 
religion.  General  Oglethorpe  shared  largely  in  the  sympathy,  and  in  addition 
to  pleading  their  cause  in  the  House  of  Commons,  proposed  to  the  Trustees  for 
settling  the  Colony  of  Georgia,  that  an  asylum  should  be  given  to  them  in  that 
Colony.  The  proposition  was  viewed  favourably  and  overtures  were  made  to 
Samuel  Urlsperger,  their  Elder,  who  also  liking  the  idea,  an  English  vessel  was 
sent  for,  which  conveyed  them  to  Dover.  On  the  8th  of  January,  i734> 
they  embarked  for  America,  under  the  care  of  Baron  Von  Reck  and  John  Martin 
Bolzius,  and  reached  Savannah  on  the  ioth  of  March,  where  they  met  with  a 
warm  reception  from  General  Ogelthorpe.  The  Colonists  immediately  set 
themselves  to  work  to  select  a  site  for  their  settlement,  and  soon  found  one  on 
the  Savannah  River,  where  they  established  themselves,  calling  it  Ebenezer. 

The  work  offered  above  is  a  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  these  Saltzgergers 
from  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  Georgia  to  the  end  of  1739.  It  was  continued 
to  1752,  and  in  a  subsequent  work,  issued  at  Augsburg,  entitled  “  Americanisches 
Ackerwork  Gottes  ”  the  history  was  carried  down  to  1760.  The  original  manu¬ 
script  was  transmitted  by  Bolzius  to  Urlsperger  at  Halle  where  it  was  edited  by 
the  latter  and  printed.  In  the  first  part  is  a  large  engraving  of  Tomo  Chachi 
Mico,  chief  of  the  Yamacraws,  and  his  Nephew,  the  former  of  whom  was  taken 
to  England  by  General  Oglethorpe  in  1734.  The  large  map  of  the  County  of 
Savannah,  at  page  174  of  the  first  part,  measures  14  x  15  inches.  It  depicts 
the  country  bordering  the  Savannah  River  to  the  North,  and  beyond  the  Ogeechie 
to  the  South.  The  Royal  Arms  are  inset  in  the  bottom  left  corner.  An  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  map  is  found  at  the  end  of  the  same  part. 

Accompanying  the  above  volume  is  another,  of  similar  appearance,  containing 
a  number  of  very  rare  pamphlets  dealing  with  the  history  of  the  Saltgburger 
Emigrants  prior  to  their  departure  for  America,  and  elsewhere,  which  greatly 
adds  to  the  interest  of  the  lot.

Prayer  Book.  Following  the  American  Revolution  it  was  expedient  to  make 
certain  alterations  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  that  it  might  be  adapted 
to  the  conditions  of  a  Republic.  For  the  purpose  of  making  this  revision  a 
Convention  was  called  at  Philadelphia  in  1785.  The  seven  States  mentioned 
on  the  title  were  represented  by  42  Deputies  ;  the  Rev.  William  White,  of  Christ 
Church,  Philadelphia,  first  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  being  President.  A  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Convention  on  the  alterations 
in  the  Liturgy ;  to  draft  an  Ecclesiastical  Constitution  for  the  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  prepare  a  plan  for  obtaining  the  consecration  of  Bishops. 
The  Committee  reported  the  results  of  their  labours  from  time  to  time,  the 
alterations  being  considered  and  acted  upon  by  the  Convention  until  the  whole 
had  been  adopted  as  untimately  put  forward  in  the  above  volume.  The  work 
was  received  with  a  storm  of  criticism,  its  changes  being  considered  too  sweeping 
and  radical  to  please  anybody.  Maryland  disliked  it  because  of  the  omission 
of  the  Nicene  Creed,  Pennsylvania  wanted  the  book  amended.  New  York  refused 
to  ratify  it,  Delaware  would  call  no  Convention  to  consider  it,  and  New  Jersey 
rejected  it  wholly.  It  was  finally  revised  and  superceded  by  a  new  edition 
issued  at  Philadelphia  in  1790.

The  frontispiece  depicts  a  party  of  Hudson’s  Bay  Traders  on  snow  shoes,  with 
their  sleigh  drawn  by  dogs.  The  large  map  which  measures  27J  x  20  J  inches, 
within  the  border  lines,  is  entitled  “  A  Map  of  North  and  South  America  with 
part  of  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa.  By  the  American  Traveller.”  The  unexplored 
portions  of  the  North  West  Coast  of  America,  The  Columbia  River,  and  the 
supposed  North  West  Passage,  are  shown  by  means  of  dotted  lines.  It  was 
engraved  by  Thomas  Jefferys,  and  is  remarkably  accurate  in  its  outlines  for  a 
map  of  the  period.  The  late  Mr.  Lee  Phillipps  included  it  in  his  list  of  maps  of 
“  Alaska  and  the  North  West  Parts  of  North  America,  1588-1898  ”  published 
at  Washington  in  1898. 

The  Berens  family  to  whom  this  volume  originally  belonged  was  closely  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company,  and  some  of  its  members  held  prominent, 
official  positions  in  that  great  trading  concern.  Tho  contemporary  armorial 
bookplate  of  H.  &  M.  Berens,  which  adorns  the  copy  offered  above,  shows  a 
shield  surmounted  by  a  Seal,  with  a  polar  bear  and  a  penguin  in  the  quarterings. 
The  Berens  River  near  Winnipeg  was  named  after  a  member  of  this  family.

The  Journal  is  accompanied  by  a  map  of  the  Pacific  Coast  from  Cape  de 
Corristes  in  Mexico  to  Cape  St.  Elias  in  the  North.  Maurelle  sailed  up  the 
Pacific  Coast  to  about  the  58°  N.  Latitude.  He  named  the  cape  at  the  entrance 
to  San  Francisco  Harbour  Pta  de  la  Bodega,  and  also  gave  the  same  name  to 
the  Harbour,  not  knowing  he  was  renaming  San  Francisco.  There  are  a  few 
copies  known  of  this  Maurelle’s  Voyage  as  a  separate  publication  with  collation 
(9),  67,  (1)  pp.  with  map.

Whilst  his  narrative  is  largely  concerned  with  natural  history,  the  Indians 
and  white  Fur  Traders  interested  him.  greatly,  and  his  Journal  abounds  in  graphic 
descriptions  of  forest  life,  and  aboriginal  manners.  An  Appendix  of  42  pages 
deals  with  "  the  persons,  manners,  customs,  and  government  of  the  tribes  ” 
visited.  The  work  is  of  high  value  as  an  original  authority  upon  the  Southern 
Indians  during  the  period  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  interest  of  this  copy  is  enhanced  by  the  insertion  of  a  holograph  letter 
from  Samuel  Chew  of  Philadelphia  dated  November  5th,  1733  to  Peter  Collinson 
of  London,  1  page  folio,  giving  a  long  description  of  one,  John  Bartram  (the 
father  of  the  author  of  this  book)  "...  There  cant  a  plant,  nay  even  a  mushroom 
show  his  head  but  John  observes  him  and  will  certainly  know  his  Face  or  even 
his  Picture  when  he  sees  it  again,  and  indeed  there  are  but  few  Vegetables  in  our 
woods  but  he  is  acquainted  with,  and  is  able  to  reduce  them  to  some  Class,  and 
find  their  Analogy  with  some  of  the  European  or  of  the  Exotic  Plants.” 

Peter  Collinson  was  a  Naturalist  and  Antiquary  and  North  American  Merchant. 
He  studied  Plants  and  Insects,  contributed  to  scientific  Journals  and  was  a 
correspondent  of  Benjamin  Franklin.  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Anti¬ 
quaries  and  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society.  Born  in  1694  he  died  in  1768.

D’Auteroche’s  History  of  Siberia  has  little  or  no  bearing  on  Russian  America 
except  as  a  collateral,  but  his  translation  of  Kracheninnikow’s  Kamtchatka 
is  of  great  importance,  as  it  relates  very  considerably  to  the  North  West  Coast 
of  America.  D’ Auteroche  in  his  Preface  says,  that  as  Kracheninnikow’s  work 
in  the  original  Russian  had  only  been  translated  into  English  in  an  abridged 
form  by  James  Grieve  {see  No.  1717)  and  from  that  abridgment  re-translated 
into  French  {see  No.  1766)  he  decided  to  make  an  entirely  fresh  translation  from 
the  Original  in  its  entirety.

Middleton  undoubtedly  endea¬ 
voured  to  find  a  navigable  passage,  and  his  experience  told  him  that  even  did 
coul,d  not  be  of  anY  commercial  value.  The  Admiralty  believed  in 
Middleton  and  gave  him  a  further  command.  John  Barrow  in  his  Introduction 
(T  Geography  of  Hudson’s  Bay”  London,  Hakluyt  Society,  1852,  holds 

that  subsequent  explorations  have  proved  Middleton’s  representations  to  be 
correct,  and  that  his  correspondence,  preserved  at  the  Admiralty,  makes  clear 
his  straightforwardness.

Sir  Tohn  Franklin’s  First  Expedition  started  overland  from  York  Factory 
Hudson’s  Bav,  to  explore  the  Northern  Coast  of  America  from  the  mouth  of 
the  Copper  Mine  River  to  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  Continent  going  by  way 
of  Lake  Winnipeg,  the  River  Saskatchewan,  Cumberland  House,  Fort  Chippew- 
yan  Slave  Lake  and  the  Upper  Part  of  the  Copper  Mine  River.  It  wintered 
It  Fort  Enterprise  and  in  June  of  the  following  year,  a  fresh  start  was  made 
un  the  Copper  Mine  River  to  its  mouth,  and  the  Polar  Sea  navigated  for  a  distance 
of  five  hundred  and  fifty  miles.  The  party  journeyed  back  across  the  Barren 
Grounds  eventually  again  reaching  Fort  Enterprise  after  suffering  extreme 
hardships  The  Second  Expedition  started  overland  from  New  York  to  Fort 
Wilham  in  Canada,  thence  through  Lake  Winnipeg  and  the  Saskatcnewan 
River  to  Cumberland  House  and  Fort  Chippewyan  ;  thence  the  whole  party 
started  from  Mackenzie  River,  which  they  descended  to  the  Arctic  Ocean. 
After  exploring  Westward  as  far  as  Point  Anxiety  the  Expedition  retraced  its 
Tteps  to  Fort  Franklin,  which  was  reached  after  an  absence  of  three  months  and 
after  traversing  upwards  of  two  thousand  miles,  six  hundred  of  which  were  through 
parts  previously  undiscovered.  The  work  is  an  invaluable  one  for  the  history 
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of  the  discovery  of  the  regions  through  which  the  two  Expeditions  passed,  and 
for  the  interesting  descriptions  and  details  of  the  many  tribes  of  Indians  and 
Esquimaux  met  with. 

Dr.  John  Richardson  accompanied  both  the  Franklin  Expeditions  as  Surgeon 
and  Naturalist,  and  collected  the  objects  of  Natural  History  which  are  described 
and  illustrated  in  the  four  volumes  of  Fauna  Boreali-Americana.  He  states  in 
the  Introduction  to  Part  I.  that  as  he  had  neither  the  leisure  nor  ability  to  do 
justice  to  the  different  departments  of  this  work,  he  gladly  availed  himself  of  the 
assistance  of  Wm.  Swainson,  Esq.,  the  able  illustrator,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kirby. 

The  specimens  brought  to  England  were  nearly  all  collected  in  the  country  to 
the  north  of  the  Great  Canadian  Lakes,  in  fact,  in  the  widely  extended  territory 
wherein  the  scattered  trading  posts  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  furnish  the 
only  vestiges  of  civilization.  The  work  may  therefore  be  termed  a  contribution 
to  the  fauna  of  the  British-American  Fur  Countries.  After  having  travelled 
through  the  Fur  Countries  lying  to  the  eastward  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  for 
seven  summers,  and  having  passed  five  winters  at  widely  distant  posts.  Dr. 
Richardson  says  with  truth  that  almost  all  the  quadrupeds  that  were  the  objects 
of  chase  or  interest  to  the  Natives,  and  a  very  great  proportion  of  the  Birds, 
either  came  within  his  own  scope  or  were  mentioned  in  the  many  conversations 
he  had  with  white  and  native  traders  and  hunters  on  the  natural  productions  of 
the  country.

“  I  have  contented  myself  with  inserting  into  the  worke  one  of  the  best 
generall  mappes  of  the  world  onely,  untill  the  comming  out  of  a  very 
large  and  most  exact  terrestriall  Globe,  collected  and  reformed  according 
to  the  newest,  secretest  and  latest  discoveries,  both  Spanish,  Portugall 
and  English,  composed  by  M.  Emmerie  Mollineux  of  Lambeth,  a  rare 
Gentleman  in  his  profession.” 

The  volume  also  contains  between  pages  643  and  644  the  extremely  rare  six 
leaves  relating  to  Sir  Francis  Drake’s  Voyage  “  about  the  whole  globe,”  which 
were  suppressed  and  are  very  seldom  found  in  the  book.  Hakluyt  explains 
in  his  Preface  how  he  intended  to  have  included  this  Voyage  in  this  work 

“  but  being  of  late  (contrary  to  my  expectations)  seriously  delt  withal,  not 
to  anticipate  or  prevent  another  man’s  paines  and  charge  in  drawing 
all  the  services  of  that  worthie  Knight  into  one  volume,  I  have  yeelded 
unto  those  my  freindes  which  pressed  me  in  the  matter,  referring  the 
further  knowledge  of  his  proceedings  to  those  intended  discourses. 

This  evidently  refers  to  that  excessively  rare  volume  “  A  Summarie  and  True 
Discourse  of  Sir  Francis  Drake’s  West  India  Voyage  ”  of  which  two  editions 
were  issued  in  the  same  year  as  the  above  work  by  Hakluyt.  But  notwith¬ 
standing  this  expression  of  consideration  for  his  friends  Hakluyt  seems  to  have 
printed  off  some  copies  of  his  account  of  the  voyage,  for  although  very  rare, 
copies  occasionally  come  to  light  either  in  the  book  or  separately. 

This  copy  also  contains  (pages  491-500)  the  account  of  Sir  Jerome  Bowes 
Voyage  There  are  two  distinct  impressions  known  of  these  leaves,  m  the  above 
copy  they  are  of  the  Second  State  which,  as  stated  in  the  heading  were  printed 
this  second  time  accordi-ng  to  the  true  copie  I  received  of  a  gentleman  that  went 
in  the  same  voyage,  for  the  correction  of  the  errours  in  the  former  impression.

Sabin  was  not  altogether  right  in  his  deduction.  We  incline  to  the  opinion 
that  a  certain  number  of  copies  were  printed  on  large  paper,  probably  for 
Hakluyt’s  own  friends,  or  special  customers  of  the  publishers.  While  it  is  a 
fact  that  the  size  of  the  Vols.  I.  and  II.  (always  bound  together)  of  these  large 
paper  copies  is  at  all  times  very  much  larger  than  the  Vol.  III.,  at  the  same  time 
the  size  of  Vol.  III.  is  generally  somewhat  larger  than  the  Vol.  III.  as  usually 
found.  Copies  in  this  state  are  of  very  unusual  occurrence,  and  it  is  quite  10 
years  since  we  possessed  one.

Merchants,  formed  a  Company  for  trading  to  North  West  America,  in  furs 
for  the  Chinese  market.  In  1786  he  explored  Prince  William  Sound,  and  obtained 
from  the  native  Chief  a  promise  of  the  monopoly  of  the  Nootka  trade.  In  the 
summer  of  1788  he  purchased  and  fitted  out  two  vessels,  the  “Felice”  and

***  Timberlake,  a  native  of  Virginia,  took  up  a  military  career  making  his 
first  campaign  in  1756  in  a  company  called  the  Patriot  Blues,  a  corps  made  up 
of  Colonial  Gentlemen  who  gave  their  services  to  their  country  free  of  expense. 
Upon  his  return  home  he  made  application  for  a  commission  in  the  Virginia 
Regiment  commanded  by  Colonel  Washington,  but  without  success.  In  1758 
he  received  a  Cornetcy  in  a  troop  of  Virginia  Light  Horse  commanded  by  the 
Hon.  William  Byrd,  and  served  in  the  operations  of  1759  round  Pittsburg 
remaining  some  time  in  that  quarter  as  Commander  of  Ford  Burd.  In  1761  he 
was  ordered  to  proceed  southward  and  join  the  expedition  against  the  Cherokees. 
Upon  that  nation  concluding  Peace,  he  accompanied  the  Indians  to  their  own 
country  to  convince  the  Nation  of  the  good  intentions  and  sincerity  of  the 
English.  The  narrative  of  his  travels  and  experiences  while  with  them,  and 
his  record  of  their  manners  and  customs,  their  country  and  its  products,  their 
mode  of  living,  making  war,  &c.,  &c.  is  of  the  greatest  interest  and  highest 
importance.  Upon  his  return  to  Williamsburgh  he  arranged  to  make  a  trip  to 
England  taking  three  Cherokee  Chiefs  with  him.  The  latter  pages  of  the  Memoirs 
are  occupied  with  an  account  of  their  voyage  and  experiences  in  England  until 
they  returned  to  their  own  country.  Timberlake  afterwards  received  a  Commission 
in  the  Royal  Highland  Regiment  but  fell  foul  of  the  Authorities  in  Virginia 
regarding  his  expedition  into  the  Cherokee  Country.  In  1764-5  he  made  a 
second  visit  to  England  accompanied  by  a  party  of  Indians,  but  while  there  he 
got  into  reduced  circumstances  and  published  his  “  Memoirs  ”  in  order  to  make 
his  case  public,  and  to  raise  sufficient  money  to  enable  him  to  return  to  his 
own  country.

Very  little  is  known  of  the  author  of  this  most  interesting  book,  beyond  that 
he  was  born  at  Bologna  of  Roman  parents,  and  is  celebrated  for  the  remarkable 
voyage  which  he  made  to  the  East  between  the  years  1503  and  1508.  The 
Itinerary  was  first  published  at  Rome,  in  1510,  in  Italian,  and  several  times 
reprinted.  It  was  also  translated  into  Latin,  Spanish,  German  and  Dutch. 
In  this  Italian  edition  of  1526  appears  the  Itinerary  of  the  Island  of  Yucatan, 
by  Joan  de  Grijalva.  His  travels  were  made  in  the  year  1518,  and  embrace  the 
earliest  account  we  have  of  that  country.  Five  Italian  editions  contain  Grijalva’s 
relation,  the  first  being  that  of  1520,  but  it  is  not  found  in  any  of  the  translations.

He  was  surrounded  at  Detroit 
by  the  British  under  Sir  Isaac  Brock,  and  on  the  16th  of  August,  1812,  surrendered 
with  his  whole  force. 
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The  Plan  of  the  operations  enclosed  with  the  two  letters  offered  above, 
measures  14J  x  18J  inches.  It  was  sent  to  John  Hale  by  General 
Brock  himself,  and  it  depicts  the  Detroit  River  from  Brownstown  to 
Hog  Island,  with  its  Islands  and  the  Towns  and  Indian  Villages  on  its  banks. 
Detroit  is  marked  with  the  position  of  General  Hull’s  headquarters.  The  out¬ 
flanking  march  of  the  Indians,  the  place  of  embarking  the  troops,  place  of  landing, 
Tecumsch’s  attack  at  Brownstown,  and  the  action  by  Captain  Muir  are  indicated 
by  lettered  references.  There  are  also  in  the  left  margin  some  observations 
in  the  handwriting  of  Hale. 

The  letter  of  August  31st  reads  : 

"Since  I  closed  my  letter  to  your  sister  on  the  28th  the  inclosed  intelligence 
has  been  announced  to  the  troops  and  Quebec  has  been  illuminated 
for  two  nights.  This  event  together  with  the  revocation  of  the  Orders 
in  Council  may  possibly  lead  to  Negociation  .  .  .  An  Armistice  proposed 
by  Sir  George  Prevost  on  receiving  the  revocation  of  the  Orders  in 
Council,  and  provisionally  acceded  to  by  General  Dearborn  at  Albany, 
has  not  been  confirmed  by  the  President.  This  is  decidedly  warlike. 

Mr.  Madison  however  did  not  know  of  his  disasters  at  Detroit.  The 
particulars  of  the  surrender  are  not  yet  public.  One  account  says 
that  a  panic  inspired  by  our  Indians  brought  about  so  extraordinary 
a  capitulation.” 

In  that  of  Sept.  12,  the  writer  says  : 

"  The  unexpected  success  of  General  Brock  in  Upper  Canada  will  probably 
be  known  in  England  before  this  can  reach  you.  I  fear  it  is  only  a 
gleam  of  sunshine  before  a  storm,  but  I  am  rejoiced  it  has  shone  upon 
him.  I  have  just  received  from  him  a  sketch  of  the  seat  of  his  exploit, 
and  I  enclose  it  for  the  better  explanation  of  his  Dispatch.” 

The  lot  came  to  us  from  Mr.  M.  E.  E.  Glyn,  the  Great  Grandson  of  the  Hon. 
John  Hale,  who  was  the  eldest  son  of  General  John  Hale,  who  brought  home  to 
England  the  despatches  after  the  capture  of  Quebec  by  General  Wolfe.  General 
Brock  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Queenstown,  October  13,  1812.

***  Apparently  four  contemporary  copies  of  this  important  Journal  are  in  exis¬ 
tence.  One  amongst  the  Etutchins  MSS.  in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  one  in  the  Library  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Clements  of  Bay  City,  Mich.,  another  in 
the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  and  the  copy  we  offer  here.  All  appear  to  be 
in  different  handwritings,  and  to  have  been  executed  about  the  same  time, 
but  in  view  of  the  extra  paragraph  at  the  beginning,  and  of  the  many  corrections 
and  interpolations  contained  in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  copy, 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that  their  copy  is  the  original.  Unfortunately  it  is 
imperfect  ending  abruptly  with  the  word  “  Counterscarp”  on  sheet  18,  equal 
to  the  second  word  of  the  sixteenth  line  on  page  36  of  our  copy.  The  other  three 
examples  all  appear  to  read  alike  thus  showing  a  common  origin,  i.e.  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  copy.  All  three  bear  the  word  copy  in  the  upper  left  corner  with  the 
title  "  Journal  of  Captain  Harry  Gorden,  1766  ”  running  across  the  top.  The 
only  difference  being  that  our  copy  gives  the  date  as  1768  instead  of  1766  which 
is  plainly  an  error  made  by  the  copyist.  He  either  read  the  date  wrongly  or 
perhaps  confused  it  with  the  year  in  which  he  was  working.  For  the  purposes 
of  comparison  we  have  had  Photostats  made  of  the  other  three  known  copies, 
and  include  them  with  the  lot.  There  is  also  included  a  Photostat  copy  of 
Captain  Gordon’s  Map  of  the  Ohio  River  from  Pittsburg  to  a  little  below  Fort 
Massiac,  made  from  the  original  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  in  addition  an 
example  of  Mr.  Mereness’  work  mentioned  below. 

The  above  copy  of  the  Journal  was  probably  sent  by  Captain  Gordon  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Thornton,  Secretary  to  Lord  Granby,  who  was  commander  in  Chief 
of  the  army  at  the  period.  The  two  letters  written  by  Captain  Gordon  to  Mr. 
Thornton,  which  we  offer  below,  would,  if  purchased  with  the  Journal,  greatly 
add  to  its  interest.  Portions  of  the  Journal  were  published  in  Governor  Thomas 
Pownall’s  Topographical  Description  of  North  America,  issued  in  1776  ( see  No. 
2038)  ;  in  the  Journal  of  the  Illinois  State  Historical  Society,  July,  1909;  in 
C.  A.  Hanna's  Wilderness  Trail,  1911;  in  the  Collection  of  the  Missouri  Historical 
Society,  191 1  ;  and  it  is  reprinted  in  its  entirety  in  N.  D.  Mereness’  Travels  in  the 
American  Colonies,  1916,  to  which  work  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  a  large 
part  of  the  information  contained  in  this  note.  There  are  also  modern  tran¬ 
scripts  in  the  Library  of  Congress  and  in  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada. 

Captain  Harry  Gordon  was  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Western  Department  in 
North  America.  On  the  9th  of  May,  1766,  he  received,  in  New  York,  his  instruc¬ 
tions  from  General  Gage,  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  English  forces  in  North 
America,  and  four  days  later  proceeded  to  Philadelphia  and  afterwards  to  Pitts¬ 
burg,  from  thence,  on  the  1 8th  of  June,  he  embarked  on  his  adventurous  journey. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Ensign  Thomas  Hutchins,  Assistant  Engineer  and 
subsequently  Geographer  General  of  the  United  States  ( see  Nos.  1428-iam)  • 
George  Crogan,  a  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  under  Sir  William 
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Johnson,  and  one  of  the  most  influential  of  white  men  amongst  the  Indians  of  the 
Ohio,  and  Illinois  Country  ;  George  Morgan  of  the  Indian  trading  house  of 
Baynton,  Wharton  and  Morgan,  in  Philadelphia  ;  and  a  large  party  of  Indians 
of  the  Six  Nations.  Gordon’s  mission  was  to  look  into  the  matter  of  defence  and 
propose  the  best  means  of  securing  to  the  English  the  Indian  trade  in  the  Territory 
from  which  the  French  had  been  expelled  during  the  late  War.  That  of  Croghan, 
who  was  also  under  instructions  from  General  Gage,  was  to  attach  the  Indians 
to  the  English  interest. 

On  Febiuary  22,  1767,  General  Gage  wrote  a  long  letter  from  New  York  to  the 
Earl  of  Shelburne,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Southern  Department,  from  which 
we  quote  the  following  and  from  which  an  idea  can  be  gathered  of  the  great 
historical  value  and  importance  of  the  Journal. 

My  Lord,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  your  Lordship  a  Copy  of  a 
Journal  made  out  by  Captain  Gordon,  Chief  Engineer  of  North  America, 
in  his  progress  down  the  Ohio  to  the  Illinois,  down  the  Mississippi 
to  New  Orleans,  and  from  thence  to  Mobile  and  Pensacola.  It  contains 
chiefly  a  Description  of  the  Country  he  passed  through,  with  the 
Distances  and  Latitude  of  Places  taken,  I  believe  with  more  accuracy 
than  has  ever  been  done  by  any  other  person,  and  your  Lordship  will 
also  find  in  it  some  account  of  the  Trade  of  the  Mississippi  and  Settle¬ 
ments  made  upon  that  River.  That  Trade  will  go  with  the  Stream  is  a 
maxim  found  to  be  true  ;  from  all  accounts  that  have  been  received  of 
the  Indian  Trade  carried  on  in  the  vast  tract  of  Country  which  lies  on  the 
back  of  the  British  Colonies,  and  that  the  Peltry  acquired  there  is 
carried  to  the  sea  either  by  the  River  St.  Lawrence  or  River  Mississippi. 

The  Traders  on  the  Branches  of  the  Mississippi  will  never  be  tempted  to 
bring  their  Peltry  into  the  British  Provinces  whilst  they  get  high 
prices  for  their  Skins  at  New  Orleans.  .  .  .  nothing  then  but  force  can 
oblige  our  own  Trader^  to  bring  the  produce  of  their  Trade  in  those  parts 
into  our  Provinces  to  be  exported  to  Great  Britain,  or  prevent  foreign 
Traders  from  intruding  upon  the  Territory  ceded  to  his  Majesty.  The 
only  method  to  effect  this  would  be  to  put  in  execution  what  is  proposed 
in  Captain  Gordon’s  Journal  ”  &c.,  &c.

*** .  "  Genl  GaSe  having  given  Capt.  Williams  leave  to  go  to  England,  I  send 
by  him,  the  Plan  of  the  Western  Parts  of  this  Country,  also  a  copy  of  the  Report 
we  have  made  of  the  present  Condition  of  the  Forts  in  it.  By  the  first  my  Lord 
will  see  the  situation  of  those  Posts,  their  communications  with  one  another 
and  with  the  inhabited  Countries.  The  other  will  more  minutely  describe  what 
state  they  are  now  in,  and  what  we  are  of  opinion,  is  necessary  to  make  them 
safer  and  more  convenient.  My  design  in  troubling  you  with  those  is  that  my 
Lord  may  have  such  Intelligences  to  take  opinion  from,  and  be  better  able  to 
judge  concerning  our  Department  here.  His  Lordship  likewise  may  be  referred 
to,  in  consequence  of  a  Representation  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  to  make  now 
on  this  subject.”  (Probably  refers  to  the  proposed  expedition  down 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi,  see  previous  lot) 


Goes  on  to  speak  of  his  services  and  further  employment  under  General 
Gage,  and  in  speaking  of  the  Indian  Affairs  says  : 

“  Notwithstanding  the  opinion  many  had  about  the  end  of  last  season,  that 
the  Indian  Affairs  of  this  Country  were  in  an  unsettled  Condition.  Yet  it  will 
appear  that  the  March  of  the  Troops  under  Col.  Bouquet  into  their  Country  had 
intimidated  them  to  a  great  degree,  and  that  followed  by  the  Negotiation  of 
Mr.  Crogham,  Sir  William  Johnstone’s  Assist,  who  has  alwavs  been  esteemed 
by  them,  and  sent  to  the  Ohio  Indians  by  Genl.  Gage,  will  put  matters  I  hope 
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in  a  peaceful  way,  and  favour  the  Ascent  of  the  Troops  up  the  Mississippi  to 
the  Illinois  Forts.  But  that  this  should  be  the  Communication  there  by  no 
means  ought  to  follow.”  &c.,  &c.

%  *  “  By  General  Gage’s  orders  I  am  thus  far  in  my  route  to  Fort  Chartres  on 
the  Mississippi.  The  representations  of  the  Commanding  Officer  there  of  the 
chances  that  Fort  has  of  being  carried  off  by  the  River,  the  projects  for  the 
construction  of  several  others,  to  prevent  the  French  Traders  intercourse  with 
our  Indians  and  disturbing  our  Trade  by  penetrating  into  our  Country  to  the 
Eastward  of  the  River  Mississippi  through  the  Illinois  above  and  the  Ohio 
below  Fort  Chartres,  the  description  wanted  of  these  Communications,  and  the 
proper  situation  of  our  Affairs  in  ye  Floridas  which  can  hardly  be  seen  through 
by  the  so  differing  accounts  the  Commander  in  Chief  has  received  of  them. 
These  with  some  other  affairs  of  a  political  nature  are  the  cause  of  my  being 
ordered  upon  to  distant  Service.”  ( See  Gordon’s  Journal,  supra). 

Voices  the  opinion  of  the  impropriety  of  the  British  attempting  to  support 
themselves  along  the  Mississippi  by  an  overruling  force  and  of  multiplying 
Forts  along  that  Frontier  ;  while  on  the  contrary  being  convinced  it  would  be 
more  in  the  interest  of  the  publick  to  carry  on  in  the  country  by  the  goodwill  of 
the  Natives  he  suggests  negociating  with  them,  and  trying  to  gain  them  "  at 
least  for  some  time  till  their  fighting  spirit  subsides,  than  by  erecting  new  Posts 
to  curb  all  at  once  their  beloved  Intercourse  with  their  old  Friends  .  .  .  Detroit 
is  in  the  midst  of  the  leading  Nations,  and  there  only  it  is  proper  to  show  our 
force.  Let  Pontiac,  a  Western  or  Northern  Chief,  hold  up  their  hand  it  is  enough 
for  a  Mississippi  Indian,  so  that  while  we  keep  strength  at  Detroit  and  speak 
fair  for  the  rest  we  shall  do  well  with  those  People  .  .  .  The  affair  of  our  back 
Forts  is  now  properly  fixt,  I  wish  it  was  the  like  of  our  front  Forts  .  .  .  The  Port 
of  New  York  is  not  a  bad  one,  and  it  is  from  thence  we  shall  for  the  future 
operate.  It  is  to  that  Ground  we  should  abutt  our  Bridge  to  America,  and  it 
must  be  from  thence  Enterprises  must  proceed  against  the  French  and  Spanish 
West  Indies  in  case  those  Neighbours  disturb  our  tranquility.”  &c.,  &c.

***  In  the  year  1762,  John  Adams,  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
Barbadoes,  had  armed  his  slaves  to  oppose  the  Sheriff  in  the  execution  of  his 
duty.  He  was  prosecuted,  fined  and  imprisoned.  The  House  thought  Mr 
Adams  unworthy  of  holding  a  seat  in  it,  and  a  Motion  was  made  to  expel  him.’ 

A  Writ  was  issued  for  the  election  of  a  fresh  Representative,  but  the  Flectors 
said  Mr.  Adams’  crime  was  not  committed  in  the  Assembly  and  did  not  effect 
his  seat  there,  so  they  re-elected  him.  Again  he  was  expelled.  The  Electors 
now  took  up  the  case  as  a  matter  of  right,  belonging  to  themselves  Thev 
considered  this  arbitrary  expulsion,  to  be  a  breach  of  the  Peoples  natural  and 
unalienable  Privileges,  which  the  Assembly,  who  derived  its  Authority  from  the 
1  eople,  was  bound  to  support.  The  Assembly  fearing  a  third  election  came  to 
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a  Resolution  to  bring  in  a  Bill  of  disqualification.  The  Bill  was  passed  by  the 
assembly  and  by  the  Council,  and  was  assented  to  by  the  Governor,  Charles 
Pinfold/but  Adams  applied  to  the  King  for  redress,  and  the  Act  of  disability  was 
repealed  as  arbitrary,  and  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  British  Constitution. 

This  case  was  submitted  to  the  Independent  Freeholders  of  Middlesex,  as  a 
guide  and  encouragement  to  them  to  persevere  in  the  election  of  their  own 
representative,  the  notorious  John  Wilkes,  who  had  been  expelled  from  the 
House  of  Commons  despite  being  three  times  elected  for  Middlesex,  and  the 
elections  annulled.

Mr.  Frank  Cundall,  in  his  Press  and  Printers  of 
Jamaica,  speaking  of  the  printer  Daniell,  says  “  The  earliest  mentioned  name 
of  a  printer  authorized  by  the  House  of  Assembly  to  print  the  Votes  occurs  in 
the  Journals  of  the  Assembly  for  1749.”  Daniell  died  in  1756  and  no  copies 
of  his  “  Votes  ”  are  known  to  exist.  Charles  Somerset  Woodham,  his  Adminis¬ 
trator,  presented  to  the  House  of  Assembly  a  petition  setting  forth  that  Daniell 
was  in  his  lifetime  frequently  employed  by  the  several  Assemblies  of  Jamaica 
in  printing  the  Votes  and  other  Papers  from  the  year  1749,  and  was  at  consider¬ 
able  expense  in  doing  so.  It  would  therefore  appear  that  1749  was  the  first  year 
the  Votes  were  printed,  but  until  the  above  came  into  our  possession  the  earliest 
known  to  exist  was  the  copy  in  the  John  Carter  Brown  Library  covering  the 
period  Oct.  11  to  Dec.  30,  1763,  printed  by  Moss  &  Co.  at  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega.

The  position  of  the  Cabots  in  the  geographical  history  of  England  and  Spain  between 
1 460  and  1560  has  made  them  the  subject  of  a  very  large  number  of  books.  The  confusion 
which  has  resulted  from  the  conflicting  statements  made  by  various  writers  caused  the 
necessrty  for  a  thorough  re-examination  of  the  whole  subject.  Being  inspired  to  undertake 
this  task,  Mr.  Winship  found  it  absolutely  necessary  first  to  collect  and  tabulate  all  the 
available  material ;  hence  the  origin  of  this  bibliography. 

The  first  part  of  the  bibliography  contains  a  detailed  description  of  every  known  item  of 
information,  which  throws  any  light  upon  the  personalities  or  the  public  careers  of  the 
Cabots,  quoted  in  its  original  form,  and  analysed  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what  deduction 
may  properly  be  derived  from  it. 

The  second  part  contains  a  bibliographic  description  of  books  relating  to  the  Cabots 
v  ritten  since  1600.  The  notes  call  attention  to  statements  which  appear  for  the  first  time  in 
these  secondary  writings  and,  wherever  possible,  show  how  the  statements  came  to  be  made, 
and  what  justification  there  is  for  them  in  the  sources  of  information  or  in  historical 
probability. 

Having  thus  gotten  together  his  material  and  analysed  it  item  by  item,  Mr.  Winship 
then  proceeds  to  write  therefrom  a  simple  connected  narrative  of  what  is  definitely  known 
about  the  Cabots.  This  forms  the  “  Introductory  Essay  ”  of  the  present  volume.  Marginal 
numbers  refer  to  the  notes  in  the  bibliography,  serving  as  a  chronological  index  to  the  sources 
of  information,  by  which  the  accuracy  of  the  statements  in  the  essay  may  be  tested  step 
by  step. 

The  work  as  a  whole  is  an  effort  to  contribute  something  new  to  bibliographic  method 
and  to  the  material  for  historical  studv.

A  most  important  work  developed  largely  from  original  materials  hitherto  unpublished. 
The  book  describes  the  life  of  a  many-sided  man  of  considerable  distinction  in  the  latter 
years  of  King  George  II.  and  early  years  of  George  III.  The  History  of  the  struggle  with 
France  for  supremacy  in  North  America  is  here  dealt  with  from  a  new  point  of  view,  that  of 
the  personal  experiences  of  one  who,  as  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  largely  contributed  to 
the  result.  Whilst  in  America,  he  formed  an  intimate  friendship  with  Franklin  which 
continued  for  more  than  30  years,  both  holding  similar  views  on  the  Colonies  though 
working  on  independent  lines. 

After  his  return  from  America  he  entered  Parliament,  probably  the  best  informed  man 
of  his  time  on  Colonial  Affairs.  Much  inner  light  is  shed  on  the  steps  leading  up  to  the 
disputes  with  the  Colonies.  His  doings  in  Parliament  show  that  his  sympathies  were  ever 
in  the  direction  of  concession  and  conciliation,  but  he  worked  in  vain  to  stem  the  tide  which 
flowed  up  to  the  final  rupture  and  the  War. 

In  connection  with  his  parliamentary  career  and  his  opposition  to  the  Government,  the 
greatest  interest  and  importance  attach  to  the  solution  of  that  ever  puzzling  enigma,  the 
mystery  of  the  authorship  of  the  Letters  of  Junius.  No  secret  was  ever  so  well  kept  before, 
and  yet  after  a  lapse  of  some  140  years  the  identity  of  Pownall  with  Junius  at  last  appears 
to  be  so  positively  disclosed,  that  it  may  fairly  be  claimed  that  the  final  word  on  the 
subject  has  been  written  in  this  book.

The  vexed  question  as  to  the  date  of  the  birth  of  Columbus  has  long  been  a  favourite 
theme  for  controversial  discussion,  and  it  is  surprising  that  the  diversity  of  opinion  extends 
over  a  period  of  no  less  than  29  years  (1430-1458).  Columbus  himself  in  his  writings  gives 
no  direct  information,  and  neither  of  his  biographers,  Ferdinand  Columbus  and  Las  Casas, 
furnishes  us  with  any  definite  light  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Henry  Vignaud,  with  painstaking 
care  and  exactitude,  passes  under  critical  examination  every  possible  scrap  of  existing 
information,  whether  in  Columbus’s  own  statements  or  contained  in  contemporary  deeds, 
and  from  these  he  deduces  the  dates  of  certain  events  in  the  life  of  the  great  navigator.

Mr.  Miller  Christy’s  work  as  Editor  of  several  volumes  of  the  Hakluyt  Society’s  series  is  well  known.  His 
Zeno  and  Frobisher  arguments  are  admirably  illustrated  by  a  facsimile  of  the  actual  Chart  of  Frobisher’s  first  voyage 
in  1576  preserved  in  the  Library  of  the  Marquess  of  Salisbury  at  Hatfield  House  and  here  reproduced  for  the  first  time.

Stevens  of  Vermont.  His  historical  introduction  was  unfortunately  left  incomplete  at  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1886.  Mr.  Lucas,  with  great  industry,  took  up  Mr.  Stevens’s  unfinished 
narrative  and  conducted  it  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

The  Introduction  shows  the  changes  in  the  condition  of  the  Indians  from  the  first 
landing  of  Columbus,  their  gradual  enslavement,  and  the  ever  increasing  hardships  thrust 
upon  them  by  their  Spanish  conquerors.  The  consideration  of  these  cruelties  led  to  the 
framing  of  these  New  Laws,  principally  by  Las  Casas,  for  the  amelioration  of  the  unhappy 
lot  of  the  Indians.  The  result  of  this  well-intentioned  legis'ation  is  briefly  traced.

In  the  course  of  some  cartographical  researches  in  another  direction,  Mr.  Stevens  came 
across  some  very  caustic  remarks  in  the  writings  of  Governor  Pownall  relating  to  a  pirated 
edition  of  Lewis  Evans’  Map  of  the  Middle  British  Colonies  in  America,  which  had  been 
engraved  and  issued  in  London  shortly  after  the  original  was  sent  over  from  Philadelphia 
in  I755-  He  was  sufficiently  interested  by  Pownall’s  spirited  protests  to  look  further  into 
the  matter.  The  result  of  a  comparison  of  the  original  map  with  the  piracy  was  most 
unexpected,  for  on  continuing  the  investigation  further,  no  less  than  ten  distinct  issues,  all 
different  (both  genuine  and  pirated),  were  unearthed.  It  is  almost  safe  to  assert  that  no 
other  American  map  can  have  had  a  more  varied  career,  or  have  appeared  in  so  many 
different  guises,  or  disguises.  Suffice  it  to  say  here  that,  after  doing  duty  for  over  fifty 
years,  the  same  old  copperplate  of  the  first  piracy  of  1756  was  found  to  have  been  re-issued 
in  1807  as  A  New  and  General  Map,  etc.,  but  in  a  garb  so  strangely  altered  as  to  be  absolutely 
unrecognizable  had  not  the  intermediate  changes  been  identified  step  by  step.

Mr.  Stevens  in  his  Preface  to  the  First  Edition  published  in  1905  ( see  above)  of  this 
valuable  contribution  to  the  history  of  American  Cartography,  when  explaining  how  he 
came  to  discover  and  identify  the  original  ten  variations,  says  :  “  It  is  by  no  means  certain 
that  others  may  not  yet  come  to  light.”  His  prognostication  was  only  too  true,  for  in  the 
fifteen  years  following  the  publication  of  the  First  Edition,  he  was  able  to  identify  no  less 
than  eight  additional  variations,  so  that  a  Second  Edition  of  the  work  became  a  necessity. 

This  was  published  by  us  in  1921  and  Mr.  Stevens  deals  therein  with  the  eight  new 
varieties.  He  at  the  same  time  revised  and  corrected  the  notes  on  the  ten  issues  described 
in  the  First  Edition,  making  such  additions  as  became  necessary  by  the  incorporation  of  the 
further  eight  intermediate  editions  in  their  proper  chronological  sequence.  He  also  referred 
to  Evans’s  earlier  Map  of  1749  which  he  fully  described  and  illustrated  by  means  of  a  reduced 
facsimile.  In  the  course  of  his  investigations  into  the  sources  of  the  eighteen  different 
editions  of  Evans’s  Map  of  1755,  Mr.  Stevens  discovered  that  most  of  them  emanated 
from  the  Kitchin  and  the  Bowles  piracies.  It  was  therefore  only  necessary  to  include 
facsimiles  of  these  in  addition  to  those  of  Evans’s  Maps  of  1749  and  1755  and  Gov.  Pownall’s 
re-issue  in  1776  of  the  latter. 

During  Mr.  Stevens’s  visit  to  America  in  1923  he  was  fortunate  enough  to  find  a  copy 
of  the  Second  Edition  of  Evans’  Map  of  1749  which  was  published  in  1752,  the  existence  of 
which  had  hitherto  only  been  suspected  from  a  reference  Evans  himself  made  to  it  in  his 
“  Analysis  of  a  General  Map  of  the  Middle  British  Colonies  ”  published  in  1755.  The 
“  Additional  Notes  ”  together  with  the  facsimile  by  which  Mr.  Stevens  describes  it,  form  the 
new  matter  of  this  Third  Edition,  the  rest  of  the  volume  being  a  re-issue  of  the  Second 
Edition  which  it  replaced,  and  which  was  in  consequence  withdrawn  from  sale.

When  the  original  of  this  most  interesting  Plan  was  in  our  possession,  we  failed  to 
find  any  record  of  it,  and  we  considered  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  worthy  of  repro¬ 
duction  in  facsimile.  As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  it  is  the  very  earliest  print 
published  in  London  after  the  news  had  been  received  of  the  Battle  of  Bunker’s  Hill,  fought 
on  the  17th  of  June,  1775. 

The  Map  measures  19  by  14}  inches  within  the  border  lines,  with  good  margins  beyond. 
The  Title  is  a  line  panel  near  the  centre  of  the  left  border,  and  immediately  below  it  are 
19  numbered  references  to  the  Plan. 

The  imprint  (as  given  above  the  title)  is  in  the  centre  below  the  bottom  border  line, 
[n  the  extreme  right  hand  corner,  also  below  the  line,  is  the  engraver’s  imprint  C  Hall  sc. 

The  Plan  itself  is  most  quaintly  drawn.  Concord  and  Lexington  are  both  shown  by 
groups  of  houses  drawn  in  elevation.  Outside  Concord  is  the  “  Bridge  where  the  attack 
began  ”  and  the  opposing  forces  are  shown  near  by  in  position  firing  at  each  other,  while 
several  dead  men  are  lying  around.  Various  groups  of  “  Minute  Men”  are  seen  making 
their  way  to  the  scene  of  conflict.  To  the  East  of  Concord  is  a  group  of  Soldiers  with  the 
Commander  on  horseback,  marching  towards  Boston  with  colours  flying.  This  group  is 
lettered  “  Col.  Smith’s  return  from  Concord.”  Near  Lexington  is  a  similar  group  lettered 
“  Lord  Percy’s  return  from  Lexington.” 

Besides  the  details  explained  in  the  numerous  references,  the  following  important 
positions  are  drawn  and  specially  lettered,  viz.  : — “  Water  Town  Hill”  ;  “  Roxbury  Hill, 
Gen..  Thomas’s  Camp”  ;  “  Winter  Hill,  Gen.  Putnam’s  Camp.”  Numerous  Men  of  War 
are  drawn  in  elevation  in  the  Harbour. 


The  entire  impression  was  limited  to  50  copies,  carefully  hand-coloured  after  the 
manner  of  the  original.  Of  these  only  about  12  remain.

This  most  quaint  and  interesting  Plan  was  originally  drawn  by  Samuel  Blodget  and 
published  by  him  in  Boston  in  December,  1755,  together  “  with  an  Explanation  thereof,” 
in  pamphlet  form,  a  copy  of  which  Plan  and  Pamphlet  seems  to  have  fallen  at  once  into 
the  hands  of  Thomas  Jefferys,  the  famous  Map  Publisher  of  London,  for  he  reprinted  them 
without  delay,  the  Plan  bearing  the  date  of  Feb.  2,  1756.  ( See  Reduced  Facsimile  on  page  89 

of  this  Catalogue). 

In  the  course  of  our  long  experience  we  have  acquired  several  copies  of  the  London 
Plan,  but  we  have  never  before  met  with  the  London  edition  of  the  “  Explanation  ”  until 
the  copy  from  which  this  reproduction  was  made  came  into  our  possession.  As  it  contains 
the  key  to  no  less  than  39  numbered  references  on  the  Plan,  it  can  readily  be  understood 
how  extremely  important  it  is  historically,  for  without  it,  the  Plan  is  to  a  great  extent 
inexplicable  in  its  details.  On  account  of  the  extreme  rarity  of  this  “  Explanation  ”  we 
felt  it  almost  a  duty  to  facsimile  it,  more  especially  as  the  Plan  itself  has  been  reproduced 
in  more  than  one  historical  work,  where  its  importance  is  largely  discounted  by  the  want 
of  the  key. 

The  “  Explanation  ”  contains  a  most  interesting  and  graphic  account  of  the  Battle, 
for  Blodget  has  so  arranged  the  numbered  references  that  they  form,  as  it  were,  an  almost 
consecutive  narrative.  In  his  “  Advertisement”  on  the  verso  of  the  title  he  states  that 

“  the  action  near  Lake  George  is  the  greatest,  in  its  kind,  that  ever  happened  in  North  America. .  .  .  The 
“  Representation  I  have  given,  whether  as  appearing  to  the  Eye  in  this  Plan,  or  to  the  Mind  in  the  descriptive 
“  Notes,  contains  the  real  Truth.  I  was  myself  present  in  the  Camp  ;  and  .  .  .  yet  being  an  independent 
“  Person,  not  belonging  to  the  Army,  I  had,  it  may  be,  as  good  an  Opportunity  as  any  Person  whatever, 

“  to  observe  the  whole  Management  on  both  sides;  especially  as  1  took  my  Post  at  the  Eminence  where  the 
“  Field- Piece  was  planted,  from  whence  I  could,  with  advantage,  view  the  Action  in  all  its  Parts,  frcm  the 
“  Beginning  to  the  End  of  it.” 

The  Plan  measures  20  by  11J  inches  on  paper  22 J  by  17J.  It  is  divided  into  three 
compartments  of  unequal  size.  The  first  on  the  left  contains  a  Map  of  Hudson  River 
and  the  Country  from  New  York  to  Lake  George.  The  second  compartment  contains  a 
View  of  the  First  Engagement,  and  the  third  a  View  of  the  Second  Engagement.  The 
drawing  is  most  quaint,  showing  Soldiers  marching  and  fighting  ;  Indians  with  tomahawks  ; 
Boats  on  the  Lake  ;  Tents  ;  Canons  firing,  &c.,  &c.  Inset  are  small  Plans  of  Forts 
Edward  and  William  Henry.  The  Plan  is  somewhat  altered  from  the  Boston  original, 
the  compartments  being  differently  arranged.
